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TM supports VO by three votes 

Article asks School Committee to keep VO open

After nearly seven hours of 
debate, Town Meeting Monday night 
passed by three votes an amend¬ 
ment aimed at keeping Vinson Owen 
School open. 

"I firmly believe that our town can 
keep five elementary schools open," 
said William Galatis, the main prop¬ 
onent of the amendment told Town 
Meeting members when discussions 
began May 31. 

On Monday night, in a Hll to 85 vote, 
Town Meeting agreed. 

"1 think the town has spoken that 
it wants five elementary schools,” 
Galatis said Monday night after the 
vote. "I have no remorse, I have no 
disrespect for anybody. It’s just a 
legitimate difference of opinion." 

As for what he wants to do now, 
Galatis said, "I just want to spend 
time with my kids.” 

Evelyn Galatis said the Vinson 
Owen Coalition had "stayed above 


board. We did not go into personali¬ 
ties. We went into issues. The child¬ 
ren are going to be the beneficiaries. 
That's what we did it for.” 

During Monday’s debate. Select¬ 
men Chairman Steve Powers began 
blasting the School Committee. 
Although Powers was warned by 
Moderator John Sullivan to restrain 
his comments. Powers said, “What 
disturbs me and quite frankly 
angers me is certain members of the 
School Committee have decided to 
categorically reject data that shows 
I the Vinson Owen School could 
remain open. 1 ... Certain members 
are so busy digging they are not 
reaching out.” 

Powers said he believed the deci¬ 
sion by the School Committee to 
close Vinson Owen School was trig¬ 
gered by anger at voters for not 
passing the override, at which time 
he was booed by Town Meeting. 

Town Meeting and former School 
Committee member William Jervey 


quickly moved the question after 
Powers’ speech saying the “tenor of 
this debate is moving backwards.” 
A % vote was needed to move to a 
vote on the main question, which 
Town Meeting passed 116-55. Town 
Meeting then passed Article 5 in a 
88-85 vote. 

Autonomy 

The School Committee is autonom¬ 
ous in this case, since the article is 
only advisory. School Committee 


Despite Town Meeting support to 
maintain five elementary schools. 
School Committee members have 
not taken an official stand on what 
they will do with the article. 

Committee members are expected 
to discuss the vote at their June 12 
meeting. 


Chairman Donna Brandt Landry 
said her committee will take the 
vote under advisement and discuss 
the issue at its next scheduled meet¬ 
ing June 12. 

Proscntatioii 

In his opening presentation on 
Thursday, Galatis cited the increas¬ 
ing enrollment projections and said 
he believed a limited number of 
elementary schools could not house 
students in future years. 


When asked by a Town Meeting 
member if Vinson Owen School 
would be kept open if the article 
passed. Chairman Donna Brandt 
Landry said her committee would 
take the vote under advisement, but 
was not willing to commit Monday 
night to either keeping the school 
open or closing it. 


“It’s not in the best interest of the 
town. Alternatives exist in the 
budget without hurting quality. You 
deserve a chance to discuss this,” 
Galatis told Town Meeting mem¬ 
bers, “I believe public sentiment is 
everything.” 

Galatis cited the work of previous 
task forces on school closings such 
as one in 1982 and another formed in 
1985. These task force members, 
said Galatis, thought the neighbor- 


School Committee members had 
voted 3-2 in April to close the 
elementary school and move sixth- 
graders to McCall in light of increas¬ 
ing state and local fiscal constraints 
facing Winchester. 

Following the vote by Town Meet¬ 
ing Monday night. Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Charles Mitsakos said 


hood school concept should stay 
intact and that a school should be 
closed only in the face of declining 
enrollment. 

Galatis also said he felt the School 
Committee had not properly eva¬ 
luated other options and consequ¬ 
ences of closing Vinson Owen includ¬ 
ing: how much it would cost to 
reopen the school, other “less

ahead as if Vinson Owen will close, 
until and if the School Committee 
reverses its decision. “We have to go 
with those plans until the vote is 
taken,” he said. This, he noted,

Health board seeks 
input on pool rules

A sampling of swimming pool 
owners in Winchester have told the 
Board of Health they are in favor of 
promoting safety suggestions for 
pool use. But if the suggestions are 
to be mandated— the tide will turn. 

Board of Health member Randall 
Swartz, whose six-year-old daughter 
Particia drowned last June in a 
swimming pool accident, had prop¬ 
osed a set of safety suggestions that 
he hopes to put on the books as 
regulations. 

An informational meeting was 
held June 5 by the Board of Health to 
receive input from residents on the 
proposed regulations, which would 
include; constant adult supervision 
of children in a pool; a telephone and 
emergency numbers at poolside; 
rescue hook and throwing ring at 
poolside; knowledge of CPR and 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation; and 
barriers and gates in place to form 
an enclosure around the pool. 


About 30 residents were on hand, 
pool owners and other interested 
citizens, to discuss the proposed reg¬ 
ulations, which were mailed to pool 
owners last week. 

John Mercurio Jr. noted the two 
parts of the issue are the financial 
element of possible licensing and the 
safety element. He said pool owners 
already pay the price for having a 
pool through their property tax 
assessment as well as increased 
water and sewer rates. 

He noted however, that all pool 
owners are concerned with safety 
and questioned the board’s 
approach. “Education is more effec¬ 
tive than regulation,” said Mercur¬ 
io. “Licensing doesn’t create 
safety.” 

Some residents also questioned 
how the regulations could be 
enforced and if residents would be 
held liable if one portion of the 
regulations wasn’t adhered lo. 

Resident Jeanne Amico told mem-

As a bilingual 
teacher. Cook’s charge was to teach 
a group of students from five diffe- 
retil countries, who speak six lan¬ 
guages atui use five alphabets, how 
to siieak and write English. Cook 
incorporated the use of computers 
atid Ihe latest research on reading 
atid writing. 

Cook was chosen frotn a field of 
etitrants iti Ihe country’s norlheast- 
erti region atid is now eligible for the 
national finals to be held in Septem¬ 
ber. The award is sponsored by IBM 
and (Tassrooom Computer Learn¬ 
ing, and each finalist received an 
IBM system computer and software. 

Cook, 47, used a unique approach 
lo her students’ language barrier by 
having them dive right into the lan-

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Two retire from school system 

Waite sums up career

After 34 years as Math Depart¬ 
ment director for Winchester Public 
Schools, John Waite is heading into 
retirement with mixed feelings, 
While he's decided it’s time to move 
on, as an educator at heart, he’s 
almost too excited about the upcom¬ 
ing changes in math curricula 
across the country to leave. 

"I hate to leave. It’s an exciting 
time to be in teacbing. Math is going 
to change and become better," said 
Waite, 

Waite made Wincbester his home 
back in 195() and made Winchester 
Public Schools his life’s work that 
same year, A member of the Nation¬ 
al Council of Teachers of Math, and 
the State Board of Math Teachers, 
Waite plans to stay involved in both 
these organizations and stay in tune 
with new standards for math being 
set by these groups. 

As director of the math depart¬ 
ment, Waite has been responsible 
for overseeing tbc math program in 
kindergarten through 12th grade as 
well as developing the math prog¬ 
ram in grades kindergarten through 
six and evaluating teachers and the 
program in grades seven through 12, 

Also, Waite teaches several work¬ 
shops each summer for math 
educators. 

A few teachers early on in his 
education steered Waite toward a 
career in math, and throughout his 
more than three decades in the field, 
Waite has seen math curriculum 
continue to change, progress. 

"Computers and calculators have 
changed the reasons for doing a lot 
of 1 computations! ... More time is 
now spent on reasoning, and 
problem-solving," says Waite. 

But while the math has changed, 
Waite says the students have not. 
The difference, says Waite, is that 
there is more to teach students now. 

The math department head and 
director since 19()1, Waite notes that 
the work of teachers is not truly 
understood. "Teaching is a terribly 
hard job,” says Waite, “a good 
teacher works more than just in the 
classroom.” Waite says grading 
papers and talking with students 


individually add on to a teacher’s 
already hectic day. 

And teaching five classes a day, 
and keeping students entertained as 
well as educating them can be lough. 

Waite emphasizes too, that female 
students are now being given the 
same opportunities and encourage¬ 
ment in the field of math as have 
been offered male students. Often 
stereotyped by their sex, female 
students in the past have been 
assumed to be loss skilled in 
mathematics. 

"All kids should be able to learn 
more math,” says Waite. “IThe 
math field I has lost a lot of young 
women that might have been excel¬ 
lent in math. But that is changing." 

As the field of math continues to 
expand, says Waite, so do the job 
opportunities available to students 
who choose to study mathematics, 

Waite’s own five sons are veterans 
of the Winchester schools, having 
each graduated from Winchester 
High. But none have gone on to 
become mathematicians, says 
Waite with a grin. 

While education has felt the pinch 
of tightening budgets, Waite says the 
math department has had to get 
used to being without some staff and 
resources. 

Waite says the math department 
has always kept up with on-going 
changes in the field of math, and 
scoring on standardized testing at 
Winchester has always been high. 

Waite says leaching classes has 
"always been the most enjoyable 
part of the day ... We’re lucky in 
Winchester to have good kids.” 

The teachers at Winchester, says 
Waite, “are very cooperative all the 
way through. And most of them like 
kids and that’s what pulls them 
together.” 

"I can’t imagine coming to a 
school each day if I didn’t like it,” 
adds Waite. 

Waite says one of the most fulfill¬ 
ing aspects of his career has been 
when studenUs either write or return 
to tell him how his teaching has 
impacted their lives. 

“You don’t got that kind of feed¬ 
back in an office at IBM. It’s just one 
of the perks |of teaching]. It’s all 
been worth it," said Waite.

A staple ingredient in the Winches¬ 
ter Home Economics wing for the 
last 33 years, Harriet Nelson has 
taught her students a little about 
cooking, a little about sewing — and 
a little about life. 

After more than three decades. 
Nelson has decided to retire from 
teaching in the Winchester school 
system. Looking back at her career. 
Nelson says there has never been a 
dull moment. 

“I’ll miss the students,” she says. 
“Some jobs, you’re looking at the 
clock all the time. That has never 
happened to me.” 

Nelson will be honored at a recep¬ 
tion held in honor of her and Math 
Department head Jack Waite on 
Sunday, June 10. 

A graduate of Simmons College, 
Nelson worked for six years in a 
Wellesley junior high school in the 
beginning of her career. However, 
wanting to continue her education 
further. Nelson opted to head off to 
Cornell to earn her masters degree. 

While at Cornell, Nelson minored 
in guidance and personnel admi¬ 
nistration. Nelson was also one of 12 
students chosen to serve in the stu¬ 
dent dean’s program. According to 
Nelson, she was offered the post 
during her first interview after a 
Cornell home economics professor 
learned she had been a camp 
counselor in Canada. As part of that 
program. Nelson readily accepted 
free room and board, as well as 
payment of part of her tuition. 

“It really was a wonderful experi¬ 
ence because the girls in the prog¬ 
ram were from various parts of the 
country,” she said. “We worked a lot 
with the administration at solving 
problems.” 

Even before leaving Cornell, Nel¬ 
son had a job lined up as an assistant 
dean at Oregon State, and was ready 
to head west at the end of the school 
year. Then, when her mother 
became ill during the year. Nelson 
returned to the family home in West 
Roxbury. 

At first. Nelson said she did not 
want to return to school, but her 
mother encouraged her to do so. 
Working hard so she could finish up 
early. Nelson again returned to this 
area in late spring. She had applied 
and been accepted for a home eco¬ 
nomics teaching job in Winchester, 
which she decided she would take for 
a year and help look after her 
mother. Then, she figured she would 
head west. 

Once in Winchester, Nelson opted 
to stay. Looking back 33 years later. 
Nelson said she has never regretted 
her time in Winchester. 

Nelson has been instrumental in 
helping design home economics 
departments in two schools in 


Winchester, Lynch and the high 
school. In addition. Nelson has pro¬ 
vided guidance to more than 30 stu¬ 
dent teachers during her tenure, as 
well as countless students. 

Throughout the years. Nelson said 
the home economics program has 
expanded. What used to be simply 
food and nutrition and sewing 
courses has broadened to include 
early childhood, human develop¬ 
ment and creative arts classes. 

Nelson is a member of the Ameri¬ 
can Home Economics Association, 
and has served as treasurer of the 
state association for about eight 
years. 

Nelson has also been active politi¬ 
cally throughout the years. When 
she first came to Winchester, Nelson 
said only three towns had unequal 
pay for men and women: Wellesley, 
Weston and Winchester. Nelson and 
Sybil Daniels put together legisla¬ 
tion and brought it to the State 
House, seeking to force the three 
towns to enact equal pay. Despite 
passage by the Legislature, thp mea¬ 
sure ,was vetoed by then-Governor 
John Volpe. 

Howe.ver, the Legislature over¬ 
rode the veto, and tqu: 11 ay :ecaiTie 
a reality. , •' 

- Over the years, Nelspn said she 
has enjoyed working with the stu¬ 
dents, and has some highlights, such 
as winning $1,000 in the Knox Gelatin 
contest for herself, as well as $250 
for the school. Nelson put the school 
funds toward a silver tea service, 
which is still used today at the high 
school. Other students won a Dupont 
sewing contest, and earned a trip to 
New York. Two other students won 
the American World Council sewing 
contest, while another group partici¬ 
pated in the Jordan Marsh fashion 
board. 

Nelson said she thinks more effort 
should be made toward home 
economics. 

“Obviously, I feel very strongly 
there should be a lot more emphasis 

— human development should be a 
requirement,” she said. Human 
development incorporates discus¬ 
sions of family and other relation¬ 
ships. “These are the kinds of things 
kids should be learning, particularly 
since some of them come from dys¬ 
functional families,” Nelson said. 

As for the future. Nelson said she 
would like to spend more time with 
her family, as well as continue to be 
active in her hometown and take 
some more courses. 

In addition to the students. Nelson 
says she will miss fellow teachers. 
“Winchester has had an outstanding 
faculty, which I think has contri¬ 
buted In making Winchester High 
School the fine school it is,” she said.

Town salutes Andersons on Sunday

From time to lime Winchester 
pays just tribute to individuals with¬ 
in the community for their accom¬ 
plishments and their contributions 
to their town. This Sunday all will 
have the opportunity to join several 
sponsoring community groups to bid 
farewell and pay homage to two 
residents who have aided and 
enriched the town in many ways — 
T.J. and Lois Anderson. 

The name of T.J. Anderson may 
be known to many who do not know 
him personally because of his presti¬ 
gious national reputation as a com¬ 
poser. His numerous honors include 
awards from the Fromm, Rockefell¬ 
er, American Music Center, and 
Copley Foundations; commissions 
from universities, the Berskire Mus¬ 
ic Center, and the National Endow¬ 
ment for the Arts; and various 
celebrations, including his sixtieth 
birthday fete last year at Harvard 
University’s Sanders Theater when 
several compositions written for the 
occasion were premiered by many 


outstanding musicians. While resid¬ 
ing in Winchester, he has been 
Fletcher Professor of Music at Tufts 
University and was one month an 
artist in residence for the Winches¬ 
ter public schools. 

Lois Anderson is also a respected 
professional. She has worked for 
many years as a librarian in the 
Lexington public schools, has been 
active in library associations, pub¬ 
lished reviews of children’s books in 
the Horn Book, and been a judge for 
the Horn Book Award. She has also 
undertaken considerable genealogi¬ 
cal research, the results of which 
have been admired by the Genealo¬ 
gy Study Group of the Winchester 
Historical Society and others. 

Yet it is not for their professional 
accomplishments as much as for 
their community contributions that 
the Andersons will be honored Sun¬ 
day Afternoon.

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Town Hall regains 
soul with archives

A pleasant new addition to the 
Town Hall family is the Henry E. 
Simonds Memorial Archival Center 
— which has recently unveiled its 
new quarters on the ground floor 
level of Town Hall. 

■^’ears ago, in conjunction with the 
original town library, then located in 
the present Winchester Room at 
Town Hall, historical rooms were 
maintained upstairs in the present 
selectmen's quarters. 

Winchester Historical Commis¬ 
sion Chairman .Mary McKenna 
sparkled with enthusiasm as she 
recently unpacked manuscripts 
from the FHchardson family papers. 

"We have tried to focus the collec¬ 
tion more tightly around primary 
records of the town which deal with 
the history and development of 
Winchester. Basic nucleus of our 
collection centers on early public 
records, family manuscripts, pa piers 
of selected town organizations — 
and historic maps. A great favorite, 
too. is the e.ittensive photographic 
record of early Winchester," said 
Mary as she attacked another box of 
records. 

As we became engrossed in a 
series of photographs depicting a 
mud-paved Winchester center of 
1870. former Chairman Ellen 
Spxjncer arrived to help organize the 
new storage facilities, Ellen said she 
felt that it is very appropriate to 
have the Town Archives in so central 
a location. 

"We planned our 7 to9 p.m. Thurs¬ 


day opienings to coincide with the 
late opiening of the library. Thai 
way, persons have two strong 
resources just steps away from each 
other," she said. 

Ellen was also pleased with the 
greater security in the new quarters 
— and also the storage space in the 
climate controlled vault. The town 
seems to have committed itself, al 
last, to long term care of its irre¬ 
placeable historic documents. 

Ellen mentioned the five years of 
planning that has realized these new 
quarters — beginning with sugges¬ 
tions from Susan Keats, former 
Town Archivist, to the Town Hall 
Advisory Committee in 1985 — 
through much hard work generated 
between Susan, the Historical Com¬ 
mission and Town Manager Chad 
•Maurer. 

Winchester has deleted a Town 
Archivist from its budget and al 
present these historical resources 
are being organized and made avail¬ 
able to the public by members of the 
Commission and volunteers from 
Winchester Historical Society. 

.Mary McKenna is always looking 
for more volunteers and she — or 
Ellen Spjencer — may be reached in 
care of the Henry E. Simonds Archi¬ 
val Center at Town Hall, 71 Mount 
Vernon Street. 

Town Hall, after its long p>eriod of 
renovation, has finally regained its 
soul as the dedicated appointees to 
the Winchester Historical Commis¬ 
sion, under Mary McKenna, help us 
chart our future course — based on 
the firm foundations of Winchester’s 
storied past.

This week 
in history 

20 years: 1970 

Members of the Board of 
Selectmen had moved to accept 
the low bid on the floating of 
bonds for the new high school 
project in Winchester at their 
evening session that week. The 
town awarded the sale of bonds 
amounting to $12 million to Mor¬ 
gan Guaranty Trust Company of 
New York at their current inter¬ 
est rate of 6‘j percent with a par 
value of .0582 included. 

The 120th commencement 
exercises of the Winchester High 
School graduating class were 
observed in a haze of misty 
weather and tradition that week 
at Manchester Field. Members of 
the class of 1970, clad in blue or 
white cap and gown, with the 
exception of one student, were 
cued by "Pomp and Circum¬ 
stance” and the "National 
Anthem,” as provided by the 
High School Band. The Invoca¬ 
tion and Benediction were read 
by Rev. James A. Garrity of St. 
Mary's Church. 

30 years: 1960 

A Winchester resident narrow¬ 
ly escaped tragedy that week 
when his 1958 Lincoln Imperial 
shot across Main Street into the 
Jenney Service Station from the 
parking lot, smashed two gas 
pumps and a light pole and burst 
into flames. The man was treated 
for minor burns and released 
from Winchester Hospital. 

Mr. Arthur E. Butters retired 
that month after 40 years of ser¬ 
vice as a member of the Winches¬ 
ter High School faculty. During 
those years, Mr. Butters had 
taught mathematics to nearly 
5,000 Winchester boys and girls. 

The Police Chief Joseph J. Der- 
ro Testimonial Committee, a 
group of Winchester residents, 
had put the final touches to what 
promised to be a gala testimonial 
to the newly appointed Chief of 
Police. 

The School Committee had 
been advised that the new 
elementary school, then under 
construction at Ridge Sti-eet and 
Johnson Road, would not be 
available for occupancy that Sep¬ 
tember as scheduled. Labor trou¬ 
bles combined with unanticipated 
excavation and drainage prob¬ 
lems were the reasons given to 
School Committee members. 

Selectman Sherman W. Salt- 
marsh Jr. and Lawrence T. 
Srriith had been named by Police 
Chief Joseph J. Derro to serve on 
the Massachusetts Citizens Safe¬ 
ty Committee being oi'gunized by 
Governor Foster Furcolo. The 
committee’s objective was to 
implement a new grass-roots 
program for accident prevention. 

Joe Bellino and Fi-ank Dattilo, 
Winchester i-esidents at the Nav¬ 
al Academy, played on winning 
Navy teams against Army again 
that week.

I would also like to thank the 
stores and Chamber members and 
business groups that participated in 
the day.

Gans comments on 
Town Meeting vote 

TO THE EDITOR: 

The Town of Winchester witnessed 
quite a spectacle at Town Meeting 
over the School Committee’s vote to 
close the Vinson Owen School. It was 
a political show the likes of which we 
have not seen in a long time. 

So what is going on? Why the 
show? 

I believe we are witnessing the 
coalescing of various political fac¬ 
tions in Winchester who are pursu¬ 
ing political agendas having very 
little to do with the merits of the 
Vinson Owen issue. This is a strong 
statement which I do not make light¬ 
ly. Please keep in mind, however, 
that the backdrop for all of this is the 
threat of recall of two of the School 
Committee members who voted to 
close the Vinson Owen School. 

The proponents of the recall have 
stated that the granting of a five- 
year contract to the Superintendent 
of Schools is a ground for recall and 
that the recall has nothing to do with 
VO. 

If you believe this is just over a 
five-year contract, please consider 
the following from the record of the 
most visible proponent of the threat: 

“Mrs. Pronski was adament in her 
feeling the Superintendent should 
receive a salary of $40,000 (as 
opposed to $39,500) and would only 
consider a decrease if he were to be 
granted tenure at the same time.” 
(Source; Minutes of Executive Ses¬ 
sion, School Committee meeting, 
Feb. 24, 1975.) 

If this recall threat is just over a 
five-year contract, why have mem¬ 
bers of the School Committee been 
approached more than once with a 
political deal; a deal which proposed 
to drop the recall if the vote on 
Vinson Owen were changed. 

I hope all of this makes you 
extremely uncomfortable. It cer¬ 
tainly troubles me. I believe we 
must step back. State law gives the 
School Committee the responsibility 
to make the decision regarding Vin¬ 
son Owen. The Town Meeting vote 
does not change that fact. The 
School Committee still has the 
responsibility to make this decision. 
The choice has now simply been 
framed to be between a decision 
which the majority of the School 
Committee honestly believes to be in 
the best interests of all tbe children 


in Winchester, and succumbing to 
political pressure. 

Certainly political power cycles 
over time and shifts from one group 
to another. This is proper. If it is 
going to happen, I hope it happens 
through regularly scheduled elec¬ 
tions and not through the ugly politi¬ 
cal game which is being played now.

to reuse committee 

The following letter to the School 
House Committee was received by 
the Star for publication. 

In response to the recent mailing 
to abutters and neighbors of V-0 
School, I would like to offer the 
following: 

Regarding usage 

Usage should be consistent with and 
appropriate for a residential neigh¬ 
borhood (and zoning). 

• No late hours. 

• No added exterior building or park¬ 
ing lot lighting. 

• No increased traffic. 

• No increased noise or air pollution. 
The property should not be altered 
internally or externally in any way 
which prevents its ultimate return to 
service as a public school. 

The lease 

• A credit worthy lessee only. 

• A “triple net” lease, that is, a lease 
under which the lessee pays rent to 
the lessor (town) and is obligated to 
pay all utility, maintenance, and 
property tax and insurance costs. 

• No more than five-year terms with 
rent escalators if option periods bey¬ 
ond the first term are included. 

• Proper insurances paid by lessee 
and certified to the town. 

• A yearly maintenance inspection 
by the town engineer (report made 
public) with a suitable means of 
dealing with the lessee if the proper¬ 
ty is not properly maintained. 

• All alterations to be reviewed by 
and approved by the engineer’s 
office. 

• No subletting provision. 

• Pre-agreed (and fund) restoration 
provision at lease termination. 

I believe these conditions are in 
the best interests of the town, the 
neighborhood and protect the ulti¬ 
mate re-use of the facility for the 
schools.

direct” ways to cut the budget and 
why Vinson Owen was chosen to be 
closed on the basis of number of 
teaching stations alone. 

“We're not giving up bricks and 
mortar, but flexibility," said Gala- 
tis, “We need to look at the options 
available.” 

Channel 5 sportscaster and 
Winchester resident Mike Lynch 
said, “(Vinson Owen) is a wonderful 
first-class facility. The classes are 
full, the administration is excellent. 
There’s a sense of community from 
everyone who gathers there daily.” 

“Why are we always using child¬ 
ren as sacrificial lambs to balance 
the budget?” asked Lynch. “The 
time to say no is right now, in 1990.” 

Resident Linda Pickering said the 
Town Meeting decision on the issue, 
“will echo what we are. This is the 
chance to say yes ... to the neighbor¬ 
hood schools." 

Resident Anthony Conte asked if 
the busing expense and cost of 
“mothballing” Vinson Owen had 
been taken into account. Mitsakos 
said that one additional bus run 
would be needed to total three and 
that the cost would be $8,000, which 
has already been added into the 
budget. Mitsakos noted that the 
Building Reuse Committee planned 
to lease the building and therefore it 
would not be vacant. 

Mitsakos noted too, that the 
teacher/pupil ratio of 17.5 “is some¬ 
what deceiving.” He said that the 
number is a total average and 
includes the small class sizes as 
mandated by law in special educa¬ 
tion programs. 

Resident and former member of 
the 1990 Task Force on School Clos¬ 
ing Cynthia Krumme noted that 
there were two views of the task 
force and said the majority of mem¬ 
bers, “did not find necessary large 
amounts of money without sacrific¬ 
ing quality.” 

Town Meeting member James 
Evans applauded the efforts of the 
School Committee saying, “[The 
School Committee! is doing a super¬ 
lative job.” He added that the School 
Committee wouldn’t have “taken 
the level of wrath and abuse if they 
didn't think it was the best thing to 
do." 

“I don’t think it's appropriate for 


Town Meeting to tell [the School 
Committee] to realign their priori¬ 
ties when they’re been doing such a 
fine job of educating our children.” 
said Evans. 

Others agreed. Members of vari¬ 
ous parent associations spoke Mon¬ 
day on behalf of the School Commit¬ 
tee’s decision. Lori Lerman, 
Community Schools Association 
(CSA) president, said her commit¬ 
tee voted 17-4 against Article 5. 
“Closing an elementary school 
results in long-term savings,” she 
said. “We are not here to decide if 
we like the School Committee’s style 
or the superintendent’s process,” 
added Lerman. 

Susan Lippman, vice president of 
the Winchester High School parent 
association, said her group believes 
“any additional cuts will have an 
adverse affect on quality 
education.” 

Town Meeting member Judy Gans 
cited the majority report of the Task 
Force on School Closing, which did 
not come up with the needed $350,000 
recommended cuts to maintain the 
school. “I believe the process must 
be looked at in context, and that 
context is of fiscal constraints,” she 
added. 

Town Meeting member and for¬ 
mer Finance Committee Chairman 
Chester Haskell agreed. “1 am con¬ 
vinced it is not possible to take 
$350,000 out of the school budget 
without seriously impacting the sys¬ 
tem,” said Haskell. He suggested if 
it was possible, the funds should be 
put to “a grossly and dangerously 
underfunded capital budget.” 

During Thursday’s debate, former 
School Committee Chairman Connie 
Papas however, blasted the decision 
of the board, saying, “to find 
$350,000 out of a $13 million budget is 
not that hard.” She added that while 
on the board, she closed a number of 
schools, but due to dropping enroll¬ 
ment, not fiscal constraints. 

“If [School Committee members] 
want to find the money to keep the 
school open, they can do it,” said 
Papas. 

Harry Cutler, self-employed in the 
fire protection field, cited his find¬ 
ings at McCall Junior High School 
Monday night in a study of fire 
.safety. Cutler said while the building 
is in compliance with fire codes, the 
wood fiber accoustical ceiling tiles 


would “promote rapid flame 
spread.” He recommended the town 
hold off on moving more students 
into the school until the issue could 
be investigated. 

More comments 

In debate on Thursday, School 
Committee member Dr. Michael 
Ronayne noted that the board had 
made the decision based on the long¬ 
standing policy of “sacrificing build¬ 
ings for programs.” 

“For the good of the whole, you 
have to make concessions,” said 
Ronayne, “If the School Committee 
could have maintained a system of 
excellence and keep five schools 
open, we would have.” 

School Committee member 


Edward O’Connell, who voted 
against the measure to close VO, 
said he felt added revenue might be 
drummed up through an afterschool 
program at the schools or possibly 
from the Sanborn House. “I believe 
we can do it,” said O’Connell, who 
drew a standing ovation, “so let’s do 
it and get on with it.” 

On Monday, Former Vinson Owen 
School Principal Clare Corcoran 
said the decision to close the school 
lacked “logic and common sense.” 
Corcoran cited Vinson Owen as one 
of the “safest buildings,” and said 
the area is still being built up with 
homes for families who may use 
educational facilities in town.

bers she felt the suggestions were 
“well taken” but added that with 
regulations, people will become 
“inhibited from enjoying their pool 
because they are conscious of the 
liability.” 

)^mico also questioned the board’s 
ability to enforce the proposed reg¬ 
ulations. “It’s foolish to make a law 
that you can’t really enforce,” she 
said. 

Resident John McGeehan ques¬ 
tioned whether the proposed regula¬ 
tions would overlap or could be 
incorporated into building codes 
already in existence. 

Board of Health Chairman Dor¬ 
othea Sopper said that the building 
codes outline the pool regulations at 
the time of construction and board 
members hoped to make these reg¬ 
ulations a part of that process. 

Former Board of Health member 
Dr. Stephen Black-Schaffer said, “I 
feel rather strongly about what the 
Board of Health is trying to do. 
There should be standards of 
protection.” 

Many residents expressed concern 
that requiring CPR training would 
be too stringent a demand, in parti¬ 
cular due to the number of other 
adults that might be called upon by 
the pool owner to supervise children, 
such as grandparents or 
babysitters. 

Another concern was the unau¬ 
thorized use of pools by teenagers 
when the resident is not home. 
Youths will hop fences and break 
through screens to get at the pools. 


said some residents. Many agreed 
they would worry that they would be 

held liable for potential mishaps in 
these circumstances. 

Mercurio added, “There are ways 
to achieve the common goals you 
people have and we all have.” 

“To mandate is a tremendous 
invasion of privacy,” said resident 
Mary Pronski. 

Swartz cited the importance of 
CPR training in pool safety. 

Another resident however, noted 
that close supervision of youngsters 
in a pool can be more important than 
knowledge of CPR. 

Susan Powers, Winchester Hospi¬ 
tal Outreach Coordinator, added 
that the hospital is encouraging pool 
owners to take CPR classes. 

“Whether it’s mandatory or not, I 
understand your resistance, but it's 
important,” said Powers. 

Health Director Joseph Tabbi said 
that if such regulations were in 
place, an application form would be 
mailed to pool owners each year 
with a series of questions about 
equipment and CPR certification., 
The pool owner would then be con-' 
tacted and at their convenience, a 
site visit by a Health Department ■ 
employee would take place to check 
the regulations, said Tabbi. 

The Board of Health will now 
review recommendations made by 
residents and confer with Town 
Counsel. Prior to the adoption of any 
reguhitions however, the board will 
bold a public hearing.

Mortgage funds available, says Casey 


Representative Paul C. Casey and 
Representative Timothy F. O’Leary 
recently announced that starting 
April 24, the Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Agency (MHFA), in cooper¬ 
ation with the Executive Office of 
Communities and Development, will 
make and additional $25 million in 
8.45 percent mortgage funds avail¬ 
able to help qualified Bay State 
residents buy their first homes. The 
low rate is fixed for 30 years. 

The funds are available through 
the Agency’s traditional General 
Lending Program. The mortgages 
are available on a first-come, first- 
served basis to borrowers who need 
the Agency’s general eligibility 
guidelines including income, credit 
and home acquisition cost 
requirements. 

Borrowers may apply for the 
funds through participating lenders. 
To apply for any of the mortgage 


funds, borrowers must have an 
executive Purchase and Sale or an 
Accepted Offer to Purchase Agree¬ 
ment on an eligible property. 

The funds are made possible by 
the federally-authorized Mortgage 
Revenue Bond (MRB) Program. 
Since 1979, through the use of MRBs, 
MHFA has funded mortgages for 
more than 20,(K)0 low-and moderate- 
income households across the state. 

Representative Casey said “This 
8.4 percent mortgage money will 
help to make homeownership more 
affordable for about 250 first-time 
homebuyers statewide.” 

MHFA expects to have additional 
funds available sometime in late 
Spring or early Summer.

ales well. Scrieka outlined the activ¬ 
ities of his committee, noting its 
efforts to aid students through finan¬ 
cial aid. 

School Committee Chairman Don¬ 
na Brandt Landry cited her own 
experience on the School Committee 
as an opportunity and a challenge 
•'What am I learning?" asked Land¬ 
ry. "1 am learning that to have 
courage, public courage, in one's 
convictions and beliefs despite cri¬ 
ticism and vitriol isn't really a mys¬ 
terious quality bestowed on a few 
wise philosophers at all. Rather, it's 
quite an ordinary quality." 

“Each step we take into a now 
phase of life takes courage." she 
added. "When it's there, courage 
actually feels good." 

"I say. with shoulders squared 
and heads held high, take a big bite 
of courage today and step into the 
rest of your life." she concluded. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos noted that the 
class of 1990 is the first class to 
complete all of junior and senior 
high school during his tenure as 
superintendent. “You have com¬ 
piled quite a significant set of 
accomplishments during that per¬ 
iod.” he said. 

Mitsakos asked students to think 
back to Sept. 7, 1977. “That was the 
day 13 years ago when your class 
president and many of you began 
your educational experiences as kin¬ 
dergarteners in Winchester. Kris 
Kupjian was heading for Miss 
Richardson's class at the Lincoln 
School. Matt Pacione heard Miss 
Dolan at the Washington School read 
Dr. Seuss's book Green Eggs and 
Ham on that day, while Michael 
Queenan told his family about his 
first day of kindergarten at the 
Parkhurst School." 

Mitsakos cited the achievements 


of the class, noting that throughout 
their years in the Winchester school 
system, this year's graduates had 
consistently scored above national 
norms on achievement tests, and 
more than 10 percent of the class 
were named commended students or 
semi-finalists in the National Merit 
Scholarship program. He also noted 
their achievements in athletics, as 
well as the arts. 

"Your class has certainly made 
history academically, athletically, 
and artistically," he said. "But 
you're also a class with compassion, 
a class with a sense of humor, and a 
class with congeniality," 

In closing, Mitsakos quoted from 
Dr. Seuss' new book. Oh, the Places 
You'll Go. 

Principal John Ritchie spoke from 
the heart and with humor, and was 
rewarded with a standing ovation 
from his first Winchester High 
School graduating class. 

"It has been eight months since I 
stood before you in the Winchester 
High School auditorium nervously 
introducing myself as your new prin¬ 
cipal. I knew nothing about you, and 
you knew nothing about me. I was 
very aware then that, in this life, we 
only have one chance to make a first 
impression, which increased my 
anxiety tremendously," Ritchie 
said. 

"As I told you then, though, I felt a 
special bond with your class, and 
counted on you to teach me the 
ropes, to behave responsibly and to 
help me establish a tone in the school 
of courtesy, civility, free discussion, 
active learning and enthusiasm,” he 
added. "I have worked in schools a 
long time, but 1 can tell you truthful¬ 
ly that I have never known a class 
with whom 1 have felt such close 
ties." 

Ritchie encouraged students to 
take time to say goodbye to each 
other. “You, as a group, will never 


really be together again. You will go 
from this day forward to whatever 
successes or heartbreaks or 
achievements or disappointments 
the world holds for you — and there 
will be lots of these," he said. 
“There is nothing sadder in the 
world than not having the opportuni¬ 
ty to say goodbye. You have it, and I 
hope you take it.” 

Ritchie discussed fear, saying, 
“Fear can be a real enemy, and is 
probably the source of most of the 
unhappiness in the world.” He cited 
some of his own fears, some serious, 
some humorous, but assured stu¬ 


dents they could overcome obstacles 
in life. 

“Having told you f’d steer clear of 
advice, I can’t resist giving you 
some: Life is much more fun, more 
exciting, more rich, if you assume 
the best about people rather than the 
worst. It really is,” he said. 

Ritchie recognized the top two 
men and women in the class, Pierre 
J. Kaiser, Jennifer S. Lee, Alison E. 
Roberts and Brian A. Vernaglia, 
presenting each with an award. 

Before presenting students with 
diplomas, Ritchie presented two 
gifts to students. “The first is sym¬ 


bolic,” he said “I think of you all as a 
collection of seeds, ready to go out 
and germinate into loving, creative, 
productive individuals. You can also 
be a bit messy and sticky some¬ 
times, though you are basically 
sweet,” he said, displaying a water¬ 
melon to the class. 

The second was a poem for the 
class (See text, page 12A). 

Following a benediction by Del 
Pino, Ritchie said, “Congratula¬ 
tions. That’s it, you made it,” to 
which all 235 graduates whooped and 
hollered, throwing mortarboards 
and confetti into the air.

She describes her teacbing lecli- 
tiiqiie as a cumbination of ‘‘eoinmott 
sense, with experienced teach¬ 
ing ... The computers make it fun 
atid interesting," says Cook. 

Cook, herself is an old hand at 
changing locations. She began her 
schooling at a boarding school in 
Spain, where she became proficient 
in the language. From there, what 
she calls her own "nomadic lifes¬ 
tyle” has mandated 38 moves. She 
reminds her students that she can 
relate to them and their struggle. 

Since Cook teaches a variety of 
subjects in addition to ESL, an aver- 


itge dfiy can mean running from a 
math class, to Spanish to science. 
The hectic workday, “keeps the cob- 
wcl)s out of my l)rain," says Cook 
with a smile. 

Cook says her ESL students range 
in ability, but the same teaching 
techniques can be applied to each 
student. Cook realizes too, that her 
students must work much harder 
than P^nglish-spcaking students and 
credits their own ambition and com¬ 
mitment for their successes, as well. 

Under Cook’s guidance, the class 
began putting together a newsletter, 
"to let the school know who we 
were,” said Cook. The newsletter 
became a part of the packet sent to 
the IBM contest. “The computers 
empowered (the students] to write 


on a higher level,” said t;ook. 

Cook says most of her students 
warmed up to the idea of using 
computers to write their autobiogra¬ 
phies. And, the students worked 
together to help each other. Because 
of their own backgrounds, students 
were also exposed to a plethora of 
cultures, a learning experience from 
several angles. 

She now has 13 students in her 
class but has taught some 47 ESL 
students throughout the year, many 
of whom have been mainstreamed 
into other classes. 

Cook recently wrapped up two 
workshops sponsored through 
grants she received. The first is a 
math program taught after school 
and the other, a teachers’ workshop 


for potentially English proficient 
students. 

Cook, her husband Charles and 
their two children divide their time 
between a home on the Cape and a 
residence in Winchester. Teaching 
for Cook, has been a lifelong obses¬ 
sion. And the ESL program in parti¬ 
cular has been the “niche in life” 
that Cook has been looking for. 

In addition to her students, Cook 
cites the efforts of Methuen School 
System Coordinator for Bilingual 
Education Frances De La Fuente, 
an administrator, “who empowers 
you to do the best you can do,’’ says 
Cook. 

Cook was informed in March that 
she had been chosen Teacher of the 
Year and said her students were as 
thrilled as she was. “They were so 
proud,’’ said Cook.

grade student.s to McCall Junior 

High School. 

Mit.sakos noted that Article 5 is an 
advisory article, and not a mandate 
from Town Meeting. "I think the 
clo.seness of the vote suggests, obvi¬ 
ously, this is a very controversial 
issue," he added. 

“If all the Town Meeting members 
were here, (the vote] could have 
been more lopsided in the sense of 
the school closing or the other way,” 
he noted. 

Mitsakos said that while a majori¬ 
ty of Town Meeting supported the 
measure, "I’m disappointed that 
with two weeks left (until school 
ends for the summer], there is a 
cloud that hangs over the Winches¬ 
ter schools." 

“I personally don’t see it as a 
mandate, but 1 don’t have a vote. It’s 
up to the School Committee’s judge¬ 
ment,” he said. 

Preface to debate 

After nearly seven hours of discus¬ 
sion, Town Meeting supported the 
effort to re-prioritize the elements of 
the budget to allow for the continued 
operation of the Vinson Owen 
Elementary School. 

The debate began last Thursday 
evening. May 31 and continued Mon¬ 
day night, with a large volume of 
Town Meeting members anxiously 
awaiting their turn at the podium. 
All totalled, nearly 40 speakers, pro 
and con, voiced their opinion on the 
highly charged issue. 

In prefacing the debate. Town 
Moderator John Sullivan told Town 
Meeting members, "We all have the 
town’s best interest at heart. We 
may not all agree but there is a 
common thread here because we all 
care about the town ... Let’s take the 
issues very seriously, but let’s not 
take ourselves seriously.” 

Sullivan again reminded Town 
Meeting members of process Mon¬ 
day night. “My responsibility is to 
make sure the process is not 


flawed,” said Sullivan. "The process 
should never decide the issue and I 
don’t take that responsibility 
lightly.” 

Sullivan also urged members to 
remember what has historically 
been a common goal for Winchester: 
quality education. “I hope at the end 
of this debate and during this 
debate, you will give some serious 
thought to what we’re going to do 
after this is over,” he said. 

As for debate, Sullivan suggested 
speakers keep to the five-minute 
time limit without extensions, to 
allow all who wanted to speak to do 
so. "At some point, we’re going to 
have to vote on this,” he said. 
School Budget 

Landry told Town Meeting mem¬ 
bers her committee worked the 
budget numbers within the guide¬ 
lines of six principles: maintaining 
low pupil/teacher ratios; avoiding 
split grades; providing maximum 
support for primary grades; provid¬ 
ing a diverse curriculum at the high 
school; being a good employer to the 
teachers and staff; and providing 
the maximum direct service to 
students. 

Landry said the School Committee 
became “painfully aware” that with 
this year’s budget number of 
approximately $13.4 million, the 
same quality of education could not 
be maintained with the school plant 
intact. 

Landry said the impending budget 
reductions called for a "major reor¬ 
ganization of the schools.” 

Mitsakos outlined how school year 
1990-91 will shape up in Winchester 
schools with Vinson Owen closed. 
Four elementary schools will be in 
operation with class sizes of 17 to 24 
students. Winchester will have no 
split grades, and the same range of 
quality programs will remain intact, 
said Mitsakos. 

There will be no fees, either trans¬ 
portation or student activities fees, 
at the elementary level, he added. 
The new configuration of sixth- 
grade students at McCall and one 
less elementary school will be 
adequate to house the population 
projections for the next few years, 
according to Mitsakos. 

Students at McCall will receive a 
full program of scholastics and ath¬ 
letics and services for special educa¬ 
tion as well. 

The changes for next year howev¬ 
er, will include: less staff due to 
budget cuts and enrollment drops; 
less instructional and support staff; 
Vinson Owen will close; less support 
will be available for the staff; fewer 
resources; delay in secretarial ser¬ 
vices; less professional develop¬ 
ment; continued absence of sabbati¬ 
cal leaves and capital projects on 
the decline. 

The school system will have “the 
same quality instructional prog¬ 
rams that [students] and parents 
have come to expect, but less resour¬ 
ces,” said Mitsakos. 

McCall Principal Evander French 
told Town Meeting members that 
when informed of the plan to move 
sixth-grade students last Fall, he 
"wondered if we had enough 
time ...But seven months later, and 
with a lot of planning and hard work 
from parents, students and admini¬ 
strators, I can look you square in the 
eye and say, ‘We’re ready.’ ” 

French noted that the facility can 
adequately house the 600 plus stu¬ 
dents who will attend middle school 
next year and added that in spite of 
the building’s age “the facility can 
do the job.” 

The program at the middle school 
“will be stronger than what is cur¬ 
rently offered” for sixth-grade stu¬ 
dents, said French. The faculty is 
larger, McCall has an athletic field, 
keyboard facility, industrial arts 
and home economics departments 
and the students will have an extra 
two and a half hours in school each 
week, which allows for other prog¬ 
rams to be offered to the student, 
French said.

Saving sooner and smarter 


Many people 
are no longer 
waiting until 
retirement to 
plan, invest

R etirees and other older 
people are still the most 
interested in professional 
financial planning to 
.protect their nest eggs, 
but younger generations are also 
beginning to see the benefits of saving 
for their golden years and big expenses 
along the way. 

Financial specialists say they are 
seeing more and more people in their 
30s, 40s and 50s with concerns about 
money. Many are Sobered and 
unsettled by the current economic 
downturn, troubled banks and the 
financial difficulties facing their parents. 

' ‘There seems to be a fear out 
there about education,” said Harley 
Lance Kaplan, a West Roxbury 
registered investment advisor, noting 
people with children are wondering 
how to pay for $20,000-a-year college 
tuitions. 

Kaplan, who has noticed an increase 
in men and women under 35 seeking 
help, said a number of these clients are 
also trying to buy their first home and 
need a down payment savings plan. 

He said people under 35 usually 
have a specific need for financial 
planning, while those closer to 
retirement age want comprehensive 
advice on estate planning, insurance, 
tax planning and investments. 

Edward O’Connor, a principal with 
Eastern Financial Services, agreed that 
people are getting their finances in 
order earlier than ever. 

“A few years ago, it was spend, 
spend, spend. Now people are starting 
to set aside more dollars," said 
O’Connor. "People have to plan on 
living until age 90.”

Experts say this more conservative 
attitude about money bodes well for 
Americans’ futures and that there is an 
increasing, and constantly changing, 
array of options for people of all ages 
who want to see their money grow. 

Financial planners said good money 


management starts with common sense 
and setting goals and priorities — steps 
most Americans still do not take until a 
crisis is upon them. In general,

Are you a workaholic? 
How to tell

M ost of US would agree 
that we need well- 
balanced lives to be 
healthy, happy and 
effective. 

But many of us with a strong work 
ethic still think it's noble to work long 
hours. Our actions indicate that work is 
more important than the personal 
aspects of our lives. 

Carried to the extreme, that’s a 
formula for workaholism. If you see 
many of the following compulsive 
characteristics in yourself, you may 
need to re-evaluate your work and its 
importance to you: 


■ Do you use your job to escape 
unpleasant areas of your life — 
marriage, children, relatives, household 
duties, personal relationships? Does 
work fill every' available space in your 
life? 

■ Do you believe that you’ll fail if you 
don’t spend excessive hours at work, 
or that your co-workers or superx’isors 
will think you have failed? Often these 
fears are unrealistic. 

■ Are you a perfectionist? It can make 
you work unpleasant hours and prevent 
you from delegating responsibility 
because you "want it done right.” 

■ Do family members and friends cover 
up or apologize to others for your 
excessive work schedule? Do you 
notice them not asking you to do your 
fair share around the house or in a 
relationship because they fear a 
confrontation about your work? 

■ Have personal relationships become 
just another chore? 



■ Do you feel guilty when you are not 
working? 

■ Do you routinely shortchange 
important parts of your life because of 
your work schedule? 

■ Do you regularly work 40-50 hours a 
week? After commuting time you 
probably have few hours left for family, 
social relationships, relaxation, 
exercise, proper diet and rest. 

■ Would the rest of your life improve if 
you limited work hours to 45 a week? 

■ Do you fail to take time from your 
work routine to seriously contemplate 
your career, goals, strategies, finances 
or personal relationships? 

■ Do you fail to take regular vacations or 
long weekends? 

■ Do you make every problem at work 
into an emergency, thereby giving 
yourself more reasons to work longer? 

■ Are you tense most of the time? 

■ Do you think about or actually do work 
when you ought to be relaxing or 
spending time with your friends or 
family? 

■ Do you get more satisfaction from 
work than nearly anything else? 

■ Do you have few acquaintances — 
professional or social — away from 
your workplace?

bankers have to offer. A financial 
planner can help coordinate all of a 
client’s income sources and assets. 

Kenneth Nordstrom, an assistant 
vice president for the Sun Financial 
Group in Wellesley, said that when 
shopping for financial advice, people 
should look for brokers or consultants 
who hold the necessary credentials. He 
said certified financial planners, 
chartered financial consultants and, to a 
lesser degree, chartered life 
underwriters have the necessary 
training to give advice.

Nordstrom also said there are two 
types of financial advisers. Independent 
planners charge clients — often 
between $1,000 and $1,500 — and 
must be registered. Brokers and 
bankers provide similar services, but 
they are paid commissions for selling 
companies’ financial products. 

When reviewing their finances, 
Nordstrom said, people should consider 
the degree of risk they want in their 
investments and the tax benefits that 
best suit their needs. 

‘ ‘If you have 20 years until 
retirement, then you have a lot of time 
to play with and to make mistakes,” he 
said. 

Older people, O’Connor said, need 
to face reality, no matter how grim it 
may be. 

"If you’re going to run out of 
money at 87, do you want to find out 
when you’re 86 or when you’re 70?” 
asked O’Connor, repeating a question 
he put to a group of 300 retirees a few 
weeks ago. 

A big factor in financial planning for 
older citizens is for them to figure out 
their tax obligations, make sure they 
are not paying unnecessary income 
taxes and plan for the effect of inflation 
on their buying power.

‘ ‘Inflation is a form of a tax, ” said 
O’Connor. 

He said people often pay 
unnecessary taxes and penalty fees for 
withdrawing cash from the wrong 
accounts. He cited, for example, a 
couple that withdrew $14,000 from an 
IRA to pay for their son’s last 
semester in coLege. They then came to 
0 ’ Connor for advice on investing 
$50,000 in a savings account, but 


$6,000 had to be deducted to pay 
taxes, a penalty and interest for tapping 
the IRA. 

‘ ‘If they had taken money from the 
other account, they wouldn’t have had 
to pay a penalty,” O’Connor said. 

One woman in her 40s and the 
mother of two young children said she 
sought the advice of a financial planner 
recently, six years after the death of 
her husband. The woman, who 


requested anonymity, said she wanted 
to do “some middle- and long-term 
planning” with the small estate left by 
her husband. 

She said her husband had handled all 
the family finances and that she was 
forced to shift roles abruptly during a 
difficult period. 

‘ ‘I owe it to him, but also to myself 
and to my children. Money is a 
responsibility,” she said. 


Experts offer investiiig advice 


W hile people are planning 
their finances earlier 
than they used to, 
experts say they should 
m^e some important 
decisions before investing their hard- 
earned cash. 

A key strategy for investors, say 
specialists, is to determine whether an 
investment is needed for future growth 
— a concern for younger people — or 
current income, which becomes 
important after retirement when people 
only have Social Security and pensions 
to i'aw on. It is a key distinction to 
make because it helps people avoid 
paying taxes on their savings and 


interest earnings until they actually 
spend the money. 

A "growth investment,” such as a 
guaranteed deferred annuity, allows 
investors to defer tax payments on 
earned interest until they start 
collecting funds. But with a bank 
certificate of deposit, a person must 
pay taxes on the interest, even if it is 
sitting untouched in the bank, said 
Edward O’Connor, a principal with 
Eastern Financial Services in Dedham. 

Along with annuities, O’Connor 
said, "Mutual funds have really 
become extremely popular over the 
last couple of years. Today, there are 
more mutual fonds than stocks. ’’ 


Mutual funds, which have various 
levels of risk and rates of return, are 
packages of investments overseen by 
professional managers who determine 
which companies to invest in. 

"Some of these organizations have 
over $30 billion under management, ’’ 
said O’Connor. 

Harley Lance Kaplan, a West 
Roxbury registered investment 
adviser, said this is crucial for a small 
investor who does not have enough 
buying power or expertise to purchase 
individual stocks. 

"The stock market is not for small 
players,” Kaplan said, adding most 
people are “much better off using 
mutual funds.”

Daring leap was 
‘part of the job’

For Lt. Francis Manzie, leap¬ 
ing tail buildings is ‘‘just part of 
the job” — an act the Northeast 
Massachusetts Law Enforcement 
Council (NEMLEC) has recog¬ 
nized as meritorious. 

Manzie and Reading Lt. Robert 
Silva were given meritorious ser¬ 
vice awards by NEMLEC Special 
Operations Unit Coordinator 
Richard Stanley for an “unusual 
act of bravery under adverse con¬ 
ditions, with an obvious degree of 
hazard to life and limb ... ” The 
award came as a result of the 
March 9 arrest of a suspected 
heroin dealer and cocaine traf¬ 
ficker in Lawrence. 

While the arrest was nothing 
out of the ordinary for any police 
officer, Manzie’s “leap of faith” 
from a four-story building down 
to a three-story building was 
what made that arrest, and the 
award, possible. 

Manzie, a 22-year veteran of 
the Winchester police depart¬ 
ment and 14-year veteran of the 
NEMLEC Tactical Police Force 
(TPF), is part of the Special 
Operations Unit of NEMLEC 
which is at times called out to 
assist local departments in 
arrests. Normally, said Manzie, 
the group is called to assist in 
incidents where weapons are 
involved or there is a threat of a 
riot. 

In the Lawrence arrest, Manzie 
and Silva performed their “dar¬ 
ing rooftop leap” when a sus¬ 
pected 16-year-old heroin dealer 
jumped from one building to the 
next in an effort to escape police. 

According to Winchester Police 
Chief Joseph Perritano, the Spe¬ 
cial Operations Unit was in the 
process of helping Lawrence 
Police Department issue a search 
warrant for a suspected drug 
dealer. The 16-year-old apparent¬ 
ly made his way to the rooftop of 
the four-story building where 
police were attempting to 
apprehend him. He then jumped 


approximately 10-feet across 
from the four-story building to a 
three-story building next door. 

Manzie and Silva followed, 
each loaded with approximately 
70 pounds of equipment. The two 
caught the suspect, who was hid¬ 
ing behind the chimney, once 
they reached the roof. 

As for why he made the jump, 
Manzie said, “Somebody had to 
do it. The kid was on the other 
roof.” 

“You’re part of this unit, and if 
everyone said, ‘I’ll turn around 
and walk away,’ nothing would 
ever get done,” added Manzie. 

“I didn’t have too much time to 
think. If I had, I probably 
wouldn’t have done it,” he said 
with a smile. In addition to the 
10-foot gap between the buildings, 
Manzie said he later learned 
there was a court-yard-type open¬ 
ing that dropped three stories 
into the center of the building. 
That, he said, was not visible at 
the time of the incident due to 
extreme darkness. 

Once he landed, “I did this 
beautiful shoulder roll,” he 
laughed. Then, he and Silva 
apprehended the suspect and 
turned him over to Lawrence 
police. 

Training for NEMLEC officers 
is extensive, and while the actual 
time it takes to secure an area or 
arrest a suspect may be as little 
as 30 seconds, officers are nor¬ 
mally briefed for at least an hour 
and a half before the incident to 
assure all are familiar with the 
plan. 

“We know what we’re doing,” 
said Manzie. “We get in there and 
get it over with.” 

“I find it exciting,” he said of 
his work with NEMLEC. “I’m 
rewarded by it... but it’s a lot of 
hard work, too.” 

“I think this is indicative of the 
kind of police officers we have on 
the Winchester force.” Perritano 
said, “I’m proud of him.” Perri¬ 
tano cited the training aspect of

• Compromise rejected • Funds approved

With less than a week until the end 
of the school year, the fate of the 
Vinson Owen Elementary School is 
still unknown. 

A budget compromise set forth by 
the School Committee last Thursday 
(June 7) to keep Vinson Owen open, 
through additional cuts from the 
school budget and an appropriation 
from free cash, was rejected by 
Town Meeting in a vote of 79 to 71. 

School Committee members and 
administrators had been sent back 
to the drawing board at the begin¬ 
ning of the week after Town Meeting 
passed by three votes an amend¬ 
ment aimed at keeping VO open with 
funds to be found within the school 
budget. 

The School Committee voted 
unanimously however, to make 
$180,000 worth of cuts from the 
school budget and request from 
Town Meeting a figure of $175,000 
from free cash. The Board of Select¬ 
men, whose members helped draft 
the compromise, backed the mea¬ 
sure unanimously. 

The new budget would have allow¬ 


ed for Vinson Owen to remain open 
and the sixth-graders to move to 
McCall, said Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Charles Mitsakos. 

The budget cutbacks however, at 
$180,000, would have called for the 
reduction of $172,000 from personnel 
services. Four elementary teachers’ 
positions to be filled for the fall 
would have been eliminated 
($102,000); teacher specialists posi¬ 
tions ($20,000); teachers’ aides 
($50,000); and an extra bus run for 
transporting Vinson Owen students 
to Lynch would have been elimi¬ 
nated ($8,000). 

Also, the new budget would have 
called for the addition of split grades 
at each of the elementary schools 
and larger teacher/pupil ratios 
system-wide. 

Three school committee mem¬ 
bers, Chairman Donna Brandt Land¬ 
ry, Alice McCarter and Michael 
Ronayne stood by the $175,000 figure 
as the lowest the committee would 
require from free cash in order to 
keep Vinson Owen open. Members 
Edward O’Connell and Mark Lom¬ 
bardi, who voted against the school

Local handicapped residents will 
continue to benefit from Central 
Middlesex Association for Retarded 
Citizens’ (CMARC) programs. 

Town Meeting approved a $4,5(K) 
allocation to help fund Winchester’s 
participation in the program, which 
prepares individuals for 
employment. 

Due to a $10,000 cut to the Board of 
Health budget, the CMARC program 
was not tagged for funding in the 
upcoming fiscal year. Although pay¬ 
ment is not required for participa¬ 
tion in the program. Board of Health 
Chairman Dorothea Sopper said the 
lack of funding would make the 
town’s participation more difficult. 
In addition, reductions in funding 
would ultimately lead to cuts in 
programs, she said. 

“Funding from the Town of 
Winchester is essential if we are to 
maintain our services at their cur¬ 
rent level,” Sopper said. The Board 
of Health’s original request was for 
$2,500. 

However, Rep. Paul Casey (D- 
Win), also a Town Meeting member. 


made a passionate plea for the prog¬ 
ram and amended the figure to 
$4,500, which Town Meeting 
supported. 

“[ CMARC 1 takes Winchester’s 
citizens — youth, middle age — and 
helps them out. It gives them an 
opportunity to work alongside other 
citizens,” Casey said. Casey noted 
that his amendment would level 
fund the program from the current 
fiscal year. 

“The true test of government is 
how we effect those who need the 
help ... those who need it the most,” 
Casey said. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Francis Golden said his committee 
understood the benefits of the prog¬ 
ram, but could not support the arti¬ 
cle. He noted that with the town’s 
current budget crisis, some services 
would be lost. 

“I don’t see how the town can turn 
its back on its own citizens who need 
help,” said Town Meeting member 
Sally Kincaid. “It is our responsibili¬ 
ty to serve people who ask for our 
help and who have problems far 
greater than our own.”

Students breathing easy at WHS

Winchester High School has just 
wrapped up one of the best years on 
record for, among other things — air 
quality. 

The subject of much debate last 
year at this time, the WHS heating, 
ventilation and air conditioning sys¬ 
tem had been targeted as the cause 
of headache and nausea complaints 
among teachers and students. Work 
recommended by a consultant was 
completed last summer and a sche¬ 
dule of maintenance and testing was 
put in place for school year 1989-90. 


The consultant’s major recom¬ 
mendation was to allow more fresh 
air to flow through the high school’s 
classrooms by beefing up the 
already existing ventilation system. 

The result of which has been, 
according to Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Charles Mitsakos, “the 
best year the high school has ever 
had with the air supply.” 

Student representative 

Although bi-monthly meetings 
that often extend well into the night 
and piles of school reports may not 
seem appealing to most high school 
students, Mitsakos says he expects a 
plan to be worked out soon for a 


student representative to sit on the 
School Committee for school year 
1990-91. 

Mitsakos noted that the student 
position on the board is required by 
state law, and although School Com¬ 
mittee members agreed the task 
was “a big commitment,” members 
agreed they are looking forward to 
seeing a candidate take a seat at the 
table at the committee’s next 
session. 

Town Meeting 

School Committee Chairman Don¬ 
na Brandt Landry said she felt the 
School Committee’s budget com¬ 
promise, which was voted down at 


the June 7 Session of Town Meeting, 
was “not a dead issue.” (See relate 
story above.) 

“Any compromise can be 
described as giving on both sides,” 
said Landry, “it’s not a one-time 
offer.” 

Member Alice McCarter added 
she was “thrilled” with the relative 
ease with which the athletics budget 
was passed. She noted the difficult 
decision to institute athletic fees last 
year and applauded the efforts of the 
Winchester Sports Foundation to 
pick up the slack in the budget.

Casey tries

Rep. Paul Casey may have pulled 
the last rabbit from his bag of tricks 
to keep Stoneham’s Walter D. Stone 
Zoo open through the next fiscal 
year.

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Fire dept, needs funds, says McNutt

Although Fire Chief Charles 
McNutt believes his budget is under¬ 
funded, he will be forced to live with 
the $1,898,794 appropriation sent his 
way by Town Meeting. 

Town Meeting approved by voice 
vote the budget for the fire depart¬ 
ment for Fiscal Year 1991 (FY91), as 
well as the police department’s 
budget which totals $2,037,034. 

“We are understaffed. We could 
use more men,” McNutt told Town 
Meeting Monday night. McNutt said 
the elimination of four firefighter 
positions as well as call firefighters 
resulted in a 50 percent reduction in 
force at the scene of a fire. 

“We’ve been very fortunate. All 
the major fires [in the past months] 
have been on a shift change,” 
McNutt said. “We are going to get 
caught.” He noted that the town 
relies on mutual aid from other 
communities, but added, “We’re 
playing it so close.” 

“We need three things in public 


safety. We need the manpower. We 
need the equipment, and we need the 
know-how,” McNutt said. “I can 
only do it with what you give me, and 
if you don’t give me the manpower, 1 
can’t guarantee it. Do 1 have adequ¬ 
ate manpower now? No. No way.” 

McNutt said an additional $175,000 
would be necessary for the depart- 
men t to provide adequate 
protection. 

However Town Manager W. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer disagreed. Maurer 
said it was a “credit to the fire 
department” that it had operated so 
well with reduced funds. “While I 
can appreciate the Chief’s concerns, 
what we’re challenged to do as publ¬ 
ic managers and public officials, is 
we have to operate as effectively as 
we can with what we have,” Maurer 
said. He noted that other depart¬ 
ments in town are facing similar 
problems. 

McNutt said the elimination of the 
call firefighters contributed in parti¬ 
cular to reduced manpower at a fire 
scene. Call firefighters, who are 
paid a small stipend, are profession¬ 


ally trained, while auxilliary fire¬ 
fighters are volunteers who have the 
option of training. 

Town Meeting member Roger 
Bauman urged McNutt and the town 
to foster interest in residents becom- 
ing auxilliary (volunteer) 
firefighters. 

However, Selectman Robert Deer- 
ing, who helped compile a fire 
department manpower study done in 
the early 1980s, disagreed with 
McNutt. Deering said the call fire¬ 
fighters had a half-hour to get to 
fires, and often arrived too late — if 
at all. 

Police budget 

Police Chief Joseph Perritano said 
there is “adequate” funding to run 
his department, but voiced concern 
about a lack of monies for overtime. 

Perritanos said with the reduction 
of four positions last year due to 
budget cuts, there has been a grea¬ 
ter demand put on existing officers. 
“As a result [of budget reductions], 
we have had to reduce the amount of 
people we put on the street,” said 


Perritano. 

With an appropriation of $82,400 
for overtime in the current fiscal 
year, Perritano said the department 
has spent “in excess of” $110,000 to 
date. He said overtime is needed to 
cover illness, vacations, and court 
time. 

Town Meeting member Anthony 
Conte asked why the town had not 
considered funding school crossing 
guards from the school department 
budget. The positions are currently 
funded through the public safety 
budget, and result in payments of 
unemployment compensation dur¬ 
ing summer months. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer said transferring it to the 
school department would not change 
its function. “U’s not the most 
attractive position in the world. We 
have to make it attractive,” he said. 
Maurer also noted that since school 
crossing guards are dealing with 
public safety, it is appropriate the 
guards come under the police 
department’s jurisdiction. 


MBTA ramp lights 
scheduled for repair 


According to Department of Publ¬ 
ic Works Director Anthony Celli, 
commuters may expect lighting 
problems on the ramp from the 
MBTA train station to be fixed 
shortly. 

Celli noted that the lights, which 
are situated along the ramp leading 
down from the train station on the 
opposite side of the Town Common, 
have been an ongoing problem that 
his crew has been aware of for 
months. 

But the lights are currently on a 
“punch list” that DPW workers are 
organizing by priority. 

The lights have periodically 


burned out due to a water leak into 
the fixtures, according to the DPW 
Director. Although the problem was 
pinpointed this winter, the crews 
were unable to tackle the problem 
because to properly fix the lights, 
workers must rewire the system. 
This could not be undertaken until 
the ground thawed. 

Resident William Kehoe has kept 
town officials aware of the problem 
since January, 1989, when Kehoe 
first noted several of the lamps had 
burned out. 

The lights were fixed, but Kehoe 
noted in early October, 1989, many of 
the lights were again on the blink. 


Town Meeting glides through budget votes

With relatively little discussion. 
Town Meeting approved budgets 
totalling more than $18 million Mon¬ 
day night. 

Aside from public safety budgets, 
the only other discussion on the 
town’s main budgets centered on a 
request by Town Meeting member 
Albert Mooradian to print books out¬ 
lining town property values. 

Mouradian’s request came during 
discussion on the assessors budget. 
However, Town Meeting did not sup¬ 
port the motion. 

According to Board of Assessors 
Chairman Mark Lombardi, 200 
copies of the book would cost 
approximately $1,448. However, 
Lombardi said he does not believe 
there is that much interest among 
residents to purchase the books. 

Mooradian said he believes the 
books should be available, particu¬ 


larly in light of the recent property 
revaluations. However, Lombardi 
noted the information is readily 
available at the assessors office for 
anyone who is interested. 

■Town Meeting approved by voice 
vote a budget of $115,679 for Fiscal 
Year 1991 for the assessors office.

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Arlington approves $2.5m override

A $2.5 million general override of 
the slate tax cap was approved by a 
vote of 8,828 to 7,731 in the largest 
local election held in Arlington. 

Almost 62 percent of the town’s 
registered voters —16,933 persons — 
trekked to the polls during the spe¬ 
cial election Saturday, June 9, to 
make a decision on the one question 
on the ballot. 

The override measure won 15 of 
the 21 precincts, with East Arlington 
showing four precincts voting 
against the override. Although it 
was the third time the town sought 
an override of the state tax cap, 
Saturday’s was the only one to pass. 

Proposition 2‘'2 was implemented 
by tbe voters nearly 10 years ago as 
a way to bring under control the 
state’s highest-in-the-nation tax 


rale. An override is set up as part of 
the law as a way of having voters 
decide when and by how much their 
property taxes will be raised. 

The tax law limits the amount 
property taxes can be raised town¬ 
wide to 2.5 percent annually. The 
$2,1520,000 approved in Saturday’s 
election will be added to tax bills for 
fiscal year 1991, which begins July 1. 
That amount will be a permanent 
part of the tax base. 

According to town estimates, the 
override will raise the property tax¬ 
es on an average home, valued at 
$200,000, about $160 a year, or $3.11 a 
week. 

Facing a projected deficit of $3 
million, town officials decided two 
months ago to call a special election 
and put the issue before the voters. 

Of the $2.52 million raised in the 
override, $1,353,293 is to be alloted

tbe organiza¬ 
tion as "the key to its success.” 

Officers are required to be in top 
physical condition, and undergo 
training on a monthly basis. 
Winchester supplies three officers to 
the unit — Manzie and Officers Carl 
Fuller and Jonathan Dean. Training 
addresses incidents such as hostage 
situations, raids and handling of 
large groups, among other 
incidents. 

NEMLEC was formed in 1967 to 
assist individual towns in situations 
a local department can not handle 
itself, and currently consists of 85 
officers. Officers are selected based 
on their physical condition, mental 


attitude and desire to serve. 

“This unit has been looked at by 
other units throughout the country 
as being one of the best operations,” 
said Perrilano. 

Both Manzie and Perritano 
stressed that incidents like the one in 
Lawrence are not isolated to larger, 
poorer areas. “These types of situa¬ 
tions can happen in any communi¬ 
ty,” said Perritano, adding that 
Winchester has used NEMLEC offic¬ 
ers in a variety of incidents in the 
past. 

“There are a lot of nice communi¬ 
ties we’ve been to,” said Manzie. 
“It’s not just the Lawrences and 
Lowells and Woburns. [Crime] hap¬ 
pens all over the place.”

During the past year, 13 residents 
have been served by the CMARC 
program. CMARC is funded through 
state and federal grants, private 
donations and monies from partici¬ 
pating communities. 

Town Meeting passed the amend¬ 
ment and main motion by a voice 
vote. 

Computer software 
Town Meeting unanimously 
endorsed a $210,000 bond issue to 
fund the purchase of computer soft¬ 


ware. A two-thirds vote is needed to 
approve a bond issue. 

According to Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer, the software will 
upgrade the current system and 
improve the town’s computer capa¬ 
bilities. The current system has 
been in use for approximately seven 
years, he noted. 

Town Comptroller Joseph Bonner 
said the $210,000 figure includes the 
new software as well as training. 


Reception to honor Sperber 


The Trustees of the Winchester 
Public Library will hold a reception 
at the Library on Sunday, June 24 
from 4 to 6 p.m. to honor G. Matthew 
Sperber, who is resigning to accept 
the position of director of the Hudson 
Valley Library System in New York 
state. Sperber has served in 
Winchester as library director since 
1981. 

During his tenure as director, the 
library introduced many new prog¬ 
rams and services, including the 
Library Art Gallery, the Music in 
the library series, video and com¬ 
pact disc collections, and evening 
hours for the Children’s Room. He 
introduced the library to automa¬ 
tion, contracted services, and pur¬ 
chasing cooperatives. In addition, he 
worked on maximizing the use of 
space, thereby allowing more room 


for the expansion of the collection. 
Sperber also oversaw the develop¬ 
ment of the Friends of the Winches¬ 
ter Public Library and the introduc¬ 
tion of community services to 
improve and expand the library’s 
outreach to the community. 

In his new position, Sperber will 
manage a system consisting of 27 
public libraries. This system pro¬ 
vides interlibrary loan, reference 
information, delivery, centralized 
purchase and technical processing, 
consultant advisory services, prom¬ 
otional and publicity aids, continu¬ 
ing education workshops and staff 
training to its member libraries. 
This position will enable Sperber to 
implement his ideas about library 
cooperation and resource sharing. 

Sperber will be at the library until 
mid-July.

for education, and $1,166,707 will go 
to town budgets, including tbe Coun¬ 
cil on Aging, public works, police, 
fire, cemetery, youth services, and 
library. 

Had the override not been success¬ 
ful town officials threatened cuts of 
the entire Youth Services Division, 
more than $300,000 in police and fire 
cutbacks, the closure of an elemen¬ 
tary school, and more than 28 teach¬ 
er lay-offs. 

Because of state and federal 
debates on taxes, town officials anti¬ 
cipated a high level of participation 
locally. However, the record- 
breaking turnout caugbt many by 
surprise. 

“This is an incredible turn-out,” 
said Town Clerk Ann Powers. “This 
is the largest local election since I’ve 
been here.” 

By the absentee balloting deadline 
at noon on Friday, more than 1,200 
people had voted early (also a 
record). Prior to the deadline people 
were lined up down the hall outside 
the clerk’s office. 

The town clerk’s office mailed out 


or received requests for 1,.309 bal¬ 
lots, and of those 1,248 voted, accord¬ 
ing to the clerk’s office. 

The trend continued on election 
day. Four precincts*— 10, 11 and 12 
in the Center and 18, near the 
Belmont/Lexington town lines — 
had more than 1,000 residents cast 
votes. Of those, only precinct 18 
voted against the override. The 
smallest turnout came in precinct 
17, with 4% votes cast. All other 
precincts had turnouts of more than 
500 voters. 

In last year’s override election, 
which lost by 273 voles, the number 
of blank ballots cast was considered 
to be a factor. With the higher turn¬ 
out this year, there was also an 
increase in the number of blank 
ballots cast, 374. 

With the “yes” votes, the “no” 
votes and the blanks, a total of 61.7 
percent of tbe 27,428 registered vot¬ 
ers in town cast ballots. 

“We’ve never seen anything like 
this for a local election,” said one 
the precinct wardens. “A lot of peo¬ 
ple are involved in this election.”

Students impacted 
by Vietnam discussion 


On Thursday, May 24 the social 
studies department at Winches¬ 
ter High School hosted a speak¬ 
ers' day featuring veterans of 
America’s war in Vietnam. Indi¬ 
vidually and in panels of three to 
six men and women, who partici¬ 
pated in this recent tragic chap¬ 
ter in American history, shared 
their very personal experiences 
with Winchester students. As 
young men our veterans were 
marines, air force and army 
officers and enlisted men, an 
army Green Beret, and a Red 
Cross nurse. Their experiences 
during and after the war were 
varied as were their perspective 
of that time in our history. 

In this prelude to “Memorial 
Day" students were confronted 
with the impact of war on its 
participants and families. In the 
process of recreating these 
experiences veterans displayed 
an uncommon vulnerability and 
courage. Some broke down in 
tears as they recounted chilling 
tales of death and dying. Others 
emphasized the terrible irony of 
being scapegoated for the war’s 
responsibility after being emo¬ 
tionally and physically burned by 
participation in the conflict. 

Many students were visibly 
shaken by this emotional 
response. Such an oral history 
conveyed through personal anec¬ 
dotes and warm human feelings 
proved to be a meaningful com¬ 
plement to the impersonal 
abstractions of most textbooks. 
The department was gratified by 
the overwhelming response of 
students who manifested their 
enthusiasm by eagerly engaging 
in the Vietnam War as a topic for 
research and urging us to make 
such a day an annual event. 

The following are among the 
responses recorded by students 
in a written evaluation to the 
Vietnam Day at Winchester High 
School. 


• shock and surprise that 40 
percent of Boston’s homeless are 
in some way connected to the 
experiences of Vietnam veterans. 

• reflections upon United 
States’ mistakes made a moving 
and conscience awakening 
experience. 

• an appreciation that it’s 
almost spooky how much 
Vietnam is still part of these 
peoples’ lives.

• the fact that racial problems 
within the service had parallel 
racial incidents at home in the 
continuing struggle for civil 
rights. 

• the extent to which individual 
veteran’s experiences were so 
different. 

• shock at the reality of frag¬ 
ging (American soldiers killing 
their own officers). 

• the incidents of post trauma¬ 
tic stress suffered upon return to 
America. 

• the realization that a demo¬ 
cracy only functions well when 
citizens know and understand 
their government’s policy. 

• a more hands on appreciation 
of history and how important it is 
for understanding the world 
around us.

“Because class size is very small 
(seven students per class is aver¬ 
age), we are able to adapt study 
programs to the needs of individu¬ 
als. We tailor the course to fit the 
students,” she adds. 

Traditional subjects include all 
levels of math and English, begin¬ 
ning and advanced French, Spanish, 
Latin and German, courses in 
United States, European or world 
history and high school level work in 
chemistry, biology and physics. 

In response to a continuing need, 
SAT preparation is offered as is the 
popular study skills course for stu¬ 
dents who need help in this area. 
Writing instruction will be available 
and individual tutoring in any other 
academic discipline may be 
arranged. 

Typing has grown in popularity 
among summer students as the use 
of computers has increased. Other 
courses include speech and debate, 
government, typing, photography, 
pottery, drawing and both Basic and 
Pascal computer languages.

polarized self-interest — be it for 
certain groups, certain "sec¬ 
tions” of the town, or singular 
individuals. 

Perhaps Town Day 1990 will 
help get us back on track!

The House — "Beacon Hill Roll 
Call" records local representatives’ 
votes on 4 roll calls from the week of 
June 4-8, 1990. 

Supplemental Budget (H 5918) — 
House 96-48, refused to recommit a 
$492 million supplemental budget to 
.the Ways and Means Committee. 
Recommital supporters said this 
budget is outrageous and should be 
returned to Ways and Means so 
questions can be answered. Recom¬ 
mital opponents said most of the 
expenditures are mandated by law 
and are necessary. 

A Yea vote is for sending the bill to 


Ways and Means. A Nay vote is 
against sending it. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
no. 

Zoos (H 5918) — House 111-35, 
rejected an amendment providing 
$3.3 million for the operation of the 
Franklin Park and Stone Zoos and 
allowing the MDC to retain and 
expend up to $3.5 million in fees and 
donations for the operation of the 
zoos. Amendment supporters said 
these zoos provide education and 
enjoyment and claimed without the 
funding the zoos will cost up to $19 
million to close. Opponents said the 
state cannot afford the luxury of 
zoos during this fiscal crisis when 
human service programs are in 
danger.

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Writing: the world’s greatest invention

Some years ago now, a three-year- 
old took me by surprise. 

A bunch of us mothers were over 
at the child’s house on a chilly grey 
forenoon against which all our vari¬ 
ous small kids in their corduroy 
overalls made a bright splash of 
color like a handful of M&Ms. 

The grownups talked in the dining 
room of what was then still very 
much a grownup’s house, with 
needle-pointed rugs on the floors, 
and quilts and framed pieces of 
exquisite lacework adorning the 
walls. 

In the expectant hungry hour 
approaching noon, the kids in their 
little white shoes ricocheted like 
ping pong balls off the walls. As the 
moms waded kitchenward through 
this short but surging tide, we 
passed a drafty back staircase 
across which had been hung a rope 
with a sign scrawled in large erratic 
letters: "Stairs Clozd — Wintr,” it 
said. It didn’t fit somehow with the 
beauteous quilts and lacework. 

“Who wrote this?” I remember 
asking. 

"Oh, Emily did,” our hostess said, 
indicating the three-year-old. 


“Come on! Emily can’t write 
yet!” 

"Sure she can,” her mother said 
blandly. "She can read too.” And 
she called Emily over. “What do 
these things say?” she asked the 
tyke, pointing lo a sheaf of papers. 

“Batteries not included,” 
skimmed the child. "Void where 
prohibited ...” 

The hair stood up on the back of 
my neck. I couldn't have been more 
surprised if my salamander had sat 
up in his bowl and asked for the Wall 
Street Journal. 

All that had really happened, of 
course, is that Emily had entered 
the fellowship of creatures who com¬ 
municate not by moans or whistles 
or even songs, but of those small 
scatching symbols we set down on 
paper. And a special fellowship it is, 
too. 

When we write we put not just our 
mark, but our very selves on the 
line. It is much harder, I have 
noticed, to write an untruth than it is 
to utter one. And what we write 
becomes our telegram to the world. 

Personhood really began for the 
children in this house when they 
could begin leaving notes and mak¬ 
ing signs like Emily’s. Our youngest 


child, in kindergarten this year, 
came home from a field trip with a 
six-inch jewel of an azalea plant. He 
set it on his window sill where it sits 
to this day under the sign he made 
and taped to the glass. "Nobeso- 
lowd,” it says, and sure enough 
those bees stay away. 

Elsewhere in the house there are 
other signs: some rules for the kitch¬ 
en that our 10-year-old wrote ("No 
Yelling. No Burping. No Distress”.) 
Peculiar sorts of graffiti penned onto 
the wall of the teen who in recent 
weeks has been also eyeing the dan¬ 
dy empty canvas of her ceiling. 

And signs are just shorthand. 
When we write real prose, we freeze 
the moment and etch a more perma¬ 
nent mark. 

The diary I’ve kept 30 years is a 
treasure-trove of such frozen 
moments. A toddler seeing people 
chew bubble gum: "Why arc those 
children eating balloons?” My Aunt 
Julia, clouded with Alzheimer's, 
coming to her two sisters’ house for 
the last time at Christmas. Helped 
from the car, she looks up at those 
faces known for seven decades and 
the clouds part for a moment. She 


spreads her arms, and says "Home 
for the holidays!” valiantly, cheeri¬ 
ly, and with all the old wit. Where 
would these moments be, if they 
weren’t written down? Uttered once 
and lost forever? 

Writing is second nature to me 
now. I could no more not write than I 
could cease breathing. 1 write so I 
can see what I have learned. Writing 
is “the great invention of the world,” 
Abe Lincoln said once. “Very great, 
in enabling us to converse with the 
dead, the absent and the unborn, at 
all distances of time and space.” 

When 1 feel most alone, I can pick 
up a pen and begin such conversa¬ 
tions. Conjure up the dear known 
faces of those who have left for good, 
like my Aunt Julia who now really is 
Home For the Holidays; the faces of 
those gone just a while, I hope, 
whom I would give almost anything 
to see one more time eating a sand¬ 
wich in my kitchen; of all those yet 
unborn to my knowing. 

We who write converse thus each 
time we take pen to paper and in so 
doing, go to a place where stairs 
don’t close, and bees don’t maraud, 
and there’s never any yelling or 
distress. 


Zoos are state’s 
educational resources 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I think it's tragic that in this 
decade of environmental awareness 
we are on the edge of losing two 
valuable educational resources. I’m 
referring to the precarious situation 
the Walter D. Stone and Franklin 
Park Zoos have been placed in. We 
are losing so much with regards to 
our children’s education (teachers, 
schools, etc.) must we also lose 
places where families can share in 
the learning of conservation and 
endangered species? 

There is hope with Senate Bill 1630 
(previously S533) known as the “Zoo 
Bill.” If passed, this bill would 
establish the Commonwealth Zoo¬ 
logical Corporation, a public, non¬ 
profit organization that would man¬ 
age the zoos and help wean them 
away from dependence on the state 
budget problems. Also needed is 
level funding for the upcoming fiscal 
year. The zoos’ budget is being 
slashed from 3.6 to 1.6 million and 
neither zoo will be able to function 
with that amount. 

The reality if the "Zoo Bill” is not 
passed and level funding is not pro¬ 
vided is that the zoos would be 
forced to close. Although homes may 
be found for some of the zoos’ birds 
and animals, many zoo residents, 
several of which are endangered 
species, won’t find suitable place¬ 
ment and euthanasia will be the only 
alternative for them. 

I’m urging the public to call and/ 
or write their Senators and Rep¬ 
resentatives asking them to support 
the “Zoo Bill” and provide level 
funding for the zoos. Please don’t 
delay — the threat of extinction to 
our zoos is very real and only a 
month away. The new fiscal year 
begins on July 1, and that deadline 
could mean a promising beginning 
or the death of the Franklin Park 
and Walter D. Stone Zoos.

This week 
in history 

20 years: 1970 

The School Committee voted to 
extend the campus plan for the 
1970-71 school year with the 
approval of the Stale Board of 
Education. Other matters on the 
agenda were the slow learner 
pilot English program, over¬ 
crowding in the third grade at the 
Washington School, the reap¬ 
pointment of Dr. Richard B. 
Lawrance lo the Elementary and 
Secondary School Building sub¬ 
committee and evaluation of the 
school music program. 

Radio station WRKO was hold¬ 
ing a drug “rap-in” program to 
be aired from 8 p.m. to midnight 
that week. WRKO had asked 
CONCERNS’s Dr. Donald 
McLean, chairman and Phil 
Sampson, youth co-chairman, to 
be on the program for the last 
hour. The basic aim of the prog¬ 
ram was to allow participants to 
air their thoughts, whether it was 
a special program on overall aid 
to addicts; drug education ; treat¬ 
ment of those involved with drugs 
or law enforcement. 

The first meeting of the newly- 
created Winchester Housing 
Authority was conducted that 
week for the purpose of organi- 
zating and electing officers. The 
Authority was established by the 
1970 Town Meeting upon accep¬ 
tance of the recommendation by 
its parent group, the former 
Public Housing Study Commit¬ 
tee. A five-member body, it was 
composed of four persons 
selected by the Winchester Board 
of Selectmen to the elective posi¬ 
tions, with the fifth member 
being an appointee made by the 
Governor for a three-year term. 

By order of the President of the 
United States, Specialist Four 
Pl)ilip B. Goodwin was recog¬ 
nized posthumously for giving his 
life in the service of his country. 
The honors included the Bronze 
Star Medal for heroism and meri¬ 
torious achievment and the Good 
Conduct Medal for exemplary 
behaviour, efficiency and fideli¬ 
ty, among several others. 

30 years: 1960 

John A. Voipe of Winchester 
won a smashing victory on the 
first ballot at the Republican 
State Pre-Primai’y Convention in 
Worcester that week lo become 
the official nominee of the GOP 
for the office of Governor of the 
Commonwealth. He pledged a 
campaign “to restore responsible 
government” to Massachusetts 
— “the kind of government the 
people of Massachusetts want,” 
he had said.

A Yea vote is for the amendment 
funding the zoos. A Nay vote is 
against the funding. 

Casey voted yes. 

Student Fees (H 5918) — House 
118-27, rejected an amendment mak¬ 
ing all student fee increases at state 
colleges subject to student approval 
in a referendum. Amendment sup¬ 
porters said students should have 
the final voice on fees and the activi¬ 
ties they support. Opponents said the 
amendment is unworkable and 
noted students already have a voice 
through their elected student trus¬ 
tees at each college. 

A Yea vote is for the amendment. 
A Nay vote is against it. 

Casey voted no. 

Workfare (H 5918) — House 91-57, 
approved an amendment requiring 
the Secretary of Human Services to 
submit a plan requiring welfare 
recipients, unless exempted, to 
accept employment assigned by the 
Welfare Department, as a condition 
of receiving AFDC and general 
relief. Amendment supporters said 
this simply requires able bodied peo¬ 
ple to work and will save the state 
millions. Some opponents said the 
amendment is unfair and argued the 
current employment and training 
program works well and could work 


better if properly funded. Others 
said a major change like this should 
be filed as a separate bill and not 
rushed into a supplemental budget. 

A Yea vote is for the workfare 
amendment. A Nay vote is against 
it. 

Casey voted yes. 

The Senate — “Beacon Hill Roll 
Call” records local senators’ votes 
on 7 roll calls from the week of June 
4-8. 

Taxes (H 5858) — Senate 26-9, 
refused to postpone until June 11 
consideration of the House version of 
the tax hike bill and the appointment 
of a conference committee to draft a 
compromise version. Postponement 
supporters said the Senate should 
not deal with a tax hike until a 
budget is passed. Opponents said it 
is time to hammer out a compromise 
version of the tax hike. 

A Yea vote is for postponement. A 
Nay vote is against postponement. 

Senator Sal Albano voted no. 

Cigarettes (S 45, S 1685) — Senate 
19-17, submitted a bill banning the 
distribution of free tobacco samples 
to minors under 18 in place of a 
broader bill banning the distribution 
to all ages. Following substitution, 
the Senate 20-17 rejected the substi¬ 
tute version. Substitution supporters 
said their version will protect 
minors and noted the broader ban

has little chance of passage. Oppo¬ 
nents said the substitute waters 
down the original bill and allows the 
distribution of an addictive 
substance.

Living Wiil (S 457) — Senate 19-18, 
tabled a bill allowing competent per¬ 
sons to sign “living wills” directing 
the withdrawal or withholding of 
medical procedures or treatment 
even if their continuance could pre¬ 
vent or postpone the person’s death. 


Supporters said this is simply the 
right of a patient to decide whether 
to die with dignity rather than be 
kept alive by artificial means. Oppo¬ 
nents said the bill is anti-life and 
noted new medical procedures are 
always being developed. 

A Yea vote is for tabling the bill. A 
Nay vote is against tabling. 

Albano voted no. 

Public Traiisportution (S 1298) — 
Senate 33-2, rejected a bill providing 
deductions on personal income tax 
for expenses for public transporta¬ 
tion. Supporters said the bill will 
encourage the use of public trans¬ 
portation. Opponents said the bill is 
a misguided tax cut which the state 
cannot afford. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Albano voted no. 

Banking (S 1702) — Senate 33-3, 
approved its own version of a bill 
allowing out of state banks to 
acquire banks in Massachusetts. 
The measure also strengthens the 
state’s Community Reinvestment 
Act which is aimed at combai*'”" 
racial bias in lending. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it.

ing the FY90 supplemental budget 
discussion however, the amendment 
was debated for close to an hour, he 
added. “It was considered one of the 
most lively debates of the year," 
said Casey. The outcome however, 
was a 108 to S.") vote against the 
funding. 

According to Casey, last year the 
Franklin Park Zoo in Boston and 
Stone Zoo were allocated a joint sum 
of $3.6 million, of which Franklin 
Park used about $2.2 million. Stone 
Zoo operated within a budget of 
about $1 million, said Casey. 

This year, Franklin Park’s allot¬ 
ment has been reduced to $1.6 mil¬ 
lion and Stone Zoo's slice has thus 
far been eliminated. 

Casey said he is aware of the other 


services that required funding with¬ 
in the tightened budget, but added, 
“what zoos are all about is learning 
and culture and enjoying reality as 
we’ve never seen it before ... the 
zoos are open to all.” 

Casey is now urging residents con¬ 
cerned with the fate of the zoo to 
contact their senators as the debate 
moves its way to the Senate Ways 
and Means Committee in the upcom¬ 
ing weeks. 

Representatives Timothy O’Leary 
(D-Medford) and Vincent Ciampa 
(D-Medford) have worked together 
with Casey and have aiso introduced 
an amendment that would make the 
Stone Zoo a non-profit organization, 
which would allow the facility to 
remain under the domain of the 
state, but retain the abiiity to utilize 


its revenue account from admission 
fees. 

This debate is expected to ensue 
after the budget is put to rest, but 
without funding for FY91, the ques¬ 
tion of a non-profit organization is 
moot, said Casey. 

Casey is also concerned about the 
animals, some of which he says, will 
have to be destroyed. The dwindling 
number of zoos and caretakers and 
the burgeoning populations of some 
zoo animals have made their con¬ 
tinued care difficuit, said Casey. A 
17-year-old polar bear at the zoo for 
example, will be almost impossible 
to place at another zoo because of 
the animal’s age. 

“There’s more of a need for zoos,” 
said Casey, “not just as a warehouse 
for the animals, but as an education¬ 
al facility."

Fatherhood, the men agreed, was 
not always easy. Former Selectman 
Alan Macdonald considers the 
toughest part of the job to be “know¬ 
ing the right advice, so that the 
youngsters will have the right exam¬ 
ple to follow.

Maurer said he felt that watching 
the kids grow up and dealing with 
the changes in attitude as they 
matured was difficuit, “but wonder¬ 
ful too, to see them develop minds of 
their own.” 


Murray, too, identified the con¬ 
stant changes brought about by the 
passage of time as the hardest ele¬ 
ment of fatherhood, especially when 
it comes time to watch the kids go 
out on their own.

closing in April, maintained their 
position to keep VO open. 

The School Committee met prior 
to Town Meeting in the Mystic Val¬ 
ley room, drawing a standing-room- 
only audience, to announce the new 
$13,653,200 budget. 

School Committee Chairman 
Landry noted that the compromise, 
“hurts on both sides.” 

When presenting the amendment 
to Town Meeting, School Committee 
member McCarter asked Town 
Meeting members “to take a step 
back and consider the compromi¬ 
se ... Let’s get off the battlefield and 
get on with educating our children.” 

Selectmen Chairman Steve Pow¬ 
ers added that the amendment 
would help “to bring the town back 
together.” 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Frank Golden however, warned 
against spending free cash and 
advised if money was available it 
should be put toward capital plan¬ 
ning. He added too that the town 
could well face the prospect of a

school closing next year. 

William Jervey, former School 
Committee member, asked how 
many classrooms would be vacant if 
Vinson Owen were to remain open. 
Mitsakos said three classrooms 
would be vacant at Ambrose, one at 
Lincoln, four at Lynch, four at Mur- 
aco and two at Vinson Owen. 

Jervey compared the figures to 
the equivalent of an entire school 
building and asked Town Meeting 
members, “how can you look teach¬

Town Meeting member Robert 
Frank said the amendment would 
“shift the burden without the slight¬ 
est educational rationale.” He noted 
that the split grades and larger 
classroom sizes would affect stu¬ 
dents throughout the district, and 
those parents have not been 
informed that such a decision could 
be pending. Also, he added that 
running down free cash would be 
unwise. 

Other amendments 

Town Meeting member John 
Montgomery posed a new amend¬ 
ment that would allow Town Meet¬ 
ing to appropriate the funds 
($352,000) to keep Vinson Owen 
open, and then raise the revenue 
through a referendum to be held 
within 45 days of the close of Town 
Meeting. Montgomery called the 
proposed action, “a moderate step 
toward the middle.” 

Several members suggested the 
timing of such a referendum would 
be poor, due to the large number of 
residents who would be away during 
the summer and the cost of such an 
election. 


Also, Mitsakos stressed that a 
decision needs to be made, so the 
School Department can get the 
school system up and running for 
September and discuss any changes 
with the students and the staff. 

Montgomery, whose amendment 
suggested placing a referendum 
question before voters to raise funds 
through an override of Proposition 
2*/4, asked both School Committee 
members and selectmen what their 
actions would be should Town Meet¬ 
ing endorse such a referendum 
question. 

While School Committee Chair¬ 
man Landry said her committee 
would form a contingency plan, a 
majority of selectmen said they 
would not put the question before 
voters. Selectman Robert Deering 
said every voter should have the 
opportunity to vote on the question; 
scheduling an election during the 
summer months would not allow for 
that opportunity. As a result, Mont¬ 
gomery withdrew his motion until 
after discussion of Article 5. 

Other amendments to add $90,(XX), 
$117,000 and $150,000 to the school 
budget also met with failure after 
debate. 

When asked his own opinion on the 
magic number from free cash 
needed to keep VO open, Mitsakos 
indicated that “a figure close to that 
[$175,000] will do the job for us.” 
Although Mitsakos said he is aware 
his committee is 3-2 in favor of 
accepting no less than $175,000 from 
the town, he suggested that the 
$150,000 amendment was “close 
enough.”

With the summer season officially 
under way, the MDC’s Middlesex 
Fells Reservation is open on a daily 
basis again. But despite the pre¬ 
sence of staff, there are still no 
public programs planned for the 
reservation this season. 

According to MDC North Reserva¬ 
tions Supervisor Marcy Beitel, the 
Middlesex Fells Reservation 
reopened its gates on Memorial Day 
weekend. The reservation has been 
accessible by the public on a walk-in 
basis through the spring. 

Beitel said four MDC MetroParks 
staff are stationed at the reservation 
this summer, dividing their time 
over the seven days. This allows for 
only minimal maintenance of the 
reservation, so the public is still 
being asked by the MDC to police 
itself at all of the reservation sites. 

The Middlesex Fells Reservation 
lies partially in Winchester, Stone- 
ham and Melrose, and has opened 
full-time earlier than some of its 
neighboring reservations. Break- 
heart Reservation in Wakefield and 
Saugus is currently open weekends 
only until the end of this month. 


With the lack of budget funds, the 
MDC was forced this spring to elimi¬ 
nate all public programs at Mid¬ 
dlesex Fells and nearly all of the 
other 13 reservations in the Metro- 
Parks system. 

According to Joshua Kline, in 
charge of intrepretative services 
and visitor services for the north¬ 
eastern reservations in the system, 
school groups arc now the only ones 
still targeted for public programs. 

Kline said recently that the key to 
the Middlesex F'ells Reservation not 
suffering decline will be the public’s 
efforts to help maintain it. 

As with the other sites, the public 
is being asked to make sure to clean 
up after itself, to report any needed 
maintenance, and to be aware of any 
problem areas. For many reserva¬ 
tions, the key to future preservation 
may lie with so-called ‘Friends’ 
groups, such as the Friends of the 
Middlesex Fells Reservation or the 
Friends of Breakheart Reservation. 
Even city-owned reservations are 
attracting such citizen groups, such 
as the Friends of Lynn Woods. 

Jim Comeau, supervisor of Break- 
heart Reservation and the adjacent 
MDC Camp Nihan, recently called 


such groups the vital link in preserv¬ 
ing and protecting the reservations, 
as the MDC budget continues to 
shrink in these areas. 

Budget cutbacks this year forced 
the MDC to close all of the reserva¬ 
tions for the winter, and to relocate 
their staffs to the public skating 
rinks. Breakheart was eventually 
reopened, and remained the only 
park in the system to stay open 
year-round. 

Budget questions are still haunt¬ 
ing the MDC’s beaches and pools, 
however, and some of the pools may 
go unstaffed, as well as reduced 
lifeguard staffing at the ocean sites. 

Middlesex Fells Reservation had 
just completed a revitalization prog¬ 
ram before the current budget prob¬ 
lems, the third reservation in the 
MDC system targeted for revitaliza¬ 
tion. While the reservation is much 
improved physically, MDC officials 
point out, they now fear the impact 
of long-term reduced staff and 
maintenance. 

And as Comeau recently pointed 
out, the key to having the public use 
the reservations is offering them 
programs and making them feel the 
reservations are safe, patroled and 
cared-for. 


Sandy Beach will open for summer

tioned at the various reservations 
and ocean beaches in its jurisdici- 
ton. But according to MDC Public 
Information spokesman Leanne 
DelVecchio, Sandy Beach is one of 
the priority areas. 

“There hasn’t been a budget 
passed, so the MDC doesn’t know 
how much it has for lifeguards,” 
DelVecchio said. But she said the 
fresh water beaches in its system 
are always given full staffing. 

Those three sites include Sandy 
Beach in Winchester; Pearce Lake 
at Breakheart Reservation in Sau¬ 
gus and Wakefield; and Hootens 
Pond in the Blue Hills Reservation in 
Canton. 

Of the three, the smallest is Sandy 
Beach, which features a 200-foot 
long sandy beach and full public 
facilities, including two picnic 
areas. Beitel said Sandy Beach is 
especially popular because of its 
convenience on the Mystic Valley 
Parkway. 

He noted that many people who 
use the site do so for the large grass 
fields next to the beach rather than 
the beach itself. Those fields are 
popular for picnicing, sun bathing 
and ball playing.

At Breakheart Reservation, the 
fresh water lake at that site draws 
huge crowds each week of the sum¬ 
mer who prefer it to the nearby 
ocean beaches at Swampscott, 
Lynn, Revere and Winthrop. 

Similiarly, the Blue Hills Reserva¬ 
tion offers the largest fresh water 
swimming for miles around on the 
South Shore. 

Because of their popularity, 
DelVecchio said the MDC places 
priority on the fresh water sites for 
staffing lifeguards. 

“They’re not as safe, in the sense 
that they are smaller beaches 
attracting a much denser population 
in that smaller area,” she noted. 
Coupled with the undergrowth at the 
fresh water lakes and the number of 
people often crowding the beaches, 
they pose a larger safety challenge 
to the lifeguard staffs. 

When the MDC does get word on 
its final budget and the number of 
lifeguards are known, the determi¬ 
nation will be made on whether pools 
may have to be closed or ocean 
beaches left unmanned. Last year 
the MDC left long stretches of ocean 
beach unmanned, with warnings 
posted to the public. 

DelVecchio said the MDC staff is 
currently discussing several staffing 
options, depending on how its final 
budget is determined. 

In the meantime, many of the 
ocean beaches are essentially open 
all week, although not staffed. Beitel 
said, for example, the gates at Nah- 
ant Beach were opened on Memorial 
Day weekend, and are being opened 
each day. Nahant Beach is one of the 
most popular immediately North of 
Boston, and the public can swim at 
its own risk.

U.S. manufacturers are catching on to keys to productivity

lake many companies in the 1980s, 


United Electric, a producer of industrial 
sensors and temperature-control 
devices used in such equipment as 
sterilizers and refrigeration, had to 
overcome increasing competition and 
its own inefficient production practices. 

The manufacturer aggressively 
attacked the problem with an in-depth 
review of the latest manufacturing 
literature, employee education 
programs and a 1987 action plan that 
cited more than 30 areas needing 
improvement. 

Employees at all levels working in 
teams helped implement a series of 
complex and cryptic-sounding 


concepts, such as "time-based 
management" and "just-in-time" 
production. 'I'his all came down to 
giving customers what they want with 
less waste :md as little excess 
inventory as possible. 

At the s;ime time, the company has 
utilized employees' creativity, enabling 
them to feel a part of and take pride in 
the company's renaissance. 

.At United Electric, any employee 
who feels a team should be formed to 
solve a problem or complete a task is 
urged to do so and determine who else 
should be on the team. 

According to the company's 


resource center, in 1987 there were 
M.A teams, and new groups are now 
forming at an average of nine a month. 

.According to company figures. 
United Electric also increased its on- 
time deliveries from 60 percent to 95 
percent between 1987 and 1989 and 
realized a .50 percent reduction in 
inventoiy since 1987. 

In addition, voluntary employee 
participation in education programs has 
increased 10,000 percent since 1987. 
Currently, 80 percent of the company's 
370 employees are involved with 
productivity improvement.

You're out of a job? Or don't like the 
one you have and have that feeling it's 
time to move on? And you know tluit 
no one but you is looking out for you? 
You're experiencing “Career Shock,” 
the title of a book by James C. Cotham, 
III (Donald 1. Fine, Inc.) that’s 
addressed to you. "Do not be lulled 
into thinking good things will 
automatically happen to you, especially 
if you press your shoulder to the 
wheel, work hard, are nice to your 
boss, and keep your nose clean, ’' he 
writes. "It just doesn’t work that way 
anymore. This is not a fairy tale. It’s 
cold reality.” Cotham identifies the 
markers of career shock and gives 
practical advice about coping and 
moving on. ■ 

Overviews of the employment 
outlook by career, industry and region 
are covered in "Jobs '90,” by Kathryn 
and Ross Petras (Prentice Hall). Short 
analyses and salarx' estimates are 
interspersed with lists of resources, 
with addresses and phone numbers of 
professional organizations and major 
employers (including those where 
prospects are judged to be especially 
good by the authors). ■ 

It’s estimated that between 1 million 
and 2 million people in this country earn 
their livings at home, with the help of 
personal computers, fax machines and 
other electronics. “The 
Telecommuter's Handbook, or How to 
Work for a Salary Without Ever 
Leaving the House,” by Brad Schepp 
(Pharos Books) is aimed at anyone who 
wants to join their ranks.

If you’re 
already behind on this brief quiz, you’re 
ready for “.Managerial Literacy: What 
Today's Managers Must Know to 
Succeed,” by Gary Shaw and Jack 
Weber (Dow Jones-Irwin). The 
authors, managerial consultants and 
professors at the College of William and 
Mary and the University of Virginia, 
respectively, say their book is the first 
to codify the language managers and 
executives need to know to do their 
jobs. (Answers: The Four Tigers are 
Taiwan, Singapore, Hong Kong and 
Korea, newly industrialized powers of 
the Pacific rim. The Hawthorne Effect 
refers to how output relates to 
workers’ feelings about how they are 
valued by employers. The Invisible 
Hand recalls Adam Smith's phrase in 
"The Wealth of Nations,” about 
unintentional market forces that 



balance personal interest and social 
gain in the economy. And the Lumpy 
Demand refers to wide variations in 
demand, including seasonality and 
economic instability.) ■ 

For the entry-level crowd, there’s 
"Real Life 101 — Almost Surviving 
Your First Year Out of College,” by 
Susan Kleinman (Master Media 
Limited). Since the author is only two 
years out of college, she writes from 
fresh experience. This is really a book 
of humorous essays, but it’s sprinkled 
with genuine practical and strategic 
adMce to help the beginner adjust to 
business and corporate culture. ■ 
"Majoring in the Rest of Your Life” 
(The Noonday Press) by Carol Carter 
is aimed at teen-agers, high school 
graduates and college freshmen. 
Currently assistant vice president and 
director of college marketing for 
Prentice Hall publishers, she offers 
some practical and sensible suggestions 
for developing “life skills” and making 
career goals based on personal 
interests and strengths. ■ 

A perennial manual for job-hunters 
and career-changers, “What Color Is 
Your Parachute” (Ten Speed Press) is 
out in a 1990 edition marking its 20th 
anniversary. Author Richard Holies 
continues the systematic approach of 
previous editions, outlining how to 
realize individual skills and find a job or 
new career. There are hints and 
suggestions and referrals, with a new 
section aimed at those with disabilities. 

Ten Speed Press also has reMsed 
and updated “3'he Right Place at the 
Right Time,” first published in 1987. It 
gives an overview of changes in the 
labor market and discusses individual 
skills and interests, how to find out 
what specific jobs are like, the job 
search and interview process. ■ 
“Dream" jobs are the subject of 
“Jobs in Paradise" (Harper and Row) 
by Jeffrey Maltzman: teaching scuba 
diving in the Virgin Islands, leading a 
singles tour through Europe, working 
at a Colorado ski resort.

‘Just in time’ 
for competition 

U.S. manufacturers are catching on to keys to productivity

The outside world has taken note of 
United Electric’s accomplishments this 
year. The $30 million-a-year company 
was named sole recipient in April of the 
second annual North American Shingo 
Prizes for Manufacturing Excellence, 
sponsored by Utah State University, in 
the small business category. No large 
business won the award this year. 

The award is named for Shigeo 
Shingo, creator of the widely acclaimed 
Toyota production system — a 
program United Electric sought to 
emulate. 

"We are a 60-year-old, family- 
owned business that changed very little 
over those years," said Bruce 
Hamilton, vice president of 
manufacturing. "At the risk of sounding 
too humble, if we can do it, anyone can 
do it."

The truth is, say manufacturing 
consultants and business leaders, U.S, 
manufacturers have been slow to adopt 
practices perfected in Japan in the 
1970s and 1980s but which actually 
originated in this country early in the 
century. In recent years, suffering 
from sagging profits, American 
companies are rediscovering and 
expanding these ideas. 

"There are very exciting trends in 
terms of quality and what is coming to 
be called time-based management," 
said Jan Williams, a manufacturing 
specialist at Grant Thornton in Boston. 
"Almost everywhere you go today, 
people have gotten the message that 
they have to be competitive and watch 
service to the customer." 

Still, experts say the leaders in 
successfully implementing progressive 
production ideas are mostly large 
companies, like Motorola, Ford Motor 
Co. and Hewlett-Packard. 

Irvin Krause, a partner at Coopers 
& Lybrand’s Center of Manufacturing 
Technology in Burlington, said one of 
the key ingredients to change is 


organizing manufacturing jobs in a 
"cross-functional" rather than 
functional manner. This aUows 
employees in a variety of levels and 
departments to work together from the 
beginning of product development to 
ensure quality. 

"A functional organization became 
necessary because people were 
specialists. That made sense, but the 
only problem is that these functions set 
up boundaries to communication and 
they impede the speed of production," 
said Krause. 

To make a cross-functional 
organization work, Krause said, 
supervisors must relinquish some 
control in the interest of efficiency, 
often a touchy issue in businesses with 
strict hierarchies. 

"The singular most important 
difficulty is cultural. That’s why training 
is very, very important. Teams have to 
be empowered to make decisions," he 
said. 

For employees in these settings, 
their jobs suddenly become more 
exciting and challenging as they assume 
more responsibility. At the same time, 
employers are finding a shortage of 
people with the technical and 


communication skills needed for these 
demanding new roles. 

"This is one of the leading concerns 
of manufacturers," said Robert Puffer, 
director of manufacturing at 
Framingham-based Dennison 
Manufacturing Co. 

At Dennison, a Fortune 500 
producer of labels, tags, stationery and 
other products, physical changes in one 
plant are needed before employees can 
practice effective teamwork or so- 
called "simultaneous engineering," 
Puffer said. 

He said the company will soon be 
moving its stationery products division, 
now in a five-story Holyoke building, to 
a single-story structure in nearby 
Chicopee with one-tliird the floor space 
at a cost of about $15 million. 

"What this means is that all the 
people producing a product are in visual 
contact with one another," said Puffer. 

Puffer said another important 
manufacturing principle is just-in-time 
production, which focuses on not 
making a product "until the next person 
wants it." 

United Electric’s Hamilton said this 
idea flies in the face of traditional 
manufacturing logic based on the belief 


that the only way to justify the time and 
expense of setting up machinery to do 
a job is to make large quantities of a 
product and store it, regardless of 
demand. 

He said this not only ties up valuable 
resources, but also limits plant 
flexibility to make other, more needed 
products. 

"We’ve gotten rid of the devices 
responsible for over-production ... We 
can always run just what the customer 
wants," said Hamilton. 

Bonnie Rafuse, manufacturing 
education manager at United Electric, 
said the company dumped a wire¬ 
cutting machine that took a half hour to 
set up and would cut large volumes of 
wire. Now the company has a machine 
that uses "single-minute exchange of 
dies," allowing workers to cut any type 
of wire in minutes. 

She and other specialists 
emphasized that such attention to detail 
must become integral to manufacturing 
operations, not just a form of trouble 
shooting. 

"There is no finish line. Ongoing 
improvement has to be the goal in 
manufacturing in order to suiwive," 
said Rafuse. 
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Job Hunting step by step 

Looking for a job can be an exercise in frustration or an exciting challenge, depending on how it’s approached.

1 . The Resume 


2 . Personal Assessment 


An employer will get many responses to an advertisement. He or she often will review resumes 
first to decide which applicants are to be interviewed. 

A resume is an introduction. It should be concise (one page if possible) and easy to read. 
Avoid irrelevant information such as age, height, weight, family details and detailed military 
information (date, highest rank, and brief description of responsibilities are enough.) 

There are two primary ways to 
prepare a resume. The form used 
may be based on the information 
to be presented. 


Chronological ^ 
Resume 

This resume is prepared 
with experience listed in 
sequence starting with the 
current or last position 
and working back. This 
is especially good if 
the work background is 
consistent and shows 
good progression 
from early jobs 
to the present. 



4 Functional 
Resume 

When there is a variety of 
unrelated job experiences or 
when different skill areas 
need to be emphasized, 
the best resume format 
to use is the functional 
resume. In this format, 
the information is 
presented in a way 
that makes it easy 
for the employer 
to pick out your 
area of expertise. 


What can I do? What do I want to do? What do I do host? 

These are questions that need to be answered. You can’t sell yourself until you know your 
product well! The period between jobs is a good time to analyze strengths, weaknesses, likes 
and dislikes. 


Hon Is a shapio pn|oct: 

List all the work duties you have had in the past. The list probably will be varied and long. 
That’s fine. Add anything that comes to mind, no matter how small. 

Now, highlight all the things on the list you really enjoy doing. Next, check all the things you 
were successful doing. Ideally, there will be some overlapping. 

Now, Kst all the skills required to do the highlighted tasks.

This understanding will make it.easier to explain your strengths to an interviewer. The jobs that 
are geared toward using these skills would be the most suitable and satisfying. 


3 . Research 


Knowing about the company with which you are interviewing will set you apart from most of 
the others being interviewed. Spending time to find out about the services, products, market 
area, primary concerns, focus and financial history will make you a concerned and 
knowledgeable applicant. 

Once an interview is scheduled, find out as much as you can. There are some tools in the 
library that make getting information easier than you may imagine. Check: 

■ Standard and Poor’s Register of Corporations, Directors and Executives 

■ The Thomas Register of American Manufacturing and Thomas Register File 

■ Moody’s (lists more than 20,(X}0 corporations) 

■ The Million Dollar Directory and The Career Guide by Dun and Bradstreet offer information on 
companies in alphabetical order, by career field and geographical area. On microfiche is another 
listing of local business. Check with your local librarian If you need help. There are many other 
books, magazines and even videos and a computer available for information gathering. 

Another good source is the chamber of commerce. Chambers will have not only a list of all 
chamber members, with product and service information, but a list of manufacturers. 

With the information you’ve accumulated, you can ask questions relevant to that company. 
During your interview, mention what you’ve learned. The interviewer will be impressed with 
your interest. Do your homework. It will pay off.

Don’t undurastliMte lint hnprassloiis. Being properly dressed won't get you the job, but 
being poorly dressed can certainly cause you to lose it. 

It's often hard to know exactly what is appropriate for a particular company. For a 
professional position, it's safe to wear a suit. For other positions, if you are familiar with the 
company, dress as people do in that position. If you're not sure, play it safe. Dress slightly 
more formally than what the position calls for. Example; When interviewing for a warehouse 
position that probably raquiresjeans, wear slacks and a nice spoil shirt. 

M Uiura Mily. This will allow you time to fill out an application and relax a few minutes. It 
also will give you a chance to visit with the receptionist. One often can get a real feeling for the 
office environment and its mood. Are the people cheerful? Do they seem to enjoy being there? 
Do you get a feeling that they are an efficient group? 

WbM caNcN In, stanN up, smHc anN stake tamls. YOU'RE ON! Most interviewers want you 
to be comfortable and wM help you relax. They want you to be able to be at your best. 

Now you can go into detail about the information in your resume. You've analyzed your 
strengths: tie them In with your accomplishments that are examples of those strengths. 
Personal information is OK because it gives a better picture of who you are, but keep it brief-. Be 
positive about past jobs. You don't have to belittle others to sell yourself. If there has been a 
problem with a past job that needs to be discussed, do it in a factual manner and without 
emotion. 

Interviewing actually should be an exchange of information. Just as the employer wants to 
know your experience and what you can bring to the company, you will want to know about the 
company and the position available. This exchange of information is crih'cal if there is to be a 
proper fit. Use your judgment about how and when to ask questions. You don't want the 
interviewer to feel interrogated. You may want to ask some of the questions listed below. 


Questions to ask the employer 

■ What is the last person who had 
this job doing? 

■ What are the job responsibilities? 

■ What skills are most important for the job? 

■ What kind of training is provided? 

Hi What is the company's history? 

Hi What are the company's goals? 

■ Where does the job lead? 

■ What is the salary range? 

■ What benefits are offered? 

■ Does the company have a personnel and 
procedures manual? 

■ What are the strengths and weaknesses of 


the supervisor? (Don't be afraid to ask.) 

■ What is the management style of 
the company? 

Questkms to ask yourself 

■ Do I understand the job responsibilities? 

■ Is the job location within a comfortable 
driving radius? 

■ Does the personality of the company fit 
with mine? 

■ Does the position fit with my goals? 

■ If moving to another location, does the 
change in salary fit with the difference in 
the cost of living? 


5. Follow-up 


When the interview is over, the interviewing process is still incomplete. 

A thank-you note should be sent to the interviewer. You may include something you have 
forgotten to mention during the interview. If you don't have an^hing to add, restate your 
reason for feeling you are a good candidate for the position. Emphasize again your interest in 
the job. 

Getting the job you want requires planning, determination and follow through. With the 
proper effort, the reward will be a fulfilling part of your life, a great job.

Purity plan

Purity Supreme’s proposed expan¬ 
sion of its Winchester store will 
move ahead with Town Meeting’s 
blessing. 

Town Meeting voted 112-23 to sup¬ 
port the plan that includes adding 
16,640 square feet to the facility as 
well as removing the old MBTA 
railroad bed on Skillings Road. 

Supporters cited increased tax 
revenue, an improved facility, a bet¬ 
ter parking plan, removal of the 
railroad bed and BayBank building 
and a supply of clean fill for the town 
as assets of the plan. In addition, 
supporters said a $50,000 donation by 
Purity to improve Skillings Field is a 
positive factor. 

. However, opponents claimed a 
^ loss of conservation land and issues 
that need to be “ironed out’’ made 
the plan undesirable at this time. 

Attorney Paul Amico, represent¬ 
ing both Purity Supreme and 
Winchester Associates Realty Trust, 
the group that owns the land Purity 
leases, outlined the proposal for 
Town Meeting. 

According to Amico, Winchester 
Realty’s bid to purchase the MBTA- 
owned land was accepted with the 
provision for a 20-foot easement for 
the MBTA to allow access to the 
railway land behind Winchester Sav¬ 
ings Bank. 

Purity’s proposal will “better 
serve shoppers in the town of 
Winchester,” he said. Amico said 
the current store occupies 21,160 
square feet. The plan proposes to 
add 16,640 square feet, to make the 
total area 37,800 square feet. The 
expanded store will allow for more 
variety, better selection, better ser¬ 


vice and an improved parking pat¬ 
tern, Amico said. Parking spaces 
are now perpendicular to the store, 
and will be rearranged so as to be 
parallel, making for easier passage, 
he added. 

Removal of the railroad bridge on 
Skillings Road will save the town an 
estimated $100,000, he said. In addi¬ 
tion, the town will realize approxi¬ 
mately $20,000 in increased real 
estate taxes from the store, Amico 
said. 

In exchange for a 99-year lease of 
9,000 square feet of conservancy 
land near Skillings Road, Purity will 
give the town an 11,300 square-foot 
parcel of land which includes a por¬ 
tion of the Aberjona River. 

Conservation Commissioner 
Edward Barker said his commission 
was in favor of the plan because the 
parcel of land in question will give 
the town better control of one of its 
waterways. 

“It’s truly a win-win situation,” 
Amico said. “[It would result in] a 
first class supermarket that Purity 
would like to present and Winchester 
deserves.” 

The Planning Board also unanim¬ 
ously endorsed the plan, according 
to Chairman Daniel Chane. 

Beautification Design Review 
Committee Chairman Charles 
Tseckares said his group unanim¬ 
ously supported the plan as well, but 
cited some considerations his group 
would like worked out relating to the 
facade of the building, lighting, 
employee parking and landscaping. 

Town Meeting member Clarence 
Borggaard also spoke on behalf of 
the plan. “It would be to our advan¬ 
tage to have two good stores in town 
(Star Market and Purity Supreme)

Local realtors say sellers need to price it right

If the price is right, a Winchester 
home with a “for sale” sign in the 
front yard will be scooped up, 
according to local Realtors. And for 
first-time homebuyers, now is the 
time to scoop up one of those homes, 
they add. 

“The market is price-driven,” 


says Carlson Real Estate manager 
Helen Poftak. “The buyer is sophis- 
ticated and has done his 
homework.” 

“It is key to be priced right on the 
first month,” says Poftak. That’s 
when the property will receive the 
most attention and draw the most 
potential buyers, says Poftak. And if 
the property is priced correctly — 


the property will move, she adds. 

“Sellers have accepted that 
[houses] have to be priced realisti¬ 
cally,” she says. 

And a good realtor, according to 
Poftak, will compute a competitive 
pricing range from similar proper¬ 
ties sold in the area within the last ^ 
six months. Sellers can gauge a' 
price depending on how much time 
they can afford to leave their house 


on the market. 

Compared to last year, Poftak 
says her company is doing more 
volume, prices are lower and the 
properties generally spend more 
time on the market, averaging about 
four to six months. 

“It isn’t like it was three years 
ago,” says Century 21 Realtor Con-

for town’s 
capital plant

Many of the town’s capital pro¬ 
jects will go unfunded again this 
year. 

Town Meeting voted a $370,(X)0 
capital budget at Monday night’s 
meeting. However, according to 
Capital Planning (Chairman Peter 
VanAken, the figure is not nearly 
enough to maintain the town’s capi¬ 
tal plant, which includes some 34 
buildings. 

In addition, the town maintains 68 
miles of roads and streets, three 
reservoirs, approximately 180 acres 
of open space and park land and a 
fleet of 95 vehicles, 'VanAken said. 

VanAken’s committee had recom¬ 
mended a minimum of $860,000 for 
the fiscal year 1991 capital budget. 

Projects approved by Town Meet¬ 
ing were: asbestos removal/ 
structural at the library ($14,800); 
asbestos removal/containment in 
schools ($45,000); and a police 
cruiser/dog van ($22,100). 

To transfer funds from the Sale of 
Land account, a %-vote of Town 
Meeting is required. Town Meeting 
passed the following capital projects 
by a % vote: transfer station con¬ 
veyor ($100,000); schools, structural 
($100.(100); radio communications/

Summer means different things to 
different people, but to most high 
school and college-age youths, the 
advent of the hot and steamy months 
means the beginning of the most 
dreaded mission they must face 
annually: the quest for a summer 
job.

“Massachusetts Miracle” to the 
nation. 

Now, many young adults view the 
“Massachusetts Miracle” as a 
“Massachusetts Memory.” The 
troubled state economy has begun to 
manifest itself throughout Massa¬ 
chusetts, and has even reared its 
head here in Winchester. Fewer and 
fewer businesses are hiring, and the 
result is a large percentage of sum¬ 
mer job-seekers finding themselves 
out of work. 

Catherine Alexander, executive 
director of the Winchester Chamber 
of Commerce, has noticed a striking 
contrast in the number of jobs avail¬ 
able this summer compared to last 
summer. 

“There appears to be very little 
available,” Alexander said in a 
recent interview. “I’ve gotten a lot 
of calls from local kids looking for 
jobs, but not a lot from local employ¬ 
ers looking for help. Before the past 
year, people were always saying to 
me, ‘I can't find anyone to work.’ 
This last year, I haven’t heard that 
at all. 

“There is obviously some relation¬ 
ship between the state’s economic 
troubles and those of Winchester,” 
Alexander added. 

Local merchants and business 
people agreed with Alexander. Very 
few are hiring, and at the same time 
are experiencing a tremendous 
influx of job-seekers. 

Martha O’Neill, owner of Topsy 
Turvy, said, “Many people are ask¬ 
ing for jobs. There’s more of a 
demand than the economy allows. In 
the past couple of years, it’s been the 
other wav around.” 


Davis Fine Foods owner Lariy 
Davis said he too, has noticed an 
increase in the number of job¬ 
seekers over the past year. 

“The most recent time I ran an ad 
for help, I had the best response 
ever. There’s obviously a lot of peo¬ 
ple looking for work,” said Davis. 

Both Davis and O’Neill have plen¬ 
ty of summer help, and don’t antici¬ 
pate any additional hiring, at least 
not for a while. “The summer is not 
a busy time,” Davis said. “I’ve kept 
the people 1 use during Ihe year, 
which is basically all I need for the 
summer months.” 

The lack of summer hiring has left 
some teenagers anxious. Many high 
school and college students depend 
on their summer earnings to help 
pay their college tuitions and 
expenses, and without a summer 
salary, it becomes difficult to make 
ends meet. 

Alexander has some advice for 
those looking for work. “I think that 
the strongest possibilities lay within 
the service industry. Things like 
landscaping, babysitting and house 
cleaning are good because they can 
be done individually,” she said. 

Kelly Collins, who serves as the 
supervisor of the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment’s Summer .Job Bank, agreed. 
“Although our resources are limited 
as far as professional jobs, we do 
have a good amount of babysitting 
and yardwork jobs available,” she 
added. 

Collins encouraged those looking 
for summer jobs and those offering 
summer employment to call her at 
721-7129. She said that the Job Bank 
offers jobs for a wide variety of 
ages, from junior high to college- 
aged students. 

For those looking for work in fields 
other than landscaping and child¬ 
care, the job search will most likely 
extend into other towns, although 
the job shortage seems to be a state¬ 
wide problem. 

The main hurdle job-seekers face 
in the seemingly never-ending quest 
for a summer job is not giving up 
hope, but to continue to look for 
work, no matter how frustrating the 
process becomes. 

As one high school student 
remarked with determination, “I’m 
just going to keep looking until 1 find 
something. That's all I can do.”

CHS funding approved

Community Human Services got 
more than it bargained for when 
Town Meeting appropriated $4,.500 to 
that budget for fiscal year 1991. 

A request for $3,500 was proposed 
by the Board of Health in a Town 
Meeting warrant article. Communi- 
ly Human Services (CHS) is a non¬ 
profit, human service agency that 
provides vocational, residental, day 
treatment and advocacy services to 
the public. 

An amendment to the warrant 
article hiked the appropriation by 
$ 1 , 000 . 

Mark Allan, executive director of 
CHS, told Town Meeting the prog¬ 
ram helps "people of many ages and 
many needs in Winchester. Life is a 
challenge for all of us. We have 
times of struggle and times of suc¬ 
cess.” Through CHS, Allan said 
“those who have no where else to 
go” can find help. 

Some of the programs sponsored 


by CHS are an ombudsmen prog¬ 
ram, to provide an outlet for people 
who live in nursing homes; com¬ 
munity clubhouse, a vocational 
rehabilitation training program for 
severely mentally ill adults; and the 
Kelliher Work Activity Center, 
which provides vocational training 
program for mentally retarded 
adults. 

Ketiremcnt 

Town Meeting endorsed a propos¬ 
al by the Retirement Board to 
accept Chapter 32, Section 90A of the 
Massachusetts General Laws. The 
law increases the retirement allow¬ 
ance of any former employee who 
has been retired due to injuries sus¬ 
tained on the job. The increase 
would not be more than one-half of 
the regular compensation to employ¬ 
ees holding the position at the cur¬ 
rent time. 

According to Town Comptroller 
Joseph Bonner, 13 people are 
affected by this law. The total annu¬ 
al impact is $21,300 per year, but 
would not be appropriated until 1992. 


Library’s Sperber to 
be honored at reception 


On Sunday, June 24, the Trustees 
of the Winchester Public Library 
will hold a reception at the Library 
from 4 to 6 p.m. to honor G. Matthew 
Sperber, who is resigning to accept 
the position of director of the Hudson 
Valley Library System in New York 
State. Sperber has served the town 
as Library Director since 1981. 

During his tenure as director, the 
Winchester Public Library intro¬ 
duced many new programs and ser¬ 
vices, including the Library Art Gal¬ 
lery, the Music in the Library Series, 
video and compact disc collections, 
and evening hours for the Children’s 
Room. He introduced the library to 
automation, contracted services, 
and purchasing cooperatives. He 
worked on maximizing the use of 
space, thereby allowing more room 
for the expansion of the collection. 
He oversaw Ihe development of the 
Friends of the Winchester Public 
Library and the introduction of com- 


munity services. These have 
improved and expanded the 
library’s outreach to the 
community. 

In his new position, Sperber will 
manage a system consisting of 27 
public libraries. This system pro¬ 
vides interlibrary loan, reference 
information, delivery, centralized 
purchase and technical processing, 
consultant advisory services, prom¬ 
otional and publicity aids, continu¬ 
ing education workshops, and staff 
training to its member libraries. 
This position will enable Sperber to 
implement his ideas about library 
cooperation and resource sharing. 

Sperber will be at the library until 
mid-.Iuly.

ing in wine can be quite profitahlc, 
ho added. "I have never .seen the 
price of great wines drop," 

"Most people investing in wine 
these days are not drinking it, " Elia 
said. This, he said, is a mislake. 
Investors should learn to appreciate 
Ihe product. 

"You can’t explain the beauty of 
wine to someone who has no feel for 
it," said Elia. 

Elia said he has seen Ihe price of 
"great wine” nearly double in some 
cases, making for a pretty decent 
investment. "In effecl. the great 
wines are liqnid gold," he added. "I 
think wine is a much better index 
these days of where the economy is 
going." 

"If you are getting into wine 
investing, in one word, buy Bor¬ 
deaux," advised Elia, First growths 
are best, he said. "If not a Bordeaux, 
buy port," added Elia. However, ho 
noted that investors should purchase 
vintage ports — those with a dale on 
the label. 

Elia suggested buying 1977. I9I12, 
or 1985 ports — preferably Graham, 
Dow, Taylor or Consequa. "There 
arc others, Ixit simply stick with the 
ones that are best,” he advised. 

.Another possibility is to buy 
“futures" — wines that aren't 
bottled yet, he said. Buyers of 
futures pay for the wine and may not 
receive it for two years. However, 
when they do receive their package, 
the price of the wine will likely have 
already risen, making for an imme¬ 
diate gain. "You will find you've 
spent a third less than the current 
value of that wine," Elia said. 

Once an investor receives the 
order of wine, Elia said buyers 
should check the package. "Don't 


accept a damaged case,” he said. 
"And don't write on it.” Elia said 
keeping Ihe case in "pristine" condi¬ 
tion can bring $150 to $200 on top of 
Hie price of Ihe wine when a person 
decides to resell Ihe wine. 

Elia said it isn't necessary to have 
a wine cellar, but if an investor 
decides to do so, the room should be 
dark hut nol damp, with little temp¬ 
erature change. “There should be no 
vibrations," he added. 

When seiling wine, Elia said it can 
be done eommercially through an 
auction such as Christie’s or 
Sotheby's. “A’ou don't have to give it 
to Ihe Channel 2 auction,” he added. 
Auclioneers generally take 10 per¬ 
cent of Ihe selling price, and the 
seller also has to pay for shipping. 
"By and large, you will see a very 
handsome profit," he said. 

Allhough it is illegal, Elia said 
many people sell their stock 
privately. 

When asked how long a bottle of 
wine can be kept in the refrigerator, 
Elia suggested two or three days at 
most. "Winegets frozen [after thatl. 
It becomes dumb," he said, reminci- 
ing listeners not to refrigerate red 
wine. 

Elia suggested potential buyers 
should read up on wines in various 
publications — including his own 
wine magazine. Not to read about 
wine, he said, "would be like a 
broker not buying Ihe Wall Street 
Journal." 

"Should you invest? I think so. But 
before you start selling wine, you 
should starl drinking it,” Elia said. 
"Appreciate it. Begin to differenti¬ 
ate, I think it will make the best 
possible kind of dividend you can 
have." 


Managers get pay hike

tuted last tail by selectmen was that 
Winchester's management person¬ 
nel were being paid excessive sala¬ 
ries. In response to that belief, Mont¬ 
gomery said the Personnel Board 
performed a survey of management 
positions in 14 communities that rep¬ 
resented a “balanced cross-section” 
of towns. 

Montgomery said the study indi¬ 
cated Winchester's managerial sala¬ 
ries were 4.5 percent below the aver¬ 
age of those in comparable 
communities. 

“We're concerned about this,” 
said Montgomery. “Employees are 
being asked to do more, to take on 
more responsibility ... We believe 
[managers] in Winchester want to 
work hard, and we believe they 
deserve this [2 percent increase].’’ 

In a report to Town Meeting, the 
Personnel Board stated: “Given the 
results of this wage study, the Per¬ 
sonnel Board does not believe the 
data support the original assump¬ 
tion that Winchester’s management 
personnel are overpaid.” 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Francis Golden said his committee 
“believes not to [enact the pay 
increase] is wrong. It is not right to 
single out individuals.” Golden cited 
examples of town employees giving 
extra time “to get the job done. How 
can we expect them to perform on 
one hand, and then tell them (we will 
not increase their pay]?’’ 

“It's a small price for the recogni¬ 
tion this would give our managers," 
added Golden. 

However, according to Selectmen 
Chairman Steven Powers, his board 
split 2-2 on the pay raises. Selectman 
Judith Muggia was absent from the 
meeting. 

In response to a question from 
Town Meeting member Justin 
Magee, Montgomery said if the 
$16,499 was not voted by Town Meet¬ 
ing, management employees would 


not be considered for a raise until 
July, 1991. 

“I think it is extremely important 
we as a town recognize the contribu¬ 
tions of our management personnel 
during these difficult Hnancial 
times,” said Magee. 

Town Meeting member Brian 
MeSweeney asked what the percen¬ 
tage of raises given to management 
was in the last year.

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ZB A denies Yankee 


Yogurt variance

When Yankee Yogurt opens up in 
early July, owner Rich Foster will 
have to make do with four seats. 

Foster was denied a variance by 
the Board of Health last week 
because of a Massachusetts law that 
requires a public restroom in estab¬ 
lishments seating five or more 
people. 

Yankee Yogurt, Foster’s fledgling 
business, will open in early July in 
the space formerly occupied by 
Baskin Robbins Ice Cream on Main 
Street. 

The state law, passed two years 
ago, insists that within eating estab¬ 
lishments seating five or more cus¬ 
tomers, a public restroom equipped 
for handicapped access and use be 
provided at the owner’s expense. 

Variances to the law have been 
granted to establishments that 
existed before the law was passed, 
as well as to several new businesses 
that demonstrate a legitimate need 
for the exception. 

However, Board of Health mem¬ 
bers were not convinced Yankee 
Yogurt had a legitimate need. 

In arguing his case, Foster cited 


the difficulty posed by the physical 
layout of the space, as well as the 
problems incurred due to the lack of 
a basement below the store. Without 
a basement, plumbing for the bath¬ 
room would have to be installed 
above ground, adding enormous 
expense, Foster said. 

Granting the variance, Foster 
argued, would benefit the town, as 
he would be able to provide more 
seating for elderly customers, as 
well as the general public in the 
winter. Otherwise, said Foster, a 
large number of people would have 
to stand, should he be restricted to 
only four seats. 

Foster said he believed the law 
was created for those restaurants 
that provide an elaborate dining 
experience. According to Foster, a 
frozen yogurt shop is a different type 
of eating establishment, which he 
said deserves to be excused from the 
law. 

“I’m sympathetic to the law from 
a human point of view. But I don’t 
think that for the kind of business 
I'm going into it’s a requirement. 
It's not a dining experience," Foster 
said. 

Board of Health member Randall 
W. Swartz strongly opposed grant¬ 


ing the variance, because he said it 
meant “in essence, there would be 
no public restroom. Young children 
and the handicapped need a bath¬ 
room. If you are going to put a 
facility there with a certain number 
of seats, it will comply with state 
law.” 

Board member Warren J. Taylor 
agreed with Swartz, saying, “I’m 
sympathetic to Mr. Foster’s prob¬ 
lems, but the law is the law." 

Foster disagreed, citing examples 
of the many variances previously 
granted to other comparable 
businesses. He also pointed out that 
refusing to grant the variance would 
not mandate the creation of a public 
bathroom, but merely limit his sea¬ 
ting from 12 to four, which in the end 
would inconvenience many of his 
customers. 

“We’re penalizing more people by 
having only four seats. A lot more 
will want to sit down. By denying the 
variance, who’s going to benefit?” 
Foster asked. 

The board, however, refused to 
grant the variance, despite Health 
Director Joseph J. Tabbi’s support 
of Foster’s case. Instead, they 
granted Foster a licence to run the 
yogurt shop with only four seats. 


Foster intends to appeal the 
decision. 

If he is again denied, the shop will 
still open as scheduled, with only 
four seats. Regardless of the out¬ 
come of his quest for a variance, 
Foster said he was pleased to 
announce Yankee Yogurt will be 
open to the public in July. 
Children's Own 

The Children’s Own School of 
Winchester was recently found to be 
in violation of its limit on the number 
of children it may serve at its cur¬ 
rent location at 86 Main St. 

Licenced to serve 65 students, the 
school currently has 72 children 
enrolled. Director Rosina Culinane 
appeared before the board to 
express her intent to rectify the 
situation and fully comply with the 
law. 

On the suggestion of Health Direc¬ 
tor Tabbi, Culinane said she would 
appear before the Zoning Board of 
Appeals as soon as possible to 
request a variance allowing her to 
maintain the school’s current enroll¬ 
ment of 72. 

“I certainly want to be in com¬ 
pliance with the law by September,” 
Culinane said. 


Scrutiny of pool rules continues

Board of Health members agree 
swimming-pool regulations are a 
good idea, but some continue to 
express concern about enforcing 
those regulations. 

Discussion continued at last 
week’s Board of Health meeting 
regarding ownership, use and main¬ 
tenance of private swimming pools 
in Winchester. 

If the regulations are approved, 
private pool owners will have to 
comply with strict public codes con¬ 
cerning supervision of children, 
safety equipment and fencing 
around swimming pool areas. 

Attention was first drawn to the 
dangers associated with swimming 
pool ownership and maintenace sev¬ 
eral months ago by Board of Health 
member Randall W. Swartz, whose 
own 6-year-old daughter, Patricia, 


drowned last June in a swimming- 
pool accident. 

Since that time Swartz has been 
working on a proposal for regula¬ 
tions on private swimming pool use 
and ownership he hopes the Board of 
Health will endorse and ultimately 
enact. 

An informational meeting open to 
the public was held June 5 to discuss 
the proposed regulations. Residents 
in attendance raised objections to 
some of the proposed rules, in parti¬ 
cular one that calls for mandatory 
cardio-pulmonary resuscitation 
(CPR) training of all pool owners 
and another which would potentially 
hold pool owners responsible for 
unauthorized use of their swimming 
pools by intruders. 

The board, following the hearing, 
decided to redraft the proposal in 
response to some of the concerns 
raised at the hearing. 

Last week, Swartz submitted a 
revised proposal for public regula-

lions on private swimming-pool 
maintenance and operation to his 
colleagues on the Board of Health. 

The new draft includes a more 
lenient clause pertaining to know¬ 
ledge of CPR. It now reads that a 
pool owner need only “be familiar 
with procedures for attempting a 
rescue”, rather than be certified. 

Also revised is the prior require¬ 
ment that every pool owner be 
licenced by the Board of Health. 
Rather, the regulations will be 
enforced by exception, so that a 
report or complaint would serve as a 
means to keep negligent pool owners 
in compliance. 

Owners are not responsible for the 
activities of unauthorized intruders 
of their pool areas under the revised 
proposal. 

Dorothea Sopper, R.N., chairman 
of the Board of Health, commended 
Swartz on the extensive work he had 
invested in the revised regulations, 
but expressed her reservations per¬ 
taining to the enforcement of the 
rules. 

“Enforcement is still a problem,” 
Sopper said. “How do you enforce 
rules like these? Going into people’s 
yards to see whether or not they are 
in compliance is not too popular an 
option.” 

Swartz argued that such drastic 
measures would be unnecessary. 
"Once we set a community standard 
of behavior,” Swartz responded, “I 


believe the residents would 
comply.” 

Sopper also raised the possibility 
that if the Board of Health were to 
enact the regulations, and an acci¬ 
dent were to occur, the town could 
potentially by held liable. Board 
member Dr. Warren Taylor agreed. 

“I’m concerned about enforce¬ 
ment and concened about cost. If we 
are to enforce it, are we liable? If 
not, why enforce it? We need to give 
town counsel the opportunity to 
review the draft from a legal stand¬ 
point,” Taylor said. 

“Our higher moral responsibility 
is to the citizenry,” Swartz coun¬ 
tered. “Liability and risk benefit 
issues are inconsequential in mat¬ 
ters of health and life. I believe a 
Board of Health should have the 
courage of its convictions and not be 
moved by these kind of arguments.” 

The board decided to meet with 
town counsel regarding the revised 
regulations proposal before there 
next meeting, scheduled at 7 p.m.r 
Tuesday, July 3, when members will 
further discuss Swartz’s proposal. 

Taylor closed the discussion by 
reaffirming his commitment to the 
proposed swimming-pool regula¬ 
tions. He said, “I feel a sense of 
urgency about going forward with 
this. I think we should agree upon 
the language, draft a proposal and 
then move to a public hearing. It 
should be sooner rather than later.”

It’s time to start 
the healing process 

Through an agreement, the Vinson Owen School will remain open for 
another year. But the story doesn't end here. 

More than a dozen hours were spent on Town Meeting floor discussing 
the merits of maintaining/closing the Vinson Owen Elementary School. 
And the number of hours spent outside of Town Meeting could never be 
measured. One thing few would dispute is the divisiveness the issue has 
caused in Winchester. 

But for the process to have been worth anything, and for the children 
and their schools to be able to thrive in the coming years, it's time to 
move forward and start the healing process. 

In Winchester's past, school closings have historically triggered 
lengthy debate. A potential school closing is never an easy task. There is 
no reason we would expect the Vinson Owen debate to be any different. 
But the fight is made even more difficult by the tough fiscal times we are 
currently experiencing. 

There is little question maintaining five elementary schools is the ideal 
situation. The concept of neighborhood schools is something that has 
made Winchester special. However, now that we've moved past the time 
of emotional debate, the town needs to look at how much longer it can 
support five elementary schools. 

A decision on the future of our educational system has to be made at a 
time when the issue can be discussed without pitting one group against 
another, one school against another. One of the first steps is for the 
selectmen and School Committee members to come together for a 
financial summit, like the one currently planned. But this effort must go 
beyond these two groups to include parents, students and educators, as 
well as business and community leaders. 

What the groups must do is come together on common ground and 
compromise for what is best for all of Winchester’s students. However, 
beyond what the groups should do is what individuals must do. For any of 
these issues to be resolved, we’ve got to move beyond the personal 
attacks and petty antics. 

Students deserve to know where "home" will be, and school officials 
deserve ample time to make that home as comfortable as possible before 
the beginning of each school year. 

When Winchester's students and schools are at stake, Winchester’s 
future is at stake. It’s time to start the healing process, and protect that 
future. 
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Dispatchers show 
dedication to town

When our Winchester Police 
Department was located in Town 
Hall basement 100 years ago, the 
sounds of leather boots pounding 
rapidly across the square and the 
shrill urgency of a police whistle 
usually meant trouble. 

Today, although the population of 
Winchester has tripled, the state of 
the art communications system in 
our Public Safety Building and the 
dedicated civilian dispatchers man¬ 
ning this equipment insure that we 
have achieved the highest security, 
as citizens of this town — ever! 

The complexity of the police/fire 
dispatch system is hidden behind the 
simplicity of the public lobby and 
was fully revealed when Lt. Charles 
T. C'ulhane, officer in charge of dis¬ 
patch. beckoned and opened the 
door. 

Lt. C'ulhane has been in charge 
since 1985 when this new joint com¬ 
munications concept — using civlian 
dispatchers — was inaugurated. It 
was a new idea and Lt. C'ulhane was 
charged with developing a Winches¬ 
ter Police Department Dispatching 
Manual — “a job description and a 
half!" 

Winchester has four full-time dis¬ 


patchers: Dick Feeney, Margaret 
"Nicky" Labedz-Maenpaa, Bob Luz 
and Maria Serratore. Part time dis¬ 
patchers Ken Donaghey, Joe Foley 
and Cathy Kelley help round out the 
shifts and take up slack during vaca¬ 
tion periods, illness, etc. 

Training for the job is exacting 
and mandates 80 hours of on the job 
training under the Chief Civilian 
Dispatcher. The applicant must be 
familiar with every facet of ponce/ 
fire communications, must know 
Winchester totally, and must attend 
Basic Dispatchers School. Addition 
al seminar attendance and schooling 
is also required. 

The local observer shortly became 
enmeshed in high drama as a bad 
automobile accident and an alarm of 
fire came in from the hospital all at 
once. 

As Winchester now considers the 
desk officer a luxury, Lt. Culhane 
sprinted to the dispatch area to man 
the police phones while Joe Foley 
expertly handled the complexities of 
the fire call. The observer nervously 
awaited an additional emergency at 
the front counter — and certain 
deputization at this juncture of 
affairs!

Bolles comments 
on educational debate 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Many of those involved in the 
struggle over the future of Winches¬ 
ter’s educational system recently 
have expressed concern over the 
divisive effects of this controversy. 
But debate is not a bad thing. It is a 
good thing. Democracy and free 
government are never bad, particu¬ 
larly in the context of our Constitu¬ 
tion. Polictical discussion will not be 
divisive as long as we carry it for¬ 
ward in a spirit of good faith. It is, I 
am afraid, that good faith which has 
been too often lacking recently. It is 
that which has resulted in so much 
bitterness. 

My position on the issue is at 
bottom a question of personal val¬ 
ues. They are: 

Family I have tried to defend my 
child’s vested interest in getting the 
best possible education available to 
her. 

Stability: I have tried to do what I 
can to make sure of a stable and 
predictable environment where our 
children can grow and our communi¬ 
ty thrive. 

Education: Education is the driv¬ 
ing force behind our children’s abili¬ 
ty as adults to choose from among a 
wider array of possiblilities for suc¬ 
cess and happiness. It is also the 
driving force behind the economic 
success of our town, our state, and 
our country. 

The moral equality of ail humank¬ 
ind: Most countries, including most 
European countries, severely 
restrict the opportunity to gel a 
complete education. The American 
educational system is one of our 
glories and is fundamental to the 
notion of democracy and equality. 

Honesty and candor: It is hard to 
imagine anything more vital to 
teach our children, by both word and 
deed, than the importance of hones¬ 
ty. Democracy cannot function well 
in an atmosphere less than candid. 

All of thesse values have come into 
phny in this issue and this debate. 
What has distressed me most, 
though, and what has embarrassed 


I’m completely dependent. I have no 
clothes. Your Saturdays are booked 
for the next 20 years." 

But people care about birth times 
and such. Charts and Signs. Horo¬ 
scopes. I know I do. Check out these 
uncanny predictions, taken right 
from the newspapers saved on the 
days of my kids’ births: 

For the new Dad, with one child: 
“You may meet someone immedi¬ 
ately appealing." For him with 
another: "Do only the work tliat is 
necessary" tub huh). For me the 
mom, “You have secret aims that 
should be pushed now for good 
results” ((a) it liurts to even think 
about that one, and (b) there are no 
secrets in the Delivery Room.) 
Again for me, “The help you give a 
Taurus today will be reaped many 
times over” (let’s hope so). And, for 
the child, a sure-enough Taurus, "A 
long-pending transaction is at last 
concluded. A trip helps you drum up 
new business.” (well, helps Fisher 
Price drum up new business.) 

Uncanny or what? The world is 
full of wonders, is all there is to it. 
Examples abound: 

When my sister was young she had 
a vision in which the whole chemi¬ 
stry test appeared before lier 
dreaming eyes. She memorized the 
questions and passed the test. My 
cats were fighting. Littlecat began a 
set of peculiar personal behaviors 


me as a parent in trying to explain 
this debate to my child is the pur¬ 
poseful lack of candor in much of it. 

Tliere lias been a steady effort on 
the part of some to turn attention 
away from the key issue. The unde¬ 
niable fact is that if we keep Vinson 
Owen open without the addition of 
substantially more money to the 
School Committee's proposed 
budget, we will hurt education in 
Winchester. To deny that is to live in 
a dream. Not even Vinson Owen’s 
most ardent advocates, have sliown 
how to reallocate the money in the 
School Commillee’s proposed 
budget so that we can keep Vinson 
Owen open without downgrading the 
quality of education in all of the 
schools. 

There has been a steady, calcu¬ 
lated effort on the part of some to 
undermine people’s faith in tlieir 
democratically elected instilutions. 
No matter what the School Commit¬ 
tee does,or how they do it, unless 
they reach the conclusions accept¬ 
able to a well-orchestrated and 
financed lobby lliey will lie 
condemned. 

Wlien the School Commillee 
responds to either citizen comment 
or its own continued analysis, the 
anti-goverment lobby condemns it 
as fearful and insincere. Wlieii the 
Committee stands fust, the anti- 
government lobby condemns it as 
unresponsive. When the Scliool Com¬ 
mittee holds hack on announcing a 
crisis they hope to be able to avoid, 
the lobby denounces tlicm for 
excluding the citizens. When tlie 
Committee warns of possible prob¬ 
lems to come, the lobliy denounces 
them for not having studied llie 
problem enough or for not coming up 
with enough alternatives. If, alter 
warning of the problem, the Com¬ 
mittee finds a way to avoid it, (lie 
lobby cites that as proof of tlie Com¬ 
mittee’s scare tactics.

‘Still groping

This week 
in history 

20 years: 1970 

The Winchester School Com¬ 
mittee, in a weekly meeting at 
the Sanborn House, authorized 
the administration to approve a 
pilot work-study program for 
approximately 10 students that 
September for the school year 
19'70-71. The committee also voted 
to recommend a staggered kin¬ 
dergarten entrance in the coming 
fall and Dr. Donald Klemer, 
superintendent of schools, sug¬ 
gested that registration in the 
third grade at Washington School 
be frozen. 

The Slate of Massachusetts had 
adopted regulations for the con¬ 
trol of air pollution to be enacted 
in each of the six districts across 
the State. Winchester, as part of 
the Metropolitan Boston air pollu¬ 
tion control district, was subject 
to these regulations. However, in 
the area of most concern to resi¬ 
dents, that of open burning, the 
town evaded such restrictions 
until July 1,1971, through a stipu¬ 
lation in the enactment. 

The Winchester Park Depart¬ 
ment was busy planting 25 flow¬ 
ering crab trees, donated by 
Mahoney’s Rocky Ledge Farm 
and Nurseries, along the borders 
of Mt. Vernon Street and Skillings 
Road opposite the Town Hall. 

30 years: 1960 

Edward W. Brooke was nomi¬ 
nated as the Republican candi¬ 
date for the post of Secretary of 
State. Winchester resident Dr. 
William D. Barone of School 
Street oversaw Brooke’s public 
relations at the GOP convention. 
Brooke was believed to be the 
first black to run for elective 
state office. 

Arthur Griffin of Euclid 
Avenue, an internationally- 
known photographer, whose work 
appeared regularly in the leading 
magazines, had another shot on 
the cover of the Boston Globe 
Magazine. The photo was of the 
EnKa Street Fair from across the 
Mill Pond with flowering shrubs 
in the right foreground and a 
backdrop of the old Town Hall.

borhood school concept, rather, they 
did so for financial reasons or in 
order not to encroach on the School 
Committee’s autonomy. Still, com¬ 
mon sense prevailed by three votes 
when Town Meeting decided that 
values original to education must 
not be compromised. 

What followed next was a one¬ 
sided plea bargaining session, dur¬ 
ing which the School Committee 
refused to play ball. It appears the 
bone of contention was not the 
money but the concept of expanding 
the middle school, that was sup¬ 
posedly to provide sixth graders 
with better education. How could 
this be so, if these are the same 
students taught by the same teach¬ 
ers, but in another building! And 
frequently quoted student enthu¬ 
siasm associated with earlier prom¬ 
otion to junior high school may have 
had more to do with newly acquired 
status, rather than being directed 
towards higher scholastic 
achievements. 

If the essence of education (indivi¬ 
dual learning with maximum speed 
for each student) and the efficiency 
criterion (direct services to stu¬ 
dents) are brought into focus and 
applied to our school system, then it 
is evident that at least $600,000 is tied 
up in useless and expensive admi¬ 
nistration (superintendency and 
directors of departments). No mat¬ 
ter how good it is now, the system is 
dangerously inadequate in equip¬ 
ping students with tools to deal with 
rapid progress and flood of informa¬ 
tion so typical of our times. Project 
2000 is very much an evidence that 
this is so, still it does not outline a 
plan of how to deal with the problem 
of improving teaching efficiency by 
a factor of 3, other than by way of 
pumping an unspecified amount of 
money into the system. The missing 
point here is, that it is the learning 
not teaching efficiency that must be 
drastically increased. Ingenuity 
combined with self-improvement 
methods, mental discipline and 
proper study habits, not so much the 
new money is the solution, as 
explained in my previous letters to 
the editor. 

The school administration is the 
biggest obstacle to progress, and 
must be reduced to the bare minu- 
mum. Only the School Committeee 
can do it, as the administration will 
do all they can to protect their own, 
as evidenced by their handling of the 
school budget problem. The school 
system cries out for true reform, not 
the smoke screen such as expanding 
the middle school or redistricting 
elementary school population. 

Finally, voters are neither blind 
nor stupid. Unless administration is 
drastically reduced, there may be no 
override money to sustain the school 


system when it is really needed. The 
School Committee must put their act 
together to reduce administration 
and reform the school system, and 
certainly not settle for the redistrict- 
ing plan that compromises the 
essence of education by expanding 
and protecting administration. They 
owe it to the residents who own the 
system, and even more so, to the 
students, whose future success may 
depend on it!

Philliou discusses 
Town Meeting vote 

TO THE EDITOR: 

The debate is finished and the vote 
has been taken. The wisdom of Town 
Meeting has spoken. We have spent 
the better part of four evenings hear¬ 
ing the issues presented from both 
sides. All of us Town Meeting mem¬ 
bers have been called, received let¬ 
ters, and read many articles and 
letters in the newspapers. Yet, it is 
my sense that in the final count 
Town Meeting voted emotion and not 
fiscal responsibility. The vote that 
was taken on Thursday evening is a 
stop-gap measure that will appease 
vocal parents and will not take into 
account the long-term needs of this 
town. Have we taken into account 
the needs of the seniors as well as 
the sandwich generation (those of us 
with low or no mortgage payments. 


but do have high tuition payments 
and responsibilities for aged 
parents.) 

The Finance Committee deli¬ 
neated clearly the current and 
future needs of the Town relative to 
the revenues. We have spent free 
cash for this year and have all ready 
spent estimated free cash to be 
recertified in August. Much of the 
free cash to be recertified in August 
has already been earmarked there¬ 
fore there is a very tight margin for 
the coming fiscal year. 

Every contract with the exception 
of the firefighters will be negotiated 
this year. It is unlikely that the 
School Committee and the teachers 
union will acknowledge the pressing 
needs of the Town and come in with 
the 2 percent that has been allowed 
in the new budget. A special Town 
Meeting will be called to ratify the 
new contract, but there is one major 
problem — where is the money to 
come from? 

All of us want the best quality 
education for our children. There is 
no question in my mind that parents 
move to this community for the 
schools. But, when are we going to 
take a realistic look at the school 
budget and make the cuts that will 
minimize the impact on the child¬ 
ren? Cutting aides, book budgets 
and other expenses is not what I had 
in mind. The School Committee is 
aghast when the minority report of 
the task force outlines specific areas 
that reflect sizable reductions in 
heavily padded areas. Yet, now we 
find a $100,000 reversion plus extra 
money in the special education 
transportation budget. In the Per¬ 
sonal Services budget there is usual¬ 
ly considerable room from the fact 
that when a teacher retires at a 
higher salary the new teacher is not 
brought in at the same rate. Retire¬ 
ments are not usually a sudden 
occurrence; very often teachers 
declare longevity three years prior 
to this event. There is ample time for 
planning. 

Voting on the side of fiscal respon¬ 
sibility is not a popular side to take. 
But I cannot in good conscience cast 
a vote that does not even satisfy the 
Town’s needs more than one year. It 
was clearly stated the other night 
that the only way to keep five 
elementary schools open in fiscal 
1992 is for an override to be voted. I 
cannot support an override until I 
am satisfied that our elected officers 
have given us complete, accurate 
information about the specifics of 
the budget. That budget cuts have 
been made in ways that are not 
designed to elicit emotion, panic, 
and doom and gloom. We must look 
at where salaries are going. Every 
job has its worth and when an 
employee reaches the outer limits of 
that salary, those of us in the busi¬ 


ness world look elsewhere. 

lam sad to see that today common 
sense and rational thinking are no 
longer valued and utilized. The for¬ 
mula for success in the town budgets 
need not be complicated and sophis¬ 
ticated. It merely means looking at 
what is coming in and distributing it 
equitably across the board. There is 
no need for the intensity of the 
recent behavior we have all 
witnessed. 

It will be interesting to follow the 
state of affairs during this next fis¬ 
cal year. However, I am not looking 
forward to the possible results of the 
action of Town Meeting this past 
Thursday night.

Woburn walk-in center 

TO THE EDITOR: 

As anyone who uses the emergen¬ 
cy room at any major hospital 
knows, long delays are sometimes 
unavoidable. This is particularly 
true when people with serious or 
even life-threatening injuries are 
brought in for immediate assis¬ 
tance, while others with less urgent 
needs must wait. 

When two ambulances arrive at 
substantially the same time, the 
triaging of patients becomes painful¬ 
ly more evident. The recent closing 
of the former Choate Memorial Hos¬ 
pital as an acute care center has 
certainly placed a very heavy bur¬ 
den on the emergency room staff of 
Winchester Hospital in this regard. 

Although most people prefer to use 
their private physicians for “non¬ 
emergency” care, there are often 
occasions when private physicians 
are simply not readily available, 
and a walk in care facility is very 
necessary. In order to relieve some 
of the pressure on the very highly 
rated emergency room at Winches¬ 
ter Hospital the Woburn Walk-In 
Center was recently opened by a 
Winchester Hospital affiliate at the 
former Choate Hospital. This brand 
new facility is located at 23 Warren 
Avenue, Woburn. 

Entirely staffed by nurses and 
physicians from the Winchester Hos¬ 
pital Emergency Service, this 
superb clinic is even supervised by 
the same director. Dr. Jon L. Jenk¬ 
ins. No appointments are necessary 
and patients are seen promptly in 
order of their arrival, since people 
with serious injuries are not brought 
there by ambulance. 

This walk-in medical center is now 
open seven days a week to serve the 
entire Woburn/Winchester area. It 
is located immediately adjacent to 
New Horizons at Choate, which is 


the new not-for-profit congregate 
living facility which will open there 
in August for older residents. 

Winchester and Woburn residents 
who find it convenient to use the 
Woburn Walk-ln Center instead of 
Winchester Hospital’s Highland 
Avenue emergency room for “minor 
emergencies” will help themselves 
to avoid possible long delays. They 
will also help Winchester Hospital to 
better meet its goal of providing the 
best possible service to all residents 
of both communities.

Town Meeting vote

At the June 14, 1990 session of the 
Annual Town Meeting, Article 5, the 
Vinson Owen School question, was 
debated and favorably decided.

The “0-word” was miss¬ 
ing from the compromise document, 
so that made it necessary to put the 
selectmen on the witness stand and 
force them to spit that word out. 
Fortunately, they did not fall into 
this trap, and I commend them for 
not doing so. 

When the vote was taken, it was a 
standing vote, and I voted in favor of 
the motion, as I had decided to 
support the above compromise. 
However, not all of the authors of the 
compromise supported it, as both 
the co-chair of the Override Yes 
Committee and the vice-chairman of 
the Alliance for Winchester’s Future 
voted against Article 5.

.Vccompli.shnu'iits of public 
scliooLs' music students hitvc rcccn- 
lly been lauded in Ibis paper, adding 
furlber acclaim lo music insiruclion 
in our schools. Music was not always 
taught in the schools, but rather, 
during the IHIh and lillh centuries, 
was principally the province of 
church singing schools. 

In early America, various con¬ 
troversies surrounded the perfor¬ 
mance of music in church, including 
the (luestion whether skillful singing 
were a sin. Nevertheless, from a 
desire to sing the psalms properly, 
singing schools began in New Kng- 
lami — including Hoston whore a 
school e.xisted as early as 1717 — and 
spread throughout the colonies dur¬ 
ing the 18th century. The ability to 
read music being rare, the early 
schools simply taught parishioners 
how to sing in unison by note, and the 
most educated men of the communi¬ 
ty, the ministers, often led the 
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schools, though instruction was also 
given by traveling singing masters. 
Originally meant to reform congre¬ 
gational singing, the schools led to 
the development of church choirs 
(alsocontroversial), which led to the 
piiblieation of more hymn books and 
the writing of original compositions. 

Winchester (South Woburn) had 
its own singing schools, David 
Voungman, who recalled them in 
Woburn as early as 188:). reported on 
their popularity in The Winchester 
Record: “There being no lectures, 
no theatres, or other sources of publ¬ 
ic amusement, the singing-school 
was attended by large numbers of 
almost every age and of every 
condition." 

Originally, according to Young- 
man, teachers instructed almost 
entirely by the use of their own 
voices, but after several years 
increasingly used instruments and 
also included more instruction on 
vocal method, after 1848 using the 
blackboard. Each school lasted for a 
term of 24 sessions, and the usual 
salary was $4 per session. 

Nineteenth-century singing 
schools sometimes met in locations 
other than churches. "The first 
singing-school taught in South 
Woburn of which there is remem¬ 
brance,” stated Youngman, "was in 
the winter of 1838-39, in the hall of 
the once famous Black Horse 
Tavern." It was led by Joseph 
Gould, who next taught in a school 
house. 

The third singing school in South 
Woburn was taught by John Gibson 
in the vestry of the new Congrega¬ 
tional Church. Like Gould he used 
the violin to accompany his prac¬ 


tices (the first organ in town not 
existing until 1852). Otlier teachers 
succeeded Gibson. In 1845-48, there 
being a difference of opinion over 
whether Gibson or Asa Trowbridge 
should teach, two schools ran con- 
currenfly, one in tlie district school- 
house, the other in the church 
vestry. 

Another difference of opinion 
arose two years later over the best 
method of leaching. Youngman, who 
became church choir director in 
1848, taught a school in the vestry 
that winter. The year after, James 
Greene of Medford began a singing 
school for which he used a “new 
system” that used numerals instead 
of notes on a line, In the face of 
criticism of this method from 
Youngman, Greene printed a 
defense in The Woburn Guide, stat¬ 
ing in part: “It seems that one 
individual, who dares not meet me in 
public, has resorted to the honorable 
course of stabbing in the dark. One 
expression in my printed notices 
seems to be the foundation of attack 
upon me by this magnanimous foe. 
In these notices I remark that the 
experienced singer cannot make a 
decent proficiency in the 'old way. 

"...By that expression I intended 
to find fault with no individual, but 
only to show the difficulties of the 
‘old system.' No one but a coward 
would attack me behind my back, 
and thus injure my business and 
take bread from the mouths of my 
family, giving me no opportunity to 
defend myself,.. 

"While listening to the singing in 
your church at the time alluded to, I 
was struck occasionaly with the 
beautiful sweetness of voice 


possessed by the lemalc sing¬ 
ers ... To my regret, however, the 
treble voices were frequently over¬ 
powered by ttie loud tones of a cer¬ 
tain tenor voice ... 

“To my mind this presented a 
striking illustration of the remark 
made in my lecture, on the necessity 
of a perfect balance of the parts in 
order to produce harmony ... He 
who departs from this obvious and 
well-known principle in harmony 
manifests not merely ignorance of 
his art, but displays the quality of 
self-esteem, seeking a prominence 
which the very nature of his position 
forbids him ... I was told by some 
one present that this was the voice of 
your leader." 

Youngman claimed this article 
backfired and killed Greene's 
school. Youngman himself taught 
another year and continued as choir 
director for six. 

Youngman's history of singing 
schools concludes with the year 1852 
when James Johnson took over as 
church choir director. He held sing¬ 
ing classes for children and young 
ladies and stayed in Winchester until 
after the Civil War. The war natural¬ 
ly affected the choir, and, although 
there might have been a revival of 
the choir afterwards, according to 
Johnson in The Winchester Record, 
an increasing love for congregation¬ 
al and gospel singing "produced a 
feeling of ‘not wanted' among those 
belonging to volunteer 
choirs ... Accordingly the members 
of the 'old choir' that remained after 
seventeen years under one leader¬ 
ship, one day uncomplainingly took 
their seats in the pews and the 
organization ceased to be,”

local senators votes on four roll calls 
from the week of June 11-15. Some of 
the votes are from the joint House- 
Senate constitutional convention. 

Census (H 5437) — Constitutional 
Convention approved 186-8 (House 
approved 150-4, Senate approved 
36-2) a proposed constitutional 
amendment abolishing the require¬ 
ment for a state census. Supporters, 
noting Massachusetts is the only 
state still conducting its own census 
to reapportion state legislative dis¬ 
tricts, said abolition would save $6.5 
million. They noted the federal cen¬ 
sus is more comprehensive. Oppo¬ 
nents said the federal census is 
flawed and will deny representation 
to the poor and others in urban 
areas. 

A Yea vote is for the proposed 
amendment abolishing the census. A 
Nay vote is against abolishing the 
census. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes. 

Senator Salvatore Albano voted 
yes. 

Recess — Constitutional Convention 
99-84, approved a motion to recess 
until June 27. The House approved 
the recess 83-65 while the Senate 
rejected it 19-16. The recess means 
the convention could not complete 


debate and vote on a proposed abor¬ 
tion rights amendment to the state 
constitution until June 27. Many sup¬ 
porters of the recess noted this was a 
tactic to stall action on the abortion 
amendment. Many opponents of the 
recess support the amendment and 
urged action on it. 

A Yea vote is for the recess. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Casey voted no. 

Albano voted no. 

55 MPH (II 5490) — Senate 20-17, 
rejected a bill raising the speed limit 
on the Mass Pike, except for com¬ 
mercial vehicles, to 65 mph between 
the Westfield exit and the New York 
border and between the Ludlow and 
1-495 exits. 

Supporters said the 65 
mph limit is reasonable and claimed 
many drivers already exceed the 55 
limit. Opponents said figures show 
that the hike will lead to more acci¬ 
dents and deaths. The Senate had 
given initial approval to the same 
bill two weeks ago. (Both roll calls 
are listed. The first is on June 5 
approval 18-15. The second is on 
June 12 rejection 20-17.) 

A Yea vote is for the hike to 65. A 
Nay vote is against it. 

Albano voted no on both roll calls.

The non-profit agency serves 
Reading, North Reading, Wakefield, 
Woburn, Wilmington, Stoneham, 
Andover, Billerica, Burlington, Lex¬ 
ington, Lynnfield, Malden, Melrose, 
Middleton, Saugus, Somerville, 
Tewksbury, and Winchester, plus 
surrounding communities. 

Former Choate 

being recycled 
Last December, Choate Memorial 
Hospital was forced to file for Chap¬ 
ter 11 bankruptcy protection and 
became the area’s first major medi¬ 
cal facility to close its doors forever. 

Woburn’s 38,000 residents found 
themselves without an institution 
that had been a mainstay of the 
community since 1904. Besides the 
loss of critical medical service, 
including a large and active 
emergency room, there was great 
concern as to what would happen to 
the sprawling complex, located in 


the heart of a residential area. 

The successful bidder for the four- 
story building was Cummings 
Foundation, a non-profit subsidiary 
of Cummings Properties, Inc. Cum¬ 
mings Foundation will operate 
elderly congregate housing on about 
half of the property, while leasing 
out the remainder for various medi¬ 
cal services. 

Winchester Hospital has leased 
the former emergency room space 
and already reopened the area as a 
medical walk-in-center. Orthopedics 
Plus, a Burlington-based corpora¬ 
tion. has leased an additional 5,000 
square feet to provide physical ther¬ 
apy services. The Caulfield Center, 
a 21-bed psychiatric care unit has 
continued to occupy the rear of the 
building, and a facility for head 
injured adults is also planned. 

The centerpiece of the recycled 
facility is New Horizons at Choate, 
designed to provide affordable, com¬ 
fortable living for 60 to 70 elderly 
persons, as work crews continue 
major reconstruction activities 
inside and outside the building in 
preparation for the opening 
expected to take place in mid 
summer. 

Exterior improvements include 
the erection of new signage, the 
construction of a new driveway and 
walkway to the front entrance, and 
the planting of shrubs, bushes and 
sod around the front entrance on 
Warren Avenue. 

Extensive as these outside 
improvements are, they only hint at 
what has been going on inside the 
front doors for the past several 
months. Former patients and visi¬ 
tors would barely recognize the 
entrance foyer which is being trans¬ 
formed into a spacious reception 
area/living room complete with 
water garden and large brick 
fireplace. 

Beyond the reception area, and 
through newly constructed arch¬ 
ways, flooring and ceiling has been 
removed to provide for the two level 


dining area where future residents 
will be served three meals per day, 
as part of their monthly mainte¬ 
nance fee. Adjacent to the living 
room, the former coffee/gift shop 
will serve as a TV lounge, and other 
areas are being set aside to provide 
library and writing areas according 
to Mary Ann Cutwater, New Hori¬ 
zon’s Executive Director. 

“All of the space has been 
designed, almost from scratch, to 
provide maximum comfort and con¬ 
venience for our future residents,” 
said Cutwater, who noted that New 
Horizons offers affordable housing 
for middle income elderly persons, 
with an active, ongoing social and 
recreational program available. 

According to Cutwater, the first 
suites should be ready for occupancy 
by mid summer. 

New Horizons has already 
received numerous inquiries from 
prospective residents and a finished 
model is being prepared so that 
interested parties and their families 
can see the individual units firs¬ 
thand. Each unit will include a sepa¬ 
rate full bath, living room, bedroom 
and its own microwave and 
refrigerator.

An Cpen 
House will be held as soon as major 
construction activity is complete.

in its report to Town Meeting, the 
Capital Planning Committee cited 
the town's increasing fiscal con¬ 
straints. "Unfortunately, the wear 
and deterioration of Winchester's 
Capital Plant is not in any way 
infiuenced by these falling revenues. 
Time continues to pass and the 
usage of our facilities continues — 
and so the Capital Plant continues to 
age, wear out and become obsolete 
without regard to any revenue prob¬ 
lems," said the report. 

The report also stated projects 


mittee member Edward O'Connell 
cited the increased employment 
opportunities as a positive aspect of 
the plan. According to one Purity 
official, the store currently employs 
approximately 175 employees. This 
figure would jump to at' least 250 
with the expanded store. 

Former State Representative' 
Sherman “Whip” Saltmarsh also 
spoke on behalf of the plan. Salt- 
marsh said Purity had first 
attempted to purchase the land from 
the MBTA seven years ago.

relating to public safety, such as 
asbestos, police cruisers and public 
safety radios, were given highest 
priority. Priority was also given to 
those projects where failure to act 
could cause “extreme risk of exces¬ 
sive future costs” such as the trans¬ 
fer station conveyor belt and struc¬ 
tural repairs to schools. 

VanAken noted the funds are 
almost entirely from the Sale of 
Land account due to the sale of the 
Woburn Loop. "In other words, we 
have sold off some of our town- 
owned land in order to finance the 
capital plant,” said VanAken.

Saltmarsh said. He noted that Purity 
is allowed to build on the land 
because the grade at which the store 
will be built is lower than the current 
grade of the railroad bed.

tary schools “for the foreseeable 

future”; 

• Quarterly meetings of the 
Board of Selectmen and School 
Committee, chaired by Town 
Moderator John Sullivan, to dis¬ 
cuss educational quality, pro¬ 
jected revenue and alternatives 
for additional revenue; 

• Without additional funding, 
the school department would be 
unable to meet its goal for educa¬ 
tional quality unless it makes 
additional reductions in the 
school budget, including the clos¬ 
ing of an elementary school; 
without sufficient assurance of 
these additional monies early on 
in the 1990-91 school year, the 
School Committee should begin 
contingency planning. 

Mitsakos said the plan allows 
for the sixth-grade students to 
move to McCall to create a 
middle school. He said the plan 
“solves the immediate problem 
and plans for the future by setting 
a basis for dialogue to finish this 
year and plan for the next.” 

The reductions in the school 
budget will come from the elimi¬ 
nation of four instructional aides 
($95,000) and a reduction in the 
Other Expense account, which 
includes transportation ($85,000). 

Powers said the Board of 
Selectmen “supports quality edu¬ 
cation and municipal servi¬ 
ces ... supports the document on 
the basis of binding the town back 
together.” 

“There has been movement on 
both sides toward the center,” 
said Landry. “I’m buying into 
this because I'm convinced that 
the future looks better with this 


article than without it." 

Galatis added that while the 
article may be considered a 
short-term solution, the guide¬ 
lines of the agreement set the 
stage for continued communica¬ 
tion on the issue. 

“1 believe it can work and I will 
do anything it takes to make it 
work,” said Galatis. “The past 
year hurt and it hurt a lot.” 

“I’m in favor of what I hope 
this plan can be,” said Lerman. 
“Ideally, I think Winchester is 
better off with five elementary 
schools. I believe the second best 
[option] is four good elementary 
schools. [At] the bottom of the 
list is five mediocre elementary 
schools.” 

Lerman called for support in 
the way of funding to keep the 
five elementary schools at an 
acceptable level of quality. 

Montgomery added, “We’ve 
given up something to achieve a 
solution, but we’ve not given up 
our values.” 

Resident Audrey Killion how¬ 
ever, said those she had spoken 
with in the Lynch community 
were not in favor of the proposal 
because it would mean split clas¬ 
ses and higher pupil/teacher 
ratios system-wide. 

Other residents said the prop¬ 
osal creates too many empty 
classrooms and forestalls what 
will be a similar debate next 
year. 

Martin Mastenbrook added, 
“This is not a compromise, it’s a 
sell-out ... If you think these 
reductions don’t affect quality 
then you’re kidding yourself.” 


Mastenbrook also cited cutbacks 
in the Fire Department and capi¬ 
tal projects. “Why isn’t this new¬ 
found money being used for those 
essential services?” he asked. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Frank Golden said his board 
would not support the action. 
“We haven’t heard anything new. 
We’ve voted on this [proposal] 
four times already,” Golden said. 

Golden was referring to the 
compromise set forth June 7 by 
the School Committee and Board 
of Selectmen, which called for 
$ 180,000 of cuts from the school 
budget (the majority of which 
were the elimination of four 
teaching positions) and an alloca¬ 
tion from free cash of $175,000. 
Other amendments presented at 
that session included the addition 
of $90,000, $117,000 and $150,000 to 
the school budget from the town’s 
savings account, all of which met 
with failure after Town Meeting 
debate. 

Vinson Owen was targeted for 
closing by the School Committee 
last fall, as intense financial con¬ 
straints became apparent. Town 
Meeting voted several weeks ago, 
in an advisory article, to direct 
the School Committee to find 
funding within the existing school 
budget to keep Vinson Owen 
open. School Committee mem¬ 
bers countered at the following 
session, however, with the 
amendment that called for 
$180,000 in cuts and $175,000 from 
free cash. That amendment was 
rejected. 

The first joint meeting of the 
School Committee and Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for early 
July.

Local real estate 
brokers are optimistic

nie Lochashio. But last week alone 
her office sold “six or seven” prop¬ 
erties in the area. 

“It’s generally a situation where 
everyone works a little bit harder to 
stay where they were last year,” 
adds Lochashio. And, realtors are 
“trying to put forth information to 
get the homeowners to price more 
reasonably,” she says. 

Carol Johnson, vice president and 
manager of Hunneman Realty, says 
a reasonably priced home in 
Winchester will sell within an aver¬ 
age of 100 days. And the price range 
of homes is quite reasonable now, 
she adds. 

“The town has a tremendous 
amount of eye appeal,” says John¬ 
son. “And our inventory is up.” 

Johnson says that in addition to 
correct pricing, the perception of the 
economy can drive the real estate 
market. 

According to County Home Data, 
the median home sale price for 
Winchester in the first quarter of 
1989 was $274,500, compared to 
$271,000 in the first quarter of 1990. 
And in comparison to the last quar¬ 
ter of 1989 at $248,750, the market is 
on the upswing. 

In 1988, 354 homes were sold in 
Winchester and in 1989 that figure 
dropped to 274 homes. But realtors 
are optimistic. “I think this year 
we’ll come out better,” says Poftak. 
“We’re already up around the 
median.’’ 

Lochashio says more young cou¬ 


ples are finding affordable homes in 
Winchester after being attracted by 
the school system and easy com¬ 
mute to Boston. 

A few years ago, says Lochashio, 
buyers would be hard-pressed to find 
two or three homes priced under 
$200,000 in Winchester. But in 
today’s market, the buyer would 
have 17 or 18 homes to choose from 
in town. “The market has opened up 
for first-time home buyers,” she 
says. 

Poftak agrees. “Pricing has been 
falsely inflated [in the past],” she 
adds. “Homes are now at realistic 
prices.” 

Lochashio says easy access to 
Route 93 and public transportation, 
in addition to a wide variety of 
athletics and recreation programs, 
draw buyers to Winchester. Also, 
large lots, tree-lined streets and less 
congestion sell the buyer on the 
town. 

And Poftak adds that even couples 
without children look to the school 
system in relation to the potential 
resale values of their homes. 

The real estate industry has recen¬ 
tly battled perceptions of a sluggish 
market through a program called, 
“Yes You Can (Buy a House in 
Massachusetts). The series of work¬ 
shops and seminars provided infor¬ 
mation on the loan process and inter¬ 
est rates for first-time buyers. 

And Poftak says young couples 
who grew up in Winchester and 
return to look for a home in the area 
are “amazed” that Winchester can 
indeed be affordable.

Now people in business are beinR 
asked to be smart and ethical. 
Businesses and their customers want 
to know that the folks running the show 
aren't cheatin}? or unfairly making life 
miserable for others. 

These ideas can help you establish a 
positive ethical climate in your 
organization. .And they'll help you work 
throuRh ethical dilemmas: 

■ Have a clear, simply written ethics 
policy. Make sure every employee has 
a copy. Consider asking employees to 
sipi it. 

■ Enforce ethical standards 
consistently. If you make exceptions, it 
shows that the commitment to ethics is 
weak. 

■ .Make sure your top managers set 
Rood examples. Have manaRers stick 
to their commitments and show 
concern for employees, customers and 
even competitors. Don't allow them to 
misrepresent facts, lie, exaRRerate. act 
insincerely, maintain double standards 
or emphasize winniiiR at all costs. 

■ Employees will be more able to 
withstand the temptation of unethical 
behavior if they have pride in 
themselves and in their orRanization. 
Build pride by RivitiR lots of feedback, 
praise and daily coachinR. 

■ 1 'nderstand the staRes of ethical 
behavior to help you see where you're 
at with a dilemma. The staRes are 


(from lowest ethical standards to 
hiRhest): SeekinR pleasure and avoidiiiR 
pain; striviiiR for approval: wantiiiRto 
be a member of a Rioup: feelinR loyalty 
and respect: wantinR to provide the 
.Rreatest Rood for the most people. 

■ When faced with an ethical quandarv" 
list all youralteniatives. Find at least 
three that are ethically justifiable. 

■ Discard alternatives that are illeRal, 
improper, immoral or possibly harmful 
or embarrassiiiR to someone. 

■ Evaluate your choices by separatiiiR 
facts from opinions and lookinR at 
possible benefits and risks. .Ask: Will 
this decision clearly make one party the 
winner and the other the loser instead 
of makiiiR both winners? 

■ Set priorities on the values at stake. 

■ .Ask: Would I be pleased if a 
newspaper article were written about 
my decision? Would 1 be treatiiiR 
others as I would like to be treated? 
Would I want my children, parents or 
spouse to watch me make this choice? 

■ Don't activate your ethical decision 
in a pious. judRinental or self-riRhteous 
way. That undermines your effort. 

■ Be ready to adjust your decision as 
new information comes up or situations 
chanRC. 

■ ReRularly Rive yourself quiet, 
solitarv' thinkinR time — especially 
when facinR an ethical paradox. This 
can halt rash decisions and short- 
siRhtedness. 

■ Don't tn' to reform your 
orRanization's ethical climate at once. 
Start with one Rroup or department and 
build on that success. Be patient.

Industry is growing, adding seaweed and 
aromatic oil treatments to services 


makeup lessons to haircuts and color 
treatment, then a full-service operation 
can work. 

Hinds is adding programs at her 
institute to train people to do body 
therapy. She said this fall the school 
will offer up to 900 hours of spa 
therapy training for the first time to 
prepare men and women to work in 
spas or hair salons or to practice on 
their own. 

She said the field lends itself to 
entrepreneurship and that with an 
investment of about $50,000 to 
$75,000, trained people can start their 
own practices. Hinds said that, as with 
most businesses, it takes a good 
location and a few years of struggle to 
be successful as an esthetician. 

Dellaria said hairstyling has also 
become a lucrative career for 
professionals with commitment and 
talent. He said pay tends to range from 
$20,000 a year for a person with two 
years experience to more than 
$100,000 for someone with more than 
20 years in the business. 


Beauty boom, From 1 
more on customer service and 
employee training. 

Catherine Hinds, founder of a skin 
care salon in Newton and the Catherine 
E. Hinds Institute of Esthetics in 
Medford, said harried women are 
increasingly looking for more services 
from their local hair salons, including 
those offered by licensed estheticians. 

Esthetics has always focused on 
treating facial skin, but Hinds said the 
field is starting to encompass overall 
health goals. It now offers mud and 
seaweed body treatments and 
relaxation therapies using electric 
muscle stimulation. “Aroma therapy” 
in which natural oils are rubbed into the 
skin to "cure and calm” is also coming 
into vogue. She said Vicks vapor rub is 
a form of aroma therapy. 

“People realize we are toxically 
laden. We’re on a crash course with 
the medical community,” said Hinds. 

She said these services, however, 
are usually offered at spas and are 
expensive and time-consuming. 

‘ ‘The scarcity of women’s time has 
impacted the business,” said Hinds. 

‘ ‘We are seeing a proliferation of total 
service salons. Day spas are going to 
be the thing of the ’90s.” 

This means more women want to go 
to a shop where they can have their 
hair done, have a facial and manicure or 
body treatments. 

Wood said that on the hairstyling 
firont, color has become a key focus. 

“There’s a tremendous (hair) color 
boom,” she said, noting that coloring 
now usually involves subtle lightening 
instead of a complete change. 

Other industry professionals say this 
trend responds to the time crunch in 
people’s fives, particularly women’s. 
They point out that more natural color 
changes allow women to spend less 
time in the salon touching up dark 
“roots.” 

Cory Dellaria, president of the 
Dellaria Salons chain and brother of 
founder John Dellaria, said haircutting 
techniques will be even more important 
than color in the 1990s. He said women 
want updated hairstyles, but also 
versatility through near-shoulder length 
hair that can be worn either curly or 
straight, casually or formally. 

“It’s that little bobby look or 


a tough world out there. ” 

To enhance customer service, 
Xavier recently hired consultants to 
conduct a series of personal 
development workshops for his 
hairstylists. They got lessons in 
relating to clients, the “art of 
listening,” stress management and 
how to avoid communication blocks. 

“It all starts with each person,” 
said Xavier, who opened his first salon 
on Beacon Street in Newton Centre 15 
years ago and another on Newbury 
Street in Boston eight years ago. 


Xavier said he has intentionally kept 
his operation small to ensure quality 
and service are the best possible. He 
has also limited his services to 
hairstyling, manicures and leg hair 
waxing. 

‘ ‘In order to maintain the level of 
quality, 1 have not felt I could spread 
out too much. I’d rather do what we do 
well. 1 wouldn’t want to train hundreds 
of thousands of people,” said Xavier. 

But he said that if people have the 
knowledge, training and resources to 
offer everything from facials and 


weighted look. It gives the client 
options,” said Dellaria. 

Frank Xavier, one of the Boston 
area’s best known and most successful 

hairdressers, said that while 

technological advances in hairstyling 
and coloring have been great for 
business, success will always come 
down to the personal touch. 

Xavier said that more than ever, 
people coming to salons are “also 
looking for a feel-good experience. It’s

1 . The Resume 


2 . Personal Assessment 


An employer will get many responses to an advertisement. He or she often will review resumes 
first to decide which applicants are to be interviewed. 

A resume is an introduction. It should be concise (one page if possible) and easy to read. 
Avoid irrelevant information such as age, height, weight, family details and detailed military 
information (date, highest rank, and brief description of responsibilities are enough.) 

There are two primary ways to 
prepare a resume. The form used 
may be based on the information 
to be presented 


Chronological ^ 
Resume 

This resume is prepared 
with experience listed in 
sequence starling with the 
current or last position 
and working back. This 
IS especially good if 
the work background is 
consistent and shows 
good progression 
from early jobs 
to the present. 



< Functional 
Resume 

When there is a variety of 
unrelated job experiences or 
when different skill areas 
need to be emphasized, 
the best resume format 
to use is the functional 
resume. In this format, 
the information is 
presented in a way 
that makes it easy 
for the employer 
to pick out your 
area of expertise. 


What can I do? What do I want to do? What do I do best? 

These are questions that need to be answered. You can't sell yourself until you know your 
product well! The period between jobs is a good time to analyze strengths, weaknesses, likes 
and dislikes. 

Here is a simple protect: 

List all the work duties you have had in the past. The list probably will be varied and long. 
That's fine. Add anything that comes to mind, no matter how small. 

Now, highlight all the things on the list you really enjoy doing. Next, check all the things you 
were successful doing. Ideally, there will be some overlapping. 

Now, list all the skills required to do the highlighted tasks.

What this shows you is that your favorite duties are the ones that require math skills. Your 
strongest areas were math and mechanics. 

This understanding will make it easier to explain your strengths to an interviewer. The jobs that 
are geared toward using these skills would be the most suitable and satisfying. 


3 . Research 


Knowing about the company with which you are interviewing will set you apart from most of 
the others being interviewed. Spending time to find out about the services, products, market 
area, primary concerns, focus and financial history will make you a concerned and 
knowledgeable applicant. 

Once an interview is scheduled, find out as much as you can. There are some tools in the 
library that make getting information easier than you may imagine. Check: 

■ Standard and Poor's Register of Corporations, Directors and Executives 

■ The Thomas Register of American Manufacturing and Thomas Register File 

■ Moody's (lists more than 20,000 corporations) 

■ The Million Dollar Directory and The Career Guide by Dun and Bradstreet offer information on 
companies in alphabetical order, by career field and geographical area. Dn microfiche is another 
listing of local business. Check with your local librarian if you need help. There are many other 
books, magazines and even videos and a computer available for information gathering. 

Another good source is the chamber of commerce. Chambers will have not only a list of all 
chamber members, with product and service information, but a list of manufacturers. 

With the information you've accumulated, you can ask questions relevant to that company. 
During your interview, mention what you've learned. The interviewer will be impressed with 
your interest. Do your homework. It will pay off.

4 . The Interview 


Don’t underestimate first impressions. Being properly dressed won't get you the job, but 
being poorly dressed can certainly cause you to lose it. 

It's often hard to know exactly what is appropriate for a particular company. For a 
professional position, it's safe to wear a suit. For other positions, if you are familiar with the 
company, dress as people do in that position. If you're not sure, play it safe. Dress slightly 
more formally than what the position calls for. Example: When interviewing for a warehouse 
position that probably requires jeans, wear slacks and a nice sport shirt. 

Get there early. This will allow you time to fill out an application and relax a few minutes. It 
also will give you a chance to visit with the receptionist. One often can get a reai feeling for the 
office environment and its mood. Are the people cheerful? Do they seem to enjoy being there? 
Do you get a feeling that they are an efficient group? 

When called In, stand up, smile and shake hands. YOU'RE ON! Most interviewers want you 
to be comfortable and will help you relax. They want you to be able to be at your best. 


Now you can go into detail about the information in your resume. You've analyzed your 
strengths; tie them in with your accomplishments that are examples of those strengths. 
Personal information is OK because it gives a better picture of who you are, but keep it brief. Be 
positive about past jobs. You don't have to belittle others to sell yourself. If there has been a 
problem with a past job that needs to be discussed, do it in a factual manner and without 
emotion. 

Interviewing actually should be an exchange of information. Just as the employer wants to 
know your experience and what you can bring to the company, you will want to know about the 
company and the position available. This exchange of information is critical if there is to be a 
proper fit. Use your judgment about how and when to ask questions. You don't want the 
interviewer to feel interrogated. You may want to ask some of the questions listbd below. 


Questions to ask the employer 

■ What is the last person who had 
this job doing? 

■ What are the job responsibilities? 

■ What skills are most important for the job? 

■ What kind of training is provided? 

■ What is the company's history? 

■ What are the company's goals? 

■ Where does the job lead? 

■ What is the salary range? 

■ What benefits are offered? 

■ Does the company have a personnel and 
procedures manual? 

■ What are the strengths and weaknesses of 


the supervisor? (Don't be afraid to ask.) 

■ What is the management style of 
the company? 

Questions to ask yourself 

■ Do I understand the job responsibilities? 

■ Is the job location within a comfortable 
driving radius? 

■ Does the personality of the company fit 
with mine? 

■ Does the position fit with my goals? 

■ If moving to another location, does the 
change in salary fit with the difference in 
the cost of living? 


5 . Follow-up 


When the interview is over, the interviewing process is still incomplete, 

A thank-you note should be sent to the interviewer. You may include something you have 
forgotten to mention during the interview. If you don't have anything to add, restate your 
reason for feeling you are a good candidate for the position. Emphasize again your interest in 
the job. 

Getting the job you want requires planning, determination and follow through. With the 
proper effort, the reward will be a fulfilling part of your life, a great job.

Plan is pledge to cooperate, say officials

Town officials are hopeful the plan 
approved by Town Meeting is a step 
in the right direction to get Winches¬ 
ter moving forward again. 

Representatives of the School 
Committee, Board of Selectmen, 
Town Meeting, schools and Vinson 
Owen Coalition, along with Town 
Moderator John Sullivan came 
together in an effort to “finalize the 
commitment'' toward shared goals 
and understandings. The plan 
resulted in a vote by Town Meeting 
that combines cuts to the school 
budget with an appropriation from 
the town's savings accounts to keep 
Vinson Owen open at least one more 
year. (See text of agreement, this 
page.) 

The agreement has ieft some resi¬ 
dents wondering whether or not it is 
a push to support an override for the 
next fiscal year. However, in inter¬ 
views with The Winchester Star, 
various members of the group deny 
that an override was the underlying 
agenda of the group. 

According to Superintendent of 
Schools Ur. Charles Mitsakos, the 
plan came about to address both 
short-term and long-term needs fac¬ 
ing the schools and community. For 


the short-term, the plan will keep the 
Vinson Owen School open through 
reductions to the educational budget 
($1H0.(K)()) and an allocation from the 
town's savings accounts ($175,000). 

“In the long-term, it addresses the 
fiscal need the school has to provide 
the community with one of its, as we 
heard at Town Meeting, most impor¬ 
tant nssets,” said Mitsakos. 

Although the agreement refeis to 
"alternatives for additional 
revenue," Mitsakos said an override 
was noj specificaliy addressed ijy 
tile group. “The range of alterna¬ 
tives couid inciude an override, but 
is not iimited to that,” Mitsakos 
said. He cited a change in the 
municipal/schooi budget split, 
which is currently •42 percent/58 per¬ 
cent respectively, fees, grant appli¬ 
cations and use of state aid as other 
alternatives. 

"There was never a pledge (to an 
override!,'' said Mitsakos. Howev¬ 
er, he added, “The source is less 
important than the nature of the 
funding." 

.School Committee Chairman Don¬ 
na Brandt Landry agreed. "We're 
not looking to push for an override,” 
she said. For Landry, the plan is a 
commitment to providing a mini¬ 
mum level of funding for the school 
budget in the future. “The School 


Committee needs a certain amount 
of money to do the job,” she added. 

“To me, it doesn't matter where 
the money comes from,” she said, 
adding it is the School Committee's 
job is to ensure quality education. “I 
don't think the town can do any more 
belt-tightening. Personally, I think 
we need an override. But as far as 
the School Committee is concerned, 
it doesn't matter. That's not why I 
signed on (to work on shared 
goals]," she said 

"We have promised to work 
together to find funding," she said. 

"Town Meeting member John 
Montgomery, also a member of the 
“goal group,” said, “The plan simp¬ 
ly contains agreement on some criti¬ 
cal principles. The plan will produce 
a positive result for tlie town only if 
the major participants pursue the 
goals of the agreement.” 

Montgomery also said an override 
was not the motive for the group. “I 
don't know what everyone had in 
mind. No one asked the selectmen or 
School Committee to agree an over¬ 
ride was necessary in order to obtain 
the additional revenue,” he said. 

Mitsakos said the agreement sets 
a baseline for educational funding — 
i.e. the current level — and is a 
[lublic pledge for the groups to work 
together.

Town officials agree on plan 


The participants at the meeting 
on June 13,1990 agreed to follow¬ 
ing shared goals and understand¬ 
ings concerning the Winchester 
Public Schools. 

1. In order to assure quality 
education, Winchester should 
seek, at a minimum, to (a) main¬ 
tain current programs and ser¬ 
vices; (b) achieve pupil-teacher 
ratios within the current School 
Committee Guidelines; (c) pro¬ 
vide equity in class sizes; and, 
(d) eliminate so-called split 
grade classes. 

2. Given adequate funding to 
meet these goals, Winchester 
should maintain a configuration 
of five elementary schools for the 
foreseeable future. 

3. The Board of Selectmen and 
the School Committee will meet 
on at least a quarterly basis to 
discuss educational quality, pro¬ 
jected revenues, and alternatives 


for additional revenue, if neces¬ 
sary. These meetings will be 
chaired by the Town Moderator. 

4. Without additional funding in 
excess of current levels for fiscal 
year 1992, Winchester will be 
unable to meet its goals for edu¬ 
cational quality, stated in para¬ 
graph 1 for the 1991-1992 school 
year without additional reduc¬ 
tions in the school budget, includ¬ 
ing, among other things, the clo¬ 
sure of an elementary school. In 
the absence of sufficient assur¬ 
ances of additional funding early 
in the 1990-1991 school year, the 
School Committee should begin 
contingency planning, as part of 
the budgetary process. 

All parties have agreed to work 
together during the coming year 
to develop a plan that achieves 
the goals and understandings out¬ 
lined above.

Zombeck’s 
project 
takes off

On June 1. lliiio, Ihe (lerinan .satel¬ 
lite HOSAT was launelied into space 
to begin orbiting around Ihe eartli 
and with it llie lligli Resolution Ima¬ 
ger (IIRI), Ihe scientific responsibil¬ 
ity of Wincliester resident Marlin 
Zombeck. 

The satellite, officially known as 
the Roentgen Salellilo, was named 
after Wilhelm C. Roentgen, the Ger¬ 
man physicist who discovered X- 
rays. It will orbit tlie earlli every !)(i 
minutes, continuously collecting 
data through electronic X-ray 
cameras constructed at Ihe 
Ilarvard-Smithsonian Center for 
Astrophysics and in West Germany, 
according to Zombeck. 

The cameras are detecting X-rays 
from sources like lilack holes, entire 
galaxies, quasars and supernova 
remnants, he said.

Albano announces 
bid for re-election

If re-elected, Albano, formerly a 
special needs teacher for 23 years, 
has vowed to concentrate on educa¬ 
tional issues and fight to restore 
funding to essential programs “deci-

Scientific groups from each country 
provided instruments that were 
mounted on the West German-made 
X-ray telescope. West German sci¬ 
entists will monitor the mission of 
the spacecraft from their base sta¬ 
tion near Munich. 

The National .Aeronautics and 
Space Adminstration (NASA) pro¬ 
vided the funding for the Smithso¬ 
nian camera and launch from Cape 
Canaveral, Fla. as well as future 
data analysis activities. 

Within two weeks of its launch, 
HOSAT began transmitting data 
back to earth. The information is 
received first by West Germany and 
then transferred to the U.S. for 
further analysis. 

The mission itself will last for five 
years, said Zombeck.

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Wildwood in need of repairs

The gravestones read like a 
“Who’s Who” of Winchester’s past, 
but the area surrounding these tri¬ 
butes — while tree-lined and pictur¬ 
esque —' is in desperate need of 
repair work, say cemetery officials. 

“There’s a lot of people here who 
helped build Winchester,” says 
Michael Saraco, chairman of the 
Wildwood Cemetery Advisory Board 
as he points to several burial sites. 

“They made [Winchester] what it 
is. 1 wonder how many would be 
rolling in their graves to see what’s 
going on. It’s a beautiful area, and 
we’d like to keep it that way,” he 
adds. 

But grassy knolls and embank¬ 
ments erode, cement walkways 
heave and crack under the burden of 
winter’s snow and sturdy weeds 
begin to overtake the grass. 

Saraco says complaints from 
Winchester families have trickled in 
regarding the overgrown shrubbery 
around some sites, and the eroded 
pathways that are difficult for mour¬ 
ners to traverse. 

Each day. Cemetery Superinten¬ 
dent Harold Moran and his four 
assistants face these expansive 74 
acres off Palmer Street. Moran, a 
43-year veteran of the cemetery and 
superintendent since 1963, has seen 
the 100-year-old cemetery continual¬ 
ly expand to accomodate additional 
plots. But as the developed areas 
grow, so do the tasks of digging 
every grave, mowing the grass and 
overseeing the general upkeep of the 
cemetery. 

Additional support for the care of 
the cemetery traditionally comes 
from the DPW, but as Saraco points 
out, roadways and public areas must 
be the DPW’s priorities. 

“The Public Works Department 
does a terrific job, but it’s not fair. 
They don’t have the help,” says 
Saraco. 

Currently, there are some 27,000 
buried at the century-old site, says 
Moran. And if the remaining unde¬ 
veloped land is correctly mapped 
out, the cemetery could continue to 
serve Winchester for 100 more 
years, he adds. 

But new development is tricky 
with the layer of ledge that is evident

in areas of the cemetery. (See 
related story below.) In addition, 
Saraco says some areas that have 
not yet been developed have been 
potentially polluted through unau¬ 
thorized dumping. 

Saraco says with additional funds, 
contracting out the work of clearing 
new sites, installing handrails and 
other maintenance work could ease 
the burden on the cemetery crew 
and the financial burden on the town 
of hiring extra permanent crew 
workers. Contracted workers would 
not require the benefits the town 
must pay to salaried employees, 
says Saraco. 

In his third such attempt, Saraco

plans to bring an article to Fall 
Town Meeting to create a Wildwood 
Cemetery council. Saraco says the 
council could work as a policy¬ 
making board with the sole task of 
operating and caring for the cemet¬ 
ery. Currently, the cemetery falls 
under the charge of the Board of 
Selectmen and Town Manager, says 
Saraco. The Wildwood Cemetery 
Advisory Board is just that — advis¬ 
ory, adds Saraco. 

But with an entity designed to deal 
specifically with the cemetery, says 
Saraco, bequeaths and donations 
could be utilized in such a way to 
encourage more funding from the 
private sector. 


Cemetery expansion considered

Wildwood Cemetery officials say 
they fear an area being considered 
for additional plots at the cemetery 
will not be suitable for double-depth 
graves. 

According to Cemetery Advisory 
Board Chairman Michael Saraco, 
the site, which would provide up to 
4(X) new plots, is located between 
Granite, Walnut and Emerson roads 
in Wildwood. The plan for the area is 
“well thought out and explained in 
detail,” said Saraco, but the site 
contains an area of ledge, which will 
hinder the use of double-depth 
graves. 

The ledge, or rock shelf, will pre¬ 
vent digging much deeper than four 
to five-and-a-half feet, said Saraco. 
And many residents prefer to buy 
plots in which two caskets can be 
placed within the same grave, he 
added. 

Although not all portions of the 
new area have been checked for soil 
depth, says Saraco, Cemetery 
Superintendent Harold Moran has 
extensive knowledge of the area and 
the surrounding gravesites, and 
believes the area to be restricted to 
single-depth graves. 

Saraco said many residents purch¬ 
ase plots well in advance and the 
discovery of a ledge in the site at the 
time of burial could be emotionally 
difficult. 

He added that “one or two” sites 
might be suitable for double-depth 
graves but that his board and DPW 
Director Anthony Celli have recom¬ 


mended the site be sold strictly for 
single-depth graves. Spouses may 
opt to purchase adjacent plots and 
be buried side-by-side, said Saraco. 

He added that if the Board of 
Selectmen push for double-depth 
graves in the area, he would insist on 
a thorough check of the soil depth by 
running a backhoe through the area.

But the ledge could be removed 
only by blasting the area, according 
to Saraco, which would not be an 
acceptable method. 

The Cemetery Advisory Board has 
urged the Board of Selectmen to 
move quickly on the plan so the area 
may be available for purchase by 
residents.

on the "process" — how learning is 
accomplished. The second group of 
four projects concentrated on ‘‘con¬ 
tent" — what is taught within the 
curriculum, said Ackerman. 

As part of the first group, teachers 
were able to visit each other's class¬ 
rooms to curb teacher isolation with¬ 
in the system. The cost of substitute 
teachers was picked up through a 
grant. Peer coaching is in the offing 
for next year, said Ackerman. 

Several projects were explored to 
addre.ss learning style and develop¬ 
mental differences during the 
middle school years. Tiptoeing 
through the paper image of the 
human heart was just one of the 
experiments that indeed expanded 
students' learning. Foreign lan¬ 
guage students were also able to 
complete an assignment with their 
preferred learning style, and then 
try an assignment with a learning 
style they may find more difficult 
with the aid of teacher coaching. 
Teachers also tackled the dilemma 
of students tuning out of learning 
during audio-visual presentations. 
Through coordinated materials, stu¬ 
dents were drawn back into the 
lessons. 

Several members of the teaching 
staff took part in a training session 
called "Cooperative Learning” 
offered through the EdCo Collabora¬ 
tive to address alternatives to ‘‘abili¬ 
ty grouping.” This, said Ackerman, 
was an effective mechanisms for 
providing students the opportunity 
to talk about subject matter in their 
own words, and structures for sup¬ 
porting teacher innovation. 

Also, a “Connections to Meaning¬ 
ful Learning” in-service course 
explored placing an emphasis on 
meaningful rather than rote learn¬ 
ing. Two members of the faculty

served as instructors. 

In the area of content innovations, 
Winchester schools have taken 
strides in coordinating “school sci¬ 
ence” with “real science” as in the 
case of the space seeds, acid rain 
experiments and interaction with a 
research robotic submarine called 
the “Jason.” 

And with the ever-expanding store 
of history, teachers also explored 
redesigning the history curriculm so 
as to allow for more in-depth learn¬ 
ing. Designating certain topics as 
“depth topics” and other important 
subjects as “general information” 
instructional time could be more 
effectively allocated. 

The C3 math project addresses the 
educational concern that computa¬ 
tion must not come at the expense of 
understanding mathematical prob¬ 
lems. In this framework, computa¬ 
tion is one of several “dimensions of 
competence” and estimating an 
answer, drawing a visual model and 
providing logical explanations are 
also stressed. 

Also, the high school science 
department has continued to field 
test the ChemCom program, deve¬ 
loped under the auspices of the 
American Chemical Society. The 
impact of two sets of curricula are 
being compared, one program stres¬ 
ses concept, one is organized by 
topic. 

The attention to education in 
Winchester has paid off through a 
score of achievements documented 
by Ackerman. Winchester’s com¬ 
bined verbal and quantitative SAT 
average has topped 1,000 for four of 
the past five years; in the class of 
1990, there are 22 commended stu¬ 
dents and six semi-finalists in the 
National Merit Scholarship prog¬ 
ram, which accounts for more than 
10 percent of the class; continued 
strong performance in achievement 
tests; and over the past three years, 
an average of 78 percent of graduat¬ 
ing seniors entered four-year college 
programs and another 10 percent 
entered post-secondary education 
programs.

Parents of Lynch Elementary 
School students have called for 
an enlarged school district to 
increase the economic and social 
diversity within that community. 

Carol Weir, Lynch Parents 
Association president, told School 
Committee members at their 
June 26 session, that the needs of 
Lynch have not been addressed in 
the ongoing educational debate of 
the last year. 

Weir said the proportionally 
high number of rental units in the 
district cause fluctuating enroll¬ 
ments. And the housing of special 
services within the Lynch build¬ 
ing usually leads to mainstream¬ 
ing special needs students at 
Lynch, said Weir. 

While Weir said the special 
needs children are viewed as an 
asset to the school, their needs 
put a higher demand on the 
teachers. 

“Educational equality means 
redistricting,” said Weir. 

As a result of the recent agree¬ 
ment made at Town Meeting, 
Lynch will lose two teacher’s 
aides, in exchange for a one-year 
moratorium on split grades. Weir 
asked School Committee mem¬ 
bers to avoid imposing splits at 
Lynch in the future, saying that 
school is hurt most “when educa¬ 
tional corners are cut..” 

Anne Hoffman noted too that 
while Lincoln School is exper¬ 
iencing overcrowding. Lynch 
school “has plenty of room.” 

“We’re not trying to get rid of 
any community, we’re just trying 
to enlarge,” she added. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos said he con¬ 
curred with a move to redistrict 
and added his concern for 
“equity.” 

School Committee member 
Mark Lombardi noted the district 
lines that bind Lynch, (the Winter 
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ponds and Cambridge Street), 
are "lough to cross” but added he 
would like to see suggestions 
come from the Lynch community 
regarding a possible 
redistricting. 

Census 

The results are in. According to 
Mitsakos, during an exhaustive 
comparison of the school census 
and the town census, two children 
were pinpointed who will not be 
able to attend Winchester public 
.schools next year. 

The e.xercise was mandated in 
May by the School Committee 
when rumors persisted that non¬ 
resident students were attending 
Winchester schools at no cost. 
Member Lombardi called for the 
comparison study, which was 
performed by three school 
personnel. 

The two children who will not 
be attending Winchester next 
year fall under the domain of a 
recently enacted state law. The 
children’s home is on the 
Woburn/Winchester line and pre¬ 
viously the children were allowed 
to attend Winchester schools 
because their driveway is in 
Winchester. The rules have 
changed however, and now child¬ 
ren must attend school in the 
town in which the majority of the 
house is situated. In this case, it 
is Woburn. 

Several other students enrolled 
at Winchester schools were not 
found on the census for several 
reasons: they were omitted from 
their parent’s census informa¬ 
tion; their names are different 
from their parents; they live with 
a guardian; their parents did not 
return their census form; they 
moved to Winchester within the 
last few months; or their parents 
are teachers. Several other 
unique instances were found to 
apply as well. 


Personnel 

With the Iransfer of Assistant 
High School Principal Christine 
Burke to a full-time position at 
McCall, her half-time position is 
currently vacant and School 
Committee members Edward 
O’Connell and Lombardi are 
playing with the idea of leaving if 
that way. 

O’Connell told the board that 
eliminating the position through 
attrition could be a timely proce¬ 
dure and could save the school 
department some $27,(XK). 

Lombardi agreed and added 
that at the least the timeline to 
find a replacement should be 
slowed down to search out the 
best possible candidate. 

School Committee member 
Alice McCarter however, said 
that the committee had already 
reviewed the position and com¬ 
promised on a part-time employ¬ 
ment. She added that the job 
entails a great deal of work. 

Chairman Donna Brandt Land¬ 
ry said she would be in favor of 
starting the school year with a 
person in place in that position. 

O’Connell expressed concern 
that when he discussed with Mit¬ 
sakos the issue of replacing 
Burke several weeks ago, he told 
the superintendent he was not in 
favor of the plan. But the limeline 
was instituted without regard to 
his input, according to O’Connell. 

Mitsakos said he was also 
aware of the intent of several 
members of the board to move 
forward with the timeline. 

Lombardi expressed frustra¬ 
tion with the lack of attention the 
issue received from other mem¬ 
bers. "We should make an effort 
to look at this. This is where the 
rift developed,” said Lombardi. 

Said O’Connell, ‘‘We should be 
engaged in debate. I want to hear 
someone give me an argument.”

Maurer discusses impact of TM actions

Winchester's municipal employ¬ 
ment force will be reduced by 12.5 
workers as of July 1. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer summarized Town Meetings 
major actions over the last few 
weeks for the Board of Selectmen at 
Monday night’s meeting. 

"While many of the decisions of 
this past year have been difficult, 
the town is in a better position today 
to deal with the future,” said 
Maurer. 

Maurer noted that the efforts tow¬ 
ard this year’s budget began in July, 
1989. “There were a lot of require¬ 
ments made by this board as to how 
to deal with the future of Winches¬ 
ter,” he said. “The overall 
results ... have been most positive in 
the broad sense.” 

“One of the more difficult deci¬ 
sions relating to the FY91 budget 
related to the reduction and modifi¬ 
cation of personnei,” Maurer said. 
The 12.5 positions reduced from the 
town’s rolls, coupled with personnel 
reductions in fiscal year 1990, have 
resulted in the elimination of 29.5 
positions over a two-year period. 
“The impact of these reductions was 
somewhat minimized [due] to the 
hiring freeze imposed for the entire 
fiscal year,” said Maurer. 

Among those positions eliminated 
were: one half-time clerical position 


in administration; one full-time cler¬ 
ical position in the comptroller’s 
office; one full-time clerical position 
in the treasurer/coilector’s office; 
one half-time clerical position in the 
assessing department; one fuil-time 
engineering a ide; one half-time cler¬ 
ical position in the veterans/workers 
compensation department; one full¬ 
time recreation coordinator; one 
fuil-time building inspector; and six 
positions in the Department of Publ¬ 
ic Works (three full-time laborers in 
the highway department; two full¬ 
time laborers in the grounds depart¬ 
ment; and one full-time laborer in 
the water and sewer department). 

Computer 

Maurer said through the efforts of 
Comptroller Joseph Bonner and 
Assistant Town Manager Mark Two- 
good, funding for an upgraded com¬ 
puter system was approved by Town 
Meeting. The new system will cen¬ 
tralize the town’s computer opera¬ 
tions. With personnel reductions 
over the past year, Maurer said the 
new system will allow town depart¬ 
ments to be more efficient with few¬ 
er employees. 

Bonner and Twogood are current¬ 
ly working with the software vendor 
to finalize plans. The treasurer’s 
office has received bids for borrow¬ 
ing the $210,000 approved by Town 
Meeting, and the low bid for financ¬ 
ing was BayBank at 6.95 percent, 
Maurer said. This is less than the 


projected 7.5 percent, he added. 

“(The new system) is going to 
require a lot of effort on the part of 
people who work in town,” Maurer 
said. “It’s going to cause some dis¬ 
ruption for [residents] in town, but 
we will try to keep that to a 
minimum.” 

Uccycling center 

Maurer also cited the efforts of 
recycling center employees to 
reduce costs of that operation. 
Through an incentive program, 
employees are rewarded for aiding 
residents in recycling and ultimate¬ 
ly sending reduced tonnage of trash 
to NESWC (North East Solid Waste 
Committee) in Andover. Reduced 
tonnage results in less cost to the 
town, he said. 

Through the efforts of DPW Direc¬ 
tor Anthony Celli, Hugh O’Brien, 
Mark LaFleur and Daniel Murphy, 
Maurer said the town is preparing to 
lease purchase a tractor trailer to 
transport trash to NESWC directly, 
instead of contracting a private ven¬ 
dor. This will result in an annual 
savings of $60,(KX), and Maurer said 
the trailer has been bid and should 
be on line by September. 

“Everyone should take great 
pride in ... what has happened at the 
recycling center over the last year,” 
Maurer said. 

Recreation 

The Recreation Department will 


tenatively relocate to Lynch School 
from McCall Junior High School in 
mid-August. The move came about 
as a result of the transfer of sixth- 
grade students to McCall this fall. 

Maurer noted the efforts of Direc¬ 
tor Lee Evans have resulted in 
reduced reliance on town funds and 
increased reliance on user fees to 
fund that department. 

Capital projects 

Maurer said the town will only 
purchase high priority items due to 
the reduced level of the town’s capi¬ 
tal budget. Projects to be funded 
include asbestos removal in the 
library and schools, purchase of a 
police dog van, and the transfer 
station conveyor belt, among others. 
Griffin/Purity 

“Considerable effort was spent 
over the past year for the approval 
of the Arthur Griffin Museum and 
the Purity Supreme rezoning. Jake 
Ciarcia [Town Engineer] and his 
staff in the Engineering Department 
provided much of the important 
research that was necessary for 
these two important projects to go 
forward,” said Maurer. 

The town is awaiting approval on 
the bill for the Griffin museum, and 
iegislation on Purity should be filed 
next week, he said. 

Both projects will require approv¬ 
als by the Conservation Commission 
and Board of Appeals once the legis¬ 
lation for each is approved. 


Town chosen as test site for computer system

Recording births in Winchester 
will be made easier in the future 
through a computerized birth 
registration system. 

Winchester was chosen as a test 
site for the system by the Executive 
Offices of Human Services. The new 
system wiil hook up Winchester Hos¬ 
pital with the Town Clerk’s office, 
and will electronically transfer birth 
registrations. 

“Once the system is on, we should 
save a considerable amount of effort 
in the town clerk’s office relating to 
[filing] births,” said Town Manager 
W. Chadwick Maurer in explaining 
the new system to selectmen Mon¬ 
day night. 

Town Clerk Carolyn Ward esti¬ 
mates an average of 2,000 babies are 
born in Winchester each year. About 
75 percent of one employee’s time is 
spent on data entry of births, and alt 
employees are involved in keeping 
up the filing card system and pro¬ 
cessing requests, she said. 

“I think the whole reason for doing 
[the computerized system] is to 
have a more efficient system that 


will save time and free up our lean 
staff for other projects that have 
gone by the boards for the last 
months,” Ward said. Citing 
Winchester Hospital as a “major 
maternity center for the area,” 
Ward said the number of births in 
town has a large impact on her 
office. 

“[The system] should save a huge 
amount of data entry time,” said 
Ward. 

Ward said Winchester is second 
only to Stoughton in the number of 
births in a town in Massachusetts, 
which was likely the reason for the 
choice. 

Leominster was selected as a test 
site city for the computerization. 

Training for the new system is 
expected to begin in August, and 
efforts will be concentrated on trans¬ 
ferring births from the first three 
months of 1990. “Once we have the 
system down pat, we can go for¬ 
ward,” she said. In addition, the 
Town Clerk's office can tap into the 
hospital’s birth records for the past 
three years, which is the length of 
time Winchester Hospital’s birth 
records have been computerized. 
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Ward said if data entry time is 
available, her office may put 
records into the new system from 
before 1987. 

Cable 

Selectmen appointed Winchester 
resident and Town Meeting member 
Eric Josephson to the Cable Advis¬ 
ory Committee. 

Ericson, a life-long resident of 
Winchester, cited his interest in 
helping out the town and represent¬ 
ing residents as reason for his 
application. 

Limousine 

A vehicles for hire license for 
Minuteman Coach Inc., a limousine 
service in Winchester, was approved 


by selectmen Monday night. Howev¬ 
er, selectmen requested Maurer to 
ask Town Counsel Wade Welch if 
owner Stephen Hofmann needs a 
hackney license. 

The new company will be located 
at 794 Main St., and will transport 
people by reservation only. 

Hofmann said his company pro¬ 
vides limousines and/or sedans for 
“a night on the town, weddings, 
anniversaries or any other reason” 
as well as “black car service ... for 
corporations that don't want people 
riding in taxicabs.” 

“I’m not putting down taxicabs, 
but we are basically a taxicab for 
executives,” said Hofmann. 
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Winchester’s 
historic watershed

As high summer arrives and 
the blue waters sparkle in the 
sun, history breathes deeply in 
the cool woods making up the 
Winchester watershed. 

It wa^ here, in what was 
then Turkey Swamp, that 
Hannah Shiner camped during 
many summers and eked out 
bare subsistance by weaving 
baskets from swamp reeds 
and selling them to townspeo¬ 
ple in company with her lively 
dog. One day in 1829, Hannah 
was rollicking down Main 
Street, reeling under the 
effects of a bottle of rum — 
and was blown off the bridge 
into the river. The demise of 
this poor old lady ended the 
last vestige of the .American 
Indian in these parts. 

Turkey Swamp itself lies 
buried beneath our reservoirs, 
and Winchester drew its first 
domestic water from the sys¬ 
tem on September 24. 1874. 
after long and bitter local 
debate which left deep wounds 
locally for many years. 

Messrs. David N. Skillings, 
Moses A. Herrick and James 
F. Dwinell — the Fathers of 
our Water System — were 
heaped with cruel abuse for 
efforts which have blessed 
Winchester for over UK) years. 

Winchester is now partly 
served by .M.W.K..A. water — 
and our three venerable reser¬ 
voirs are coupled with the reg¬ 
ional supply in order to replen¬ 
ish them in times of drought 
and heavy usage. 

It is notable that when all 
three reservoirs are full they 
contain 940 million gallons of 
water. 


The watershed itself is com¬ 
posed of about 200 acres and 
water area is 200 acres again. 

Presently, a big problem 
with the watershed — in light 
of studies and a plan formu¬ 
lated and begun in 1916 — is 
the unmanaged state in which 
it currently finds itself. 

Forest management is a 
great part of maintaining the 
highest effeciency of the 
watershed, as water is col¬ 
lected into the three great 
basins we created in 1874. 

By 1916 it was recognized 
that deciduous hardwoods 
used great quantities of water 
as they grew — and also depo¬ 
sited large amounts of litter 
into the water. At that time, 
all hardsvoods within 100 feet 
of the waterline were to be 
removed and replanted with 
Pines, Spruces and Hemlocks. 

Coniferous trees transpire 
far less water, their fallen nee¬ 
dles allow for less underbrush 
to grow on the forest floor — 
and the floor itself allows 
more water to enter the 
ground during the Winter due 
to its spongy composition. 

If, as we hear from Town 
Hall, we are not going to aban¬ 
don our reservoirs when the 
new Forest Street connection 
is completed we should begin 
again the prudent manage¬ 
ment of the watershed itself — 
for that has largely been aban¬ 
doned already! 

Planned management of the 
e.visting watershed must be 
resumed immediately — for it 
is well to remember that each 
gallon of water we are able to 
wring from our own 
watershed is one less we will 
have to purchase from the 
M.W.R.A.I 


A chaperone’s deja vu

In the June of my last year in 
middle school, our graduating class 
went for the day to an amusement 
park in .New Hampshire. 

We rode there in a bus, yelling and 
singing and hanging our heads out 
the windows, according to the 
account of the day scribbled in my

It was a Bobby 
Vee and Brenda l.ee kind of a daw 
On the way home on the bus, we 
heard on the scratchy A..M. station 
that John .X.XIll. the gentle Pope 
with the common touch, had died 
quietly. Then the Beach Boys sang 
"Surfer Girl," and I thought, "1 will 
never forget this." 


Last week, almost three decades 
later, members of another middle 
school graduating class went to the 
same amusement park for the same 
celebratory outing. I went with them 
— not as one of the revelers this 
time, but as one of the many faceless 
and to-the-kids-interchangeable 
grownups, those people you hope 
you won’t have to come looking for 
when things go wrong. 

Now when I was in middle school, 
our bus driver yelled a lot. Certain 
kids would fall down in the aisles on 
the crowded bus home, and then 
other kids would come and stand on 
their heads and all. We smoked and 
wrote on the seats and hung things 
out the windows. Once our bus 
driver pulled over in despair: "'\'a 
darn kids, ya," he said through the 
hand covering his face. He pinched 
the bridge of his nose to keep from 
crying. "Why do you have to be like 
this all the time?" We were stunned.

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Montgomery respond.s 
to MeSweeney letter 

TO THE EDITOR: 

In his letter in the June 21 edition 
of the Star, Mr. MeSweeney inquired 
about my “agenda” as a participant 
in the Statement of Goals and Under¬ 
standings that supported the reten¬ 
tion of five elementary schools for at 
least one more year. 1 would wel¬ 
come the opportunity to discuss the 
issues in person with Mr. MeSwee¬ 
ney, and a few brief points may 
serve as an introduction. 

First, we have witnessed a bitter 
struggle this year that has torn at 
the fabric of our community. We 
were divided not only over a build¬ 
ing, but also over the essence of 
what is valuable in a quality public 
education. Regardless of whelher 
we closed a school this year, I was 
concerned that Article 5 would 
undermine our capacity to deliver 
quality educational services for 
years to come. While many resi¬ 
dents are justifiably concerned that 
we simply cannot afford five 
elementary schools next year, a 
view that I share. I participated in 
the discussions out of concern for the 
long-term future of education in 
Winchester. The so-called comprom¬ 
ise, which the Town Moderator aptly 
has called "the plan” for the future, 
offers a reasonable hope that the 
long-term prospects for education 
will be considerably brighter than 
this year's divisive debate might 
suggest. I hope that we all make an 
effort to fulfill the promise of that 
plan. 

Second, one of the most disap¬ 
pointing features of this year's 
debate was the serious breakdown of 
communications and common pur¬ 
pose between the Board of Select¬ 
men and the School Committee. For¬ 
tunately, these two boards now 
share a collective commitment to 
the same minimum educational 
goals, and they recognize that, 
absent additional funding next year, 
a school must close. The recent plan 
also provides a structure, in the 
form of joint meetings between the 
Selectmen and School Committee, 
chaired by the Town Moderator, that 
should improve matters considerab¬ 
ly. I hope we all will support the 
selectmen and the School Commil- 
tee as they seek to lead us lo a 
consensus for the future. 

Third, while we can be pleased 
that a set of common goals are in 
place for next year, we musi not 
forget that our "compromise” com¬ 
es at a heavy price. In order to heal 
this community, we have approved 
reductions in instructional aides, 
text books, and supplies. No one has 
suggested that these cuts are educa¬ 
tionally sound, nor has anyone dis¬ 
puted that educational quality will 
decrease as a result. Our common 
agenda, I trust, is to make sure we 
move forward next year, not back¬ 
wards once again. 

Fourth, it is true, as Mr, Mc.Swee- 
ney observed, that I voted against 
Article .'i at Town Meeting. I (lid so 
for an important, though technical, 
reason. Because the debate on Arti¬ 
cle ,5 was terminated prematurely in 
my opinion, the School Gommittee 
members did not have an opportuni¬ 
ty to record their individual posi¬ 
tions on the .written plan. Since the 
value of the plan rests on the strong 
support from elected oflicials, I was 
deeply concerned by this develop 
ment. Fortunately, however, Ihe 
plan was subsequently published 
with the unanimous eiKiorsement of 
the Selectmen and (he School Gom¬ 
mittee, and my concerns have been 
alleviated.

Finally, Mr. MeSweeney accurately 
described me as the \'ice Chairman 
of the Alliance for Winchester's 
PTiture. While 1 hope that my con¬ 
duct at Town Meeting was generally 
consistent with tlic goals of the 
Alliance, I acted at Town Meeting 
solely as a member of that body. It is 
only fair to observe, however, that 
Mr. MeSweeney and many equally 
prominent members of the Winches¬ 
ter Taxpayers’ .Association also vot¬ 
ed in favor of Ihe one-year solution 
on Article 5, and none of them voiced 
any opposition to the written plan for 
the future. I sincerely hope that their 
support for Article 5 (presumably 
including the plan) is consistent with 
the goals of that organization.

Bollcxs says plan 
affects quality 
TO THE EDITOR: 

I don't intend to write a letter 
every week. I had to write one more 
time though because of what I feel 
was your inadequate coverage of the 
content, the implications, and Ihe 
tensions behind the compromise 
agreement to keep Vinson Owen 
School open which was adopted by 
the town. 

Winchester adopted a plan which 
reduces Ihe quality of the school 
system for the year 1990-1991. Split 
classes, fewer aides and a small 
budget for hooks and supplies add up 
to precisely that. 

Two things made it possible for Ihe 
town to swallow this rather biller 
pill. First, the establishment of a 
functional definilion of what 
Winchester must provide its child¬ 
ren to assure them of a quality 
education. Second, the explicit 
acceptance of a nuiiiber of facts by 
those who have fought so hard for 
most of this past school year to save 
their school building. Both are 
iinporlani because many of those 
fighting to keep Vinson Owen open 
repeatedly rejecled lliat definition 
and tliose facts during tlie course of 
the del)ate ended by the comprom¬ 
ise. it is their aeceplanee of those 
facts which constitutes their side of 
file compromi.se accepted by tlie 
T'own. 

The definition of what Wincliestcr 
must provide to assure ([uality edu¬ 
cation consists of four elements. 
First, to maintain the programs and 
services which were provided the 
children in the 1989-1990 scliool year. 
■Second, to achieve pupil/leaclier 
ratios within tlie 1989-1990 Scliool 
Gommittee Guidelines. 'I’liird, lo 
provide equity in class sizes. Fourth, 
to eliminate split grade classes. 

It is particularly important lo note 
the fourth item, tlie elimination of 
split grade classes. Tlie aeceplanee 
of the compromise meant the neces¬ 
sity for splil grade classes in Hie 
1090-1991 school year, especially al 
\'inson Owen. In other words, liy 
definition. Hie compromi.se has pre¬ 
vented Ihe scliool system from 
assuring our cliildren a (|ualily 
education. 

T'he most important fact wliicli the 
Town of Wiiieliester and represenla- 
lives of V'iii.son Owen finally 
accepted is that, willioul closing an 
elementary scliool. Hie town cannot 
meet definition of (|ualily educalion 
it lias agreed lo unless Hiere is 
limding 111 excess of eurreni levels 
lor fiscal 1992. 

Many of us liave opposed euHing 
(he (jualily of educalion available lo 
our children lo keep Vinson Owen 
open. 

Willi Hiis eompidiiiise, we have 
accepled Hiat, given adequate fund¬ 
ing lo meet Hie delinilinn nl (|nality 
assiiranee now lormally accepted liy 
the town, Winetiesler shoiild have 
live elementary selionls. 


has never been any question of this. 
It is good, however, to have it for¬ 
mally agreed to. As far as I am 
concerned, given adequate funding, 
Winchester can reopen ail of the 
schools closed over the years for 
lack of funding! 

Key to this compromise is that the 
Board of Selectmen and the School 
Committee will meet together regu¬ 
larly. They will discuss, among 
other things, "alternatives for addi¬ 
tional revenue, if necessary.” Furth¬ 
er, all parlies to the plan (including 
selectmen. School Committee, Town 
Moderator, Town Meeting, and the 
Vinson Owen Coalition) have agreed 
to work together all during the com¬ 
ing year to achieve these goals and 
understandings. 

It is important to note that those 
goals and understandings include 
“alternatives for additional 
revenue.” This, coupled with the 
recognition that the town cannot 
assure quality education without 
either more money or the closing of 
a school can only mean one thing: 
Those who wish to keep Vinson Owen 
open for another year past this one 
have to work faithfully for additional 
revenue. It is difficult to see where 
this revenue can come from other 
than an override. If there is an 
alternative, then fine. If there is not, 
integrity requires the School Com¬ 
mittee, the selectmen, the Town 
Meeting Moderator, the Town Meet¬ 
ing itself, the Vinson Owen Coalition, 
and all other parties to the com¬ 
promise agreement to work towards 
an override. 

Some of the parties to this com¬ 
promise, including a member of the 
School Committee and the chairman 
of the Board of Selectmen, waffled 
on this issue at Town Meeting. This 
resulted in one or two of the other 
parties to the compromise actually 
voting against it at Town Meeting. 
Nevertheless, the compromise 
passed. Vinson Owen is open. The 
town has not assured quality educa¬ 
tion for 1990-1991. Those of us who 
insist that the town meet its legal 
obligation to provide quality educa¬ 
tion to our children expect all sides 
to this agreement to carry out their 
obligations. Friends tell me these 
are all honorable men and women. I 
am willing to take the position that 
in fact they are. In all candor, I have 
to say there is a wide spread feeling 
that they will not honor their com¬ 
mitments. I hope that feeling turns 
out to be unjustified. I count on all 
the parties to this compromise, and 
on the people of Winchester to do ail 
they can to make sure that it proves 
not to be. 

The Star should print the text of 
the agreement so that Winchester 
doesn’t have to rely on your repor¬ 
ter’s idea of what happened or on 
mine. Let the people of Winchester 
see for themselves what was agreed 
to.

Looking at 
compromise

So the fate of the Vinson-Owen 
School has finally been decided. Or 
has it? And a year of chaos and 
uncertainty is finally over. Or is it? 
What exactly does the new “Vinson- 
Owen Compromise” mean? 

It means everything. Or nothing. 
It all depends on why people voted 
for it, and what they plan to do with 
it. The part of the agreement that 
will undoubtedly prove to be the 
most significant during the upcom¬ 
ing year is the part that reads, 
“Without sufficient additional fund¬ 
ing in excess of current levels, for 
the fiscal year 1992, Winchester will 
be unable to meet its goals for edu¬ 
cational quality... without additional 
reductions in the school budget, 
including, among other things, the 
closure of an elementary school.” 

So what did we get? We got an 
agreement that says if we don’t get 
more money, we close a school next 
year. Sounds familiar, doesn’t it? 

Are we any better off now than we 
were before? What did we actually 
get from this compromise? Well, we 
got an extra year. And if you believe 
that we’re really going to get the 
promised “additional funding in 
excess of current levels,” then we 
may have been given a one year 
reprieve, and an opportunity to 
adequately fund 5 excellent elemen¬ 
tary schools as well as a comprehen¬ 
sive secondary system. But if you 
believe that we will not have any 
more money next year than we have 
now, then ail we’ve gained is another 
year of fighting. Ask yourself about 
the motivation of those who voted for 
this compromise even while continu¬ 
ing to vow that “Winchester will 
never have an override.” What does 
a person mean when he votes to keep 
a school open knowing that he will 
work against providing the money to 
keep all 5 elementary schools open 
for more than just one year? Is it 
possible that the goal here is not 
really to “keep 5 alive,” but instead 
to kill off a different school next 
year? And if a different school, other 
than Vinson-Owen, is to be targeted 
for closing next year, what does that 
say about who’s running our 
schools? Or, for that matter, who’s 
running our town? 

1 know that there are Town Meet¬ 
ing members who voted in favor of 
the Vinson-Owen compromise 
because they believe that the people 
of Winchester are finally ready to 
work together with our elected offi¬ 
cials to provide the money we need 
to keep all our schools open and 
adequately funded. I can only hope 
that those people were right. Maybe 
the Vinson-Owen compromise repre¬ 
sents the beginning of a new era. 
Maybe we can finally begin to sit 
d()wn together to find a way to deal 
with Wincester’s financial problems 
in a respectful, responsible way and 
can acutally stop yelling and accus¬ 
ing and start communicating. If the 
Vinson-Owen compromise truly rep¬ 
resents the beginning of a real heal¬ 
ing process, not just a band-aid 
cover-up substitute, then I’m all for 
it. And if we’re now going to join 
forces lo provide sufficient funds for 
education and for all of the other 
needs of the Town of Winchester, 
Hien this compromise represents the 
first sign of hope in a long time. But 
if it’s just another victory for a 
special interest group, then 
Winchester is doomed to one more 
painful year of political upheaval, 
and nothing has been gained. 

Beacon of hope or prophet of 
doom? The Vinson-Owen comprom¬ 
ise will be whatever we choose to 
make it.

Waste study group 
discusses goals 

Dear Citizens of Winchester, 

Article 55 of the warrant for this 
past Town Meeting allowed commit¬ 
tee reports to be presented. That 
article came up after all other 
business was finished on the last 
night of Town Meeting, Monday, 
June 18. Due to the lateness of the 
hour (11 p.m.) when this occurred, 
the Waste Study Committee was 
unable to give its annual report to 
Town Meeting. This report will be 
presented at fall Town Meeting. 
Because much of this report is 
important to know at the beginning 
of FY'91, the Waste Study Commit¬ 
tee is writing this public letter. 

We urge all citizens of Winchester 
to keep recycling as much as possi¬ 
ble. Recycling does pay, both in 
revenue brought to the town and in 
waste disposal costs avoided: every 
dollar’s worth of recyclables placed 
on the conveyor belt for incineration 
is equivalent to pulling $1 of proper¬ 
ty taxes out of your pocket and 
burning it with a match. Avoid 
burning your tax dollars in North 
Andover; Recycle and use those 
dollars here in Winchester. 

Don’t incinerate your tax dollars! 


Recycling pays: 4 tons trash cost 
$268 to burn; 4 tons of recyclables 
net $20,150; 1 ton glass $50; 1 ton 
plastic $8, 1 ton metal -$34, 1 ton 
news -$3.50; Net Profit $20.50. 

The Waste Study Committee also 
challenges the citizens of Winches¬ 
ter to meet the following recycling 
goals in FY’91. 

• Keep recycling: newspapers, recy¬ 
cle 1,500 tons, (not spend $100,000; 
glass, recycle 300 tons, (not spend 
$20,100); plastic, recycle 222 tons, 
(not spend $14,874); grass clippings 
and leaves, recycle in home compost 
pile. 

• Buy recycled products and pro¬ 
ducts in recycled packaging. 

• Say "thank you" to the DPW 
workers for managing the WRDF so 
well. 

• Avoid contaminating recyclables; 
no plastic in the newspapers; no 
metal caps on glass bottles; no 
ceramics or light bulbs in glass; 
keep glass colors separate; no caps 
on plastic containers; and no metal 
or rock in yard waste. 

We will report our success, as a 
community, in approaching these 
goals in the fall. Meanwhile, see you 
at the Recycling Center.

Beacon Hill Roll Call 
Volume 17 — Report No. 24 
Massachusetts House and Senate. 
June 18-22, 1990 


The Senate — “Beacon Hill Roll 
Call” records local senators’ votes 
on 3 roll calls from the week of June 
18-22. 

Contributions (304) — Senate 22-14, 
rejected a bill requiring candidates 
to list the occupation and employer 
of any person who contributes more 
than $200 per year to the candidate’s 
campaign. Supporters said this will 
let the public know where candi¬ 
dates derive their support and will 
prevent large companies from hid¬ 
ing their support by splitting up a 
large contribution among several 
employees. Opponents said this is 
ano her unnecessary bureaucracy 
and noted candidates would have to 
track down people who don’t list 
their job or employer. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against. 

Senator Salvatore Albano voted 
yes. 

Rollback (S 1711) — Senate 27-8, 
rejected an amendment striking the 
"anti-rollback” provision in state 
employees’ health plans passed by 
the legislature in 1988. The provision 
protects existing medical coverage 
given to state employees through 
collective bargaining and prevents 
the state from reducing their cover¬ 
age. Amendment supporters said 
this would save $50 million annually 
and would begin to control skyrock¬ 
eting health costs. Opponents 
offered no arguments. 

A Yea vote is for the amendment 
striking the “anti-rollback”. A Nay 
vote is for the “anti-rollback”. 

Albano voted no. 

Workfare (S 1711) — Senate 19-15, 
rejected an amendment requiring 
the Secretary of Human Services to 
submit a plan requiring welfare 
recipients, unless exempted, to 
accept work assigned by the Welfare 
Department, as a condition of 
receiving AFDC and General Relief. 
Supporters said this could save the 
state $100 million annually and simp¬ 
ly requires able bodied people to 
work. Opponents said the plan would 
create a new costly bureaucracy and 
“make work jobs” without enhanc¬ 


ing the possibility of long term train¬ 
ing and employment. 

A Yea vote is for the workfare 
amendment. A Nay vote is against 
it. 

Albano voted no. 

Supplemental Budget (S 1711) — 
House 91-56, concurred with the 
Senate version of a $490 million sup¬ 
plemental budget. Supporters said 
the package is a reasonable one 
which funds essential programs and 
will prevent the state from running 
out of money. Some opponents said 
the budget is loaded with waste and 
unnecessary items. Others said they 
voted against the package because it 
no longer includes the “workfare” 
proposal requiring able bodied 
AFDC and General Relief recipients 
to accept state assigned work in 
order to collect their checks. 

A Yea vote is for the budget. A 
Nay vote is against it. 

Casey voted yes.

was made of sterner stuff. An 
older woman, she yelled “Open the 
windows!” as we approached the 
park; then “Let the chaperons 
through!” as we old folks climbed 
over long legs to the front of the bus. 
She picked up one boy by his shirt- 
front and forcibly yanked him out of 
the way. “Chaperons! Do your 
job!,” she yelled at us as they lined 
up to exit. We did and in minutes 
they’d exploded into the park. 

At that point we were let to wan¬ 
der. In a covered arcade and mini¬ 
mall, I sat on a bench and read from 
that ’63 diary. I looked up periodical¬ 
ly at a place called the Fascination 
Store and tried to feel fascinated. It 
wasn’t hard. Here were the same 
gaudy goods I had remembered: the 
key chains, the brightly-dyed tails 
made of feather. Then I walked 
along outside. Here were the frowsy 
stuffed animals you could win, the 
splatter art you could make, the 
rides, including those same ones 
best avoided with a queasy stomach. 

I saw huge crepe-paper flowers on 
three-foot sticks,thought “Oh! I’ll 
buy one for my room!” then paused 
and remembered my age. 

In the meantime, our graduates 
dashed and lolled and hugged and 
pummelled, but in bunches, always, 
like those marbles with the magents 
at their centers. 


Boston Harbor Cleanup (H .5929) — 
House 96-57, postponed until Decem¬ 
ber 5 action on a bill allowing the 
MWRA to take possession of state 
owned land in Walpole. As part of 
the Boston screenings and grit 
removed from sewage and as a 
backup location for the disposal of 
treated sewage sludge. Postpone¬ 
ment supporters said the delay buys 
Walpole time to fight the landfill and 
may force the MWRA to consider 
other options. They noted the landfill 
poses serious threats to Walpole’s 
water supplies. Opponents of post¬ 
ponement argued Walpole is a suit¬ 
able site and noted it was chosen 
after long and careful review. They 
said the delay will lead to court and 
will end up costing millions of dol¬ 
lars more than current estimates. 

A Yea vote is for postponement. A 
Nay vote is against postponement. 

Casey voted no.

Because the best girls, when you’re 
14, are the girls you haven’t met yet 
and may never see again; just as the 
best days are the days you’ve yet to 
live, on this the last day of school, 
when summer stretches like forever 
out ahead.

The second '•Winchester Plains 
Reunion" was held recently at the 
Sons of Italy Hall in Winchester with 
a turnout of over I'H) residents and 
former citizens of the town some 
coming as for away as California 
and many other states from the 
south and middle west. 

The so-called “Plains” people rep¬ 
resent local residents who have lived 
in that section of town between an 
arbitrary line from Nelson Street to 
Irving, along Washington Street and 
parallel with the tracks of the Boston 
and Maine Railroad, going back 
over a half century. 

Tony Saraco, retired Post Office 


employee was chairman and master 
of ceremonies, co-chairman was 
Gaspare Lentine, Charles Pietranto- 
nio was secretary and .Joe Paonessa, 
treasurer, of a rather large 
committee. 

Dr. William Barone of One School 
Street was the featured speaker 
whose talk was primarily of “Recol¬ 
lections” going over the last half 
century of Winchester history with 
its changes from a small town of 
8,000 people, sectionalized with the 
Irish, Italian, Black and WASP 
Winchester Highlands and the West 
Side, to the present population of 
over 22,000 all well homgenized, so- 
to-speak. 

He stated that we were and still 
are very fortunate to have been part 


of the most beautiful town closest to 
Boston with all its great facilities! 
Its excellent schools, town govern¬ 
ment, lakes, ponds, sports facilities 
such as the golf course, boat club, 
tennis cours, playgrounds, and espe¬ 
cially its churches. 

Barone who practiced general 
medicine since 1937 recalls the 
growth of the excellent Winchester 
Hospital to its great present struc¬ 
ture and medical — dental staff. In 
1937, the Ward Beds cost only $3 per 
day, most patients were not covered 
by any form of insurance and that he 
delivered babies at home for $35 
which included about 15 office visits. 

Other speakers who reminised of 
the past to the present were former 
principal of the Junior High School, 


Ray Dickman who had much humor 
to offer and Michael Saraco, former 
Health Officer, Veteran Commander 
and prominent elected Town Meet¬ 
ing member who really went back 
many years. Both kept the audience 
spell-bound in memories. 

In the attendence were “Mickey” 
Meurling former Junior High School 
popular gym instructor for many 
years, former Selectman and State 
Representative “Whip” Saltmarsh, 
Art Johnson, “Red” Hannon, Nick 
Fitzgerald and Heismann Trophy 
winner, Joe Bellino of Navy fame 
who put Winchester, Massachusetts 
on the map nationally and 
internationally. 

The affair closed with the atten¬ 
dence asking for a repeat reunion in 
two years.

However, Holleran said he was 
troubled by the proposal, particular¬ 
ly since the committee had been 
aware of Continental's position on 
reimbursment for legal fees since 
before Horton was hired. Holleran 
said he believed the $17..50 figure 
would be a hard sell with Continental 
officials, and adding $2 to that would 
make it even more difficult. 

"You figure out a way." said 
Svahn. "It’s what's between you and 
us and an KFH (request for 
proposal]." 

Continental Attorney Susan Elid 
said, “It’s a policy and it’s a regional 
policy for the entire company. When 
the issue first came up, we made our 
position perfectly clear via the 
Board of Selectmen." Eid said she 
also believed the $100,000 figure was 
an estimate of cost, not a 
commitment. 

"We have zero to say about your 
rates," said Svahn. "You're well 
protected. You can protect 
yourselves from any expenditures 
(by raising rates]." 

CAC member Allan Eyden said he 
appreciated the pressure on Conti¬ 
nental to stick by its policy. Howev¬ 
er, he added, “We’re under pressure 
to keep the costs to the town down." 

Svahn suggested the meeting be 
adjourned to allow Continental time 
to think about the proposal. "I think 
we’re real close. I urge you to think 
real hard," he said. 

Other issues discussed by the two 
groups Tuesday night included: a 
senior citizen discount of 5 percent; 
a Medicaid discount of 5 percent; 
access channels; a community 
channel; and distance learning, 
among others. 

The two groups are scheduled to 
meet again July 9 at 7:30 p.m. At 
that time, the committee is expected 
to accept Continental's proposal or 
decide to send out requests for prop¬ 
osals (RFP’s). If the committee 
sends out RFPs, Continental would 
make a bid to the town along with 
other cable companies.

Bay State beckons foreigners 

State expects boost in tourist dollars with 
international promotion campaign

I n anticipation of a flat domestic 
travel season, the Hay State is 
wooing international travelers 
more than ever this summer 
with slick promotions pitching 
whale watching to the British, shopping 
to the Japanese and sumptuous seafood 
to everyone. 

The state's economic and political 
problems may have lowered its 


prestige in the eyes of fellow 
Americans, but travel industry 
observers say foreigners have long 
viewed Boston as an exciting U.S. 
destination — a perception not likely to 
be changed by local troubles. 

.And while economic woes influence 
how and where people travel, getting 
away for at least some respite from 
daily routines is a high priority for 
people everywhere, say tourism 
officials. 

"Tourism is the number one 
industry in the world,” said Deborah 


First, the state's acting director of 
tourism. 

She said the Massachusetts Office 
of Travel and Tourism is capitalizing on 
foreign curiosity by emphasizing the 
state's rich history and diverse 
vacation opportunities in a .$1.,S million 
marketing campaign in the United 
Kingdom, japan and, for the first time 
this year, Holland and France. The 
campaign, funded partially through 
private contributions, is costing almost 
three times what the travel office spent 
last year on international marketing. 


Yet domestic appeals will not suffer 
as a result. First said. She said the 
state will be spending about $2 million 
on L'.S. marketing for spring and 
summer. 

“New England is a major market. 
On the other hand, what we recognize 
and are working around is that the 
international market is an area for 
growth." said First. "International 
tourism makes up 5 percent of travel, 
but 12 percent of the dollars spent. ”

D O you or the people you 
work with have Terminal 
Professionalism? 

'' People will tell you 
they’ve got it." humor 
specialist C.W. Metcalf says. "People 
will say. 'I'm dead serious.’ .And they 
will be." 

But it is possible to have fun at work 
and still be successful. In fact, humor 
may be necessary for success. 

These ideas can help you lighten up: 
■ Don’t assume that having a sense of 
humor at work means telling jokes. 
Most of us believe we’re lousy 
jokesters. But we can take our work 
seriously and ourselves lightly. 

■ .Make having fun a career goal. 

Write it down and plan it. Managers, 
make it a goal to help your employees 
have fun. 

■ Be tolerant when you see people 
having fun at work. Unless it affects 
the quality of work over the long term, 
it’s probably doing more good than 
harm. 

■ When stress hits, don’t work 
harder. Work looser. Look for the 
absurdity in your predicament. Close 
your eyes and think of something to 
make you laugh. 

■ Get people together. Examples: 
meetings, idea sessions, annual picnics, 
sporting events, Friday morning donuts 
and coffee or maybe Popsicle breaks on 
a hot day. 

■ If you work in a conservative 
atmosphere, find clandestine ways to 


have fun. Wear Mickey Mouse 
undenvear. Keep funny glasses in your 
glove compartment to wear while 
driving home. 

■ Find a self-service photo booth. 
Snap pictures of yourself making 
ridiculous faces. Carry the photos with 
you and look at them before diving into 
a dreaded meeting or task. 

■ Listen to comedy tapes on your way 
to work, your lunch hour or your way 
home. Organize a comedy swap: Have 
co-workers bring favorite tapes to 
work and put them in a box. At the end 
of the day, everyone grabs a new tape 
for the ride home. 

■ Post jokes and cartoons in your 
office. One company has a “So you 
think it’s tough around here” bulletin 
board of cartoons and newspaper 
clippings. 

■ Hire people with a sense of humor. 
Does the person laugh during the 
interview? Does he or she make you 
laugh? When co-workers took that 
person to lunch, did they have fun? Ask 
the applicant to describe a fun job. 

■ Recognize that work doesn’t have 
to be fun all the time. It won’t be. 

Strive for enjoving yourself at least 
some of the time. 

■ Humor pitfalls: humor that’s 
negative, sexist, racist, abusive. Joking 
when your motives are revenge or 
insult. Teasing others but not letting 
them tease you back. Joking about 
sensitive topics, like baldness, without 
asking the bald person if he minds.

First and others in the industry say 
people in the Northeast especially stiU 
want to travel, but are going to spend 
their vacation dollars more judiciously 
this summer as a result of economic 
uncertainty. 

Still others theorize a slumping 
economy will prompt New England 
residents who might normally travel 
abroad to spend their vacation dollars 
closer to home. 


‘ ‘We feel there’s a trend in more 
local tourism, perhaps because of the 
economy, so we’re finding a lot of in¬ 
state tourists,” said Sylvia Klinck, 
executive director of the Concord 
Chamber of Commerce. 

But as a result of the marketing 
campaign. First said the state expects a 
5.7 percent growth in international 
tourism this year and a slight increase 
in overall tourism, estimated to bring in 
some $11 billion to the state this year. 

’ ’What we’ve seen is that it’s too 
early to predict, but people are feeling 
pretty good about advance 
reservations. So far, in the first 12 
weeks (of the campaign), we have had 
130,000 inquiries.” 

In its advertising, the state tourist 
bureau is promoting Massachusetts as 
a destination from May through 
October, not just during the summer 
months. Officials also hope new visitors 
to Boston will return again and again to 
explore other parts of the state. 

Concord, steeped in history and 
New England charm, promises to 
benefit fi-om this strategy. 

Marty Sylvester, director of sales; 
and marketing for the 55-room Colonial 
Inn built in 1716 in Concord, said both 
Europeans and Americans are drawn to

the town to explore the homes of 
Nathaniel Hawthorne and Louisa May 
Alcott as well as Walden Pond, Henry 
David Thoreau’s famous cabin and the 
Old North Bridge. 

’ ’When you think of the history, you 
think of Boston. That’s where our 
history is. People love the history and 
nostalgia,” said Sylvester. ’’The 
Freedom Trail ends in Concord, so if 
people are doing Boston, usually they 
will also do Concord, at least for a 
day. ’ ’ 

She said, however, that in recent 
years, travelers have not been making 
reservations as far in advance as they 
used to and are shortening their staj's 
to save time and money. 

’’People are going to shop around 
more,” said Sylvester. 

Marilyn Mitchell, co-owner of Bed

the state, also said that while interest 
in these alternative types of 
accommodations is growing, hotel 
prices are becoming more competitive.

An employer will get many responses to an advertisement. He or she often will review resumes 
first to decide which applicants are to be interviewed. 

A resume is an introduction. It should be concise (one page if possible) and easy to read. 
Avoid irrelevant information such as age, height, weight, family details and detailed military 
information (date, highest rank, and brief description of responsibilities are enough.) 

There are two primary ways to 
prepare a resume. The form used 
may be based on the information 
to be presented.

2 . Personal Assessment 


What can 1 do? What do 1 want to do? What do 1 do best? 

These are questions that need to be answered. You can't sell yourself until you know your 
product well! The period between jobs Is a good time to analyze strengths, weaknesses, likes 

and dislikes. 


Here Is a simple project: 


List all the work duties you have had In the past. The list probably will be varied and long. 
That's fine. Add anything that comes to mind, no matter how small. 

Now, highlight all the things on the list you really enjoy doing. Next, check all the things you 
were successful doing. Ideally, there will be some overlapping. 

Now, list all the skills required to do the highlighted tasks.

What this shows you is that your favorite duties are the ones that require math skills. Your 

strongest areas were math and mechanics. 


This understanding will make it easier to explain your strengths to an Interviewer. The jobs that 
are geared toward using these skills would be the most suitable and satisfying. 

3 . Research 



Knowing about the company with which you are interviewing will set you apart from most of 
the others being interviewed. Spending time to find out about the services, products, market 
area, primary concerns, focus and financial history will make you a concerned and 
knowledgeable applicant. 

Once an interview is scheduled, find out as much as you can. There are some tools in the 
library that make getting Information easier than you may Imagine. Check: 

■ Standard and Poor’s Register of Corporations, Directors and Executives 

■ The Thomas Register of American Manufacturing and Thomas Register File 

■ Moody's (lists more than 20,000 corporations) 

■ The Million Dollar Directory and The Career Guide by Dun and Bradstreet offer Information on 
companies in alphabetical order, by career field and geographical area. Dn microfiche is another 
listing of local business. Check with your local librarian if you need help. There are many other 
books, magazines and even videos and a computer available for information gathering. 

Another good source is the chamber of commerce. Chambers will have not only a list of all 
chamber members, with product and service information, but a list of manufacturers. 

With the information you've accumulated, you can ask questions relevant to that company. 
During your interview, mention what you've learned. The interviewer will be impressed with 
your interest. Do your homework. It will pay off.
